Pursuant to the Constitution of the state of Montana, at the hour of 
12:00 noon, the House of Representatives of the Fortieth Legislative As- 
sembly of the state of Montana, was called to order by the Honorable 
Frank Murray, Secretary of State of the state of Montana, who extended 
greetings to the assembly on behalf of the state of Montana.

Posting of the Colors by Major William M. Liston and staff from the 
Montana National Guard, and the Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag by the 
assembly followed. 


Invocation was given by Bishop Chandler Sterling. 
The Chief Clerk called the roll by districts, all members being present. 


Secretary of State Frank Murray introduced the Honorable Hugh 
Adair, Associate Justice of the Montana Supreme Court, who administered 
the following oath: 


“IT do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will support, protect and de- 
fend the Constitution of the United States, and the Constitution of the state 
of Montana, and that I will discharge the duties of my office with fidelity; 
that I have not paid or contributed or promised to pay or contribute, either 
directly or indirectly, any money or other valuable thing to procure my 
nomination or election except for necessary and proper expenses expressly 
authorized by law; that I have not knowingly violated any election law of 
this State, or procured it to be done by others in my behalf; that I will not 
knowingly receive, directly or indirectly, any money or other valuable thing 
for the performance or non-performance of any act or duty pertaining to 
my office other than the compensation allowed by law, SO HELP ME GOD.”

A committee of three consisting of Senators James, Lehrkind and Cot- 
ton, appeared and informed the House that the Senate was ready to join in 
joint session with the House to hear the Governor’s message. 


Assembly being in joint session, Lt. Governor James, occupying the 
Chair for the joint session, appointed the following committee to notify the 
Governor that the Senate and House of Representatives had convened in 
joint assembly and were ready to hear his message: Senators Manning and 
Mackay and Representatives McNamara, Casey and Boughton. 


His Excellency, Tim Babcock, then appeared and was escorted to the 
rostrum. After being presented to the assembly by the President of the 
Senate, he delivered his address: 


ey President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the 40th Legislative As- 
sembly: 


Approximately 77 years ago, Montana’s first Governor, Joseph K. 
Toole, delivered a courageous message to a Montana legislature so rife with. 
dissension that it had difficulty organizing. 


The year was 1889. Only a month before the Governor made his ad- 
dress, Montana had been granted statehood. There was no fanfare or special 
celebration of this important event because the times were serious ones... 
just as today’s times are serious. 


“Government will be felt, if at all, most in its benefits and least in its 
restraints,” Governor Toole told our first legislature. He went on to make 
positive recommendations concerning water, irrigation, homesteads, labor, 
corporations, the prison and the state hospital. 


He had one note of cheer. 


“After the payment of all outstanding claims and indebtedness .. . 
I think the state will, on January 1st, ensuing, have a small amount, not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, in the treasury.” 


As this 40th Legislative Assembly convenes, the people of Montana 
ean look back upon some remarkable changes since this state came into 
existence a short 77 years ago. Progress has made our problems at least 
the equal in complexity to those of earlier days and growth has made them 
more numerous. Governor Toole talked in terms of thousands of dollars. 
Today we talk in millions. 


Like Governor Toole, who was proud to report to a budding Montana 
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that its treasury was solvent, we, too, can take pride in the knowledge that 
our state is sound financially, as it enters the next biennium. 


Together with steady industrial advancement, high employment and 
growing payrolls, financial solvency has been a goal achieved. Special note 
is due such accomplishments because many of you and many other Mon- 
tanans have worked hard to make them a reality. 


We are fortunate to have a strong foundation from which to proceed 
as the people of Montana and this 40th Legislature face the major decisions 
which each of us knows must be made. 


Oliver Wendell Holmes wrote: 


“We must sail .. . sometimes with the wind ... sometimes against 
it ... but we must sail... and not drift... nor lie at anchor.” 


So that we will not “lie at anchor”, I am setting forth today a good 
many recommendations of the needs of the State of Montana. In doing so, 
I place special emphasis on the word “courage”. 


That is what is required of all of us if our state is to take the giant 
strides necessary to its immediate advancement. 


As your studies, your debates and your visits with department person- 
nel will reveal to you... Montana stands prepared to take such strides 
if it is the will of our people and this legislature that it do so. 


In the popular tradition of the space age in which we live, I will call 
the program which is proposed today ... “Operation Liftoff”. 


Our objective at launch is that of new and greater heights of accom- 
plishment for Montana and its people. 


* * % 


We are all aware that Montana must seek new sources of income. As 
the Budget Book will reveal, 21 million additional dollars will be needed 
in the next biennium, just to continue our programs already in existence. 


But Montana cannot move forward or serve its people properly by 
limiting its services at present levels. If we are to compete with other states 
and offer our own citizens similar advantages, then we must provide for 
rte programs which will allow Montana to meet the challenge of the 
future. 


I have additional recommendations to make to you, both with regard 
to revenues and with regard to expenditures. In doing this, I ask that we 
take a progressive look at state government and the services it must offer. 


Let me direct your attention to the fact that 90 percent of Montana’s 
budget goes into three areas of responsibility ... public education, public 
welfare and safety and the state’s custodial institutions. 


Of this total, more than 50 percent of our state general fund budget 
.. . the lion’s share of our tax dollars ... is dedicated to education. None 
of us would have it any other way. 


Montana people have a proud record in the field of education. Our stu- 
dents compete and are successful among those of any other group in this 
nation. 


Not only must we continue our efforts to educate our young people 
but we must redouble those efforts so that our youth never lacks for the 
preparation it must have to meet the challenges of a rapidly advancing 
world. 

The best way to reduce the cost of public welfare is to make it possible 


for every person to obtain the kind of education which will permit him to 
be a productive and successful member of our society. 
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In the educational field, the state is responsible for elementary, sec- 
ondary and higher education. In addition, the state must recognize a grow- 
ing and obvious need to improve and expand vocational education programs. 


The challenge facing our state and its people today is that they accept, 
wholeheartedly, their responsibility to educate Montana’s youth. 


It is one thing to talk in glowing terms about the future . . .: but 
for our young people ... the future is here! Their needs . . . and our re- 
sponsibility ... is now! 


With the compelling speed of changing technology and advancing 
society, we will fail our young people if we do not provide answers to the 
problems of the future today. 


For the support of elementary and secondary education in our state, I 
recommend that we increase budget authority for the school foundation pro- 
gram. I also recommend that the state support a greater portion of this 
budget. These schedules are based on the present cost of operating our 
public schools. 


I also urge that our state assure a finance level of 85% of these in- 
creased schedules rather than the existing level of 75%. 


In this manner, every school district will be assured of satisfying its 
budget need ... and at the same time property tax levies for school pur- 
poses will be reduced substantially. 


In the field of vocational education, Montana has an excellent basis 
to provide increasing educational opportunity to its young people who do 
not intend to seek a degree in higher education. 


The State Board of Education, as well as other interested groups, has 
made recommendations for this program. 


The great number of youths who do not or cannot seek a college de- 
gree make obvious the need for the state to enter, full scale, into the fields 
of vocational and vocational-technical education. 


I recommend to you that the state of Montana make available $1-% 
million for the next biennium which, combined with federal funds and local 
support, will make possible at least three vocational schools. 


These would be important additions to the excellent teacher training 
and other programs already underway in the vocational education field at 
Northern Montana College at Havre. 


In making these recommendations, I ask that these schools be asso- 
ciated with existing high schools in Montana and that area designation re- 
main with the State Board of Education. 


There is no pressing need to create a separate board of vocational edu- 
cation. This responsibility properly lies with the State Board of Education. 


The need for revenue increases in education cannot be more graphically 
illustrated than through enrollment figures at Montana’s six university 
units. 


In 1960, these six institutions enrolled nearly 10,500. students. This fall 
enrollments reached nearly 18,000. By 1975 there will be approximately 
28,000 students on the campuses of our colleges and universities. 


The budget recommendations for the university system reflect this 
growth. These recommendations also reflect an earnest desire to maintain 
quality in Montana education and to improve it where necessary. 


Even though the total dollar amounts seem large, the requests, un- 
fortunately, include little in the way of new or expanded programs. In our 
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University System, nearly $8 out of each $10 goes directly to salaries of 
teaching staff. 


This is where most of our education dollars must be spent because 
quality education depends upon quality teaching. 


It is here that students and taxpayers either gain or lose. The Univer- 
sity budget recommendations which you are being asked to study indicate 
clearly that Montana is stressing quality. 


In the field of education, consideration also should be given to the 
manner of computing payments to our Teachers’ Retirement System. I 
recommend to you that our law be changed to permit payments and bene- 
fits to be computed on the full amount of teachers’ salaries rather than 
the existing arbitrary limit of $7,000 per year. 


In 1963 our state legislature created a Division of Architecture and 
Engineering within the Department of Administration. 


This department was given the responsibility for originating a sound 
building program for Montana which could be recommended to the legisla- 
ture by the Governor. 


This program has functioned well and I am, today, recommending a 
state building program for the next biennum. 


Through their approval of Referendum 64, the people of the state have 
directed us to proceed immediately with plans for a long range building pro- 
gram. 


I applaud their willingness to cure the building deficiencies at our state 
institutions and to accommodate ever increasing enrollments on our uni- 
versity campuses. 


gaey, have given Montana government building authority it has long 
needed. 


The total building proposal is $26.9 million for buildings on our uni- 
versity campuses, at our state institutions and in other areas of the state. 
Of this amount, $5.6 million is anticipated in earmarked revenue and from 
self-liquidating sources. Also anticipated is a total of $5.2 million in federal 
funds. A total of $16.1 million should be authorized in state bond sales 
based on tobacco tax revenues. 


I call your special attention to the Soldier’s Home at Columbia Falls. 
In the state homes which are provided for aged and veterans, we should be 
able to offer an atmosphere that will provide residents, in their declining 
years, as much peace and contentment as can possibly be made available. 


To this end, I again recommend most earnestly an appropriation ade- 
quate to construct a new Soldier’s Home. Either we should do this... or 
we should close the outdated and dangerous facility which exists at present. 


I am certain that all of you are aware of my keen desire to proceed 
with an effective building program for our state. It is an issue which has 
been clearly stated in each of my messages to the legislature. The program 
has had its share of past difficulties but these are behind us and solid ad- 
vancement lies ahead. 


The state building plan is ambitious but sound. Considering the need, 
the financing now available and the tight money slow down in private con- 
struction, there is no better time for an ambitious program. I ask you to 
authorize the construction of projects included in the building proposal. 


We are fortunate to have an adequate supply of water along our major 
streams, although we sometimes experience local shortages on some tribu- 
taries. We must take immediate steps to establish our prior right to these 
waters for our present and future needs. 


SECOND LEGISLATIVE DAY 11 


Nothing is more vital to a modern economy than water. No source will 
play a more important role in Montana’s future. 


Foreseeable needs indicate that, for industry alone, our state will re- 
quire a 70 percent increase in the amount of water presently being used. 
To this must be added future water needs for agriculture, the backbone 
of Montana’s economy. 


Claims from other areas on the waters of the state, if established, could 
restrict severly our use of our water and thereby limit the state’s general 
development. 


I urge a $2-% million appropriation to construct facilities to satisfy im- 
mediate needs and sufficient to allow for the completion of a long range 
program to put this resource to use. 


A complete inventory of ground water is an urgent necessity. The 25- 
year plans presently underway for the beneficial application of Montana 
water should be vigorously pursued. 


All of Montana’s water development programs cannot be completed in 
one year... or five... nor should they be. 


During the orderly construction of conservation and use facilities, this 
resource should not be subject to out of state pirateering. 


The strongest kind of declaration of Montana policy must be that of 
“hands off” of any waters needed here for the long range growth of this 


- state. 


In keeping with the theory of a stronger state government, I urge 
that you give favorable consideration to proposals of agriculture, business 
and industry which would provide self help programs. 


For instance, in the case of grains, it is evident that our future lies 
in the field of further development of production and use. I ask that you 
determine a method whereby the quality and quantity of our agricultural 
products can be improved through research and marketing activities. This 
could be accomplished by the creation of an adequately self financed grower 
group or through state financing. 


Montana’s highway program is on schedule and its interstate system 
should be constructed to four-lane standards by 1973 in accordance with the 
Federal Highway Act of 1966. 


However, highway funds provided by the state for matching monies 
never have been in more vital demand than now because of stringent regu- 
lations recently enacted by the Congress. 


In passing the Highway Beautification Act, Congress gave federal 
agencies authority to withhold as much as 20 percent in federal aid appor- 
tionments from states which failed to comply with the regulations set forth. 


Another 10 percent penalty was added for states which fail to comply 
with the Federal Highway Safety Act. 


Coupled with all of this is recent action taken by the President, who 
cut the federal aid program for highways $8 million for the coming year in 
Montana. 


While the highway program will be curtailed because of the Presiden- 
tial decision, Montana cannot afford 30 per cent in penalties which will be 
exacted at the national level should no legislative provision be made for im- 
plementation of the federal beautification and highway safety programs. 
The state has been forced once more into a position where it is left no room 
for argument. 


In connection with highway safety, I ask that you add 100 officers to 
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the Montana Highway Patrol. While substantial, this increase still would 
leave our patrol at minimum manpower standards. 


At present, each Montana patrolman covers and serves more area per 
patrolman than in any other state. 


In the interests of brevity and mindful of normal capacity for endur- © 
ance, I urge the following: 


That the State Adventising Department budget be increased from 
$150,000 to $250,000 so that Montana can enjoy the advantages of a_step- 
ped up travel promotion program. As you know, revenues for State Adver- 
tising come from highway gas tax returns and in no way affect Montana’s 
General Fund. Vacation travel year around is one of Montana’s brightest 
areas of economic activity. 


That thorough study be given the Fish and Game Commission’s pro- 
posal to increase license fees. There is no bigger bargain in this state than 
the very nominal fee one must pay to enjoy bountiful hunting and fishing 
privileges. 


That a substantial appropriation be granted to finance a growing and 
vitally needed state parks system. By comparison with other vacation- 
conscious states, Montana is weak in the state parks area of activity. 


That a sound air pollution law be enacted which will permit industry 
and business to operate and, at the same time, safeguard the health, com- 
fort and well being of our citizenry. Instances of wanton disregard of the 
public interest have demonstrated the need for this kind of legislation but 
discussions in recent months have been based on as much emotion as fact. 


There are certain to be several air pollution bills introduced in this 
session of the legislature. One deserving of every consideration is that being 
proposed by the Air Pollution Council, a bi-partisan group appointed by 
the Board of Health which worked long and diligently to draw an air pol- 
lution bill which would serve Montana’s needs. 


Before the legislature two years ago, I asked that partisanship give 
way to partnership. In Montana’s interests, I urge this once more. 


In none of your discussions is that attitude more essential than in your 
consideration of air pollution legislation. 


As you have reason to be very much aware, I cannot agree to legisla- 
tion which is punitive. 


That provision be made to pay a state bonus to Montana veterans of the 
Viet Nam conflict. 


That the voting age in Montana be lowered to include persons of 18 
years. As a member of this body, I twice voted for bills which would have 
given voting privileges to many young Montanas. We get a clearer picture 
of the devoted performances to adult duties we have come to expect of 18 
year olds during time of war. My experience with young people in this 
state leads me to the conclusion that they are well equipped for the priv- 
ileges of voting ... perhaps better so than some of their elders. 


__ That thorough study be given Montana Arts Council proposals to pro- 
vide for Montana’s participation in a national program of bringing the arts 
to the people of the state. 


That approval be given legislation designed to revise Montana’s dated 
corporation and criminal procedure statutes. Committees of outstanding at- 
torneys have worked long and hard during the past two years to make these 
revisals possible. Additionally, it is my hope that the Criminal Law Com- 
mission will be continued by this body so that the substantive criminal law 
can receive a badly needed revision. 
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That state employees be more realistically reimbursed for housing and 
Abe in out of state travel and that allowances be adjusted for in-state 
travel. 


I am distburbed, as are many of you, at the disparity between state 
salaries, particularly as they compare with those paid in our school system, 
in private industry and at the federal level. 


At our institutions, we are asking competent attendants to accept pre- 
World War II wages for the important tasks assigned them. As a result, the 
employee turnover is rapid and many who have served us well find em- 
ployment elsewhere. Some stay out of loyalty to the institutions and dedi- 
cation to their work because they find satisfaction in helping human beings. 
They deserve better compensation than they are receiving. I urge that you 
study their salary schedules and make substantial adjustments of them. 


Salaries for elected officials, department heads and key employees at 
state, county and municipal levels, should be increased in keeping with pres- 
ent day financial demands. Particular attention should be given the com- 
pensation paid district and supreme court judges. Consideration also should 
be given a provision to create a state retirement system for our judges 
with benefits at a level which would permit a jurist to leave the bench 
and live in modest comfort. 


It has been the ambition of this state to provide a sound economy which 
would make available more jobs and increased payrolls. Montana’s high em- 
ployment rate, one of the best in the nation, and its low rates of unemploy- 
- ment is testimony to the fact that the workingman in our state is sharing 
in our general prosperity. 


This is the result of substantial and diversified industrial growth which 
we have the privilege to enjoy. State promotional activities have been a 
contributing factor in our industrial development and our State Planning 
Board has justified its existence in excellent fashion. 


It is my recommendation that we separate the State Planning Board 
from the Water Conservation Board and create a five-man Industrial Plan- 
ning Commission. The Commission should be provided with adequate funds 
to carry forth its industrial promotion missions on behalf of the state. 


Like all four-season states, Montana expects periods of seasonal un- 
employment each year. Weekly benefits paid to Montana workers under the 
Unemployment Compensation Act are among the lowest in the nation. The 
maximum payment now represents only 82 per cent of the average weekly 
wage paid in Montana. 


In recent years, we have had reason for grave concern that contribu- 
tions to the fund have failed to equal benefit payments. 


I would urge that you increase benefits to at least 40 per cent of the 
average weekly wage and tighten eligibility requirements so that we pay 
benefits only to the deserving. Increased funds should be provided through 
a revision of contribution sections so that along with additional revenues, 
equity is achieved. 


I call your attention to the Committee on Problems of Aging in Mon- 
tana, which is serving 67,000 residents of our state who are in this classifi- 
cation. The situation of many of these worthy citizens is deplorable. Un- 
fortunately, social security does not reach many of them nor has it taken 
into account the inflationary tendencies of the last decade. 


The Aging Committee has presented a modest request of $12,500 each 
year for the next biennium and I ask that this be approved. This will be 
matched on a dollar for dollar basis and it is possible the federal govern- 
ment will provide additional large sums for projects within the states. 


The committee may be compelled to close its operations on March 1, 
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1967, unless a supplemental appropriation of $3,879 is made to carry the 
staff until July 1. It would be unfortunate if the committee’s activities are 
allowed to lapse since there are a number of important projects in opera- 
tion, including one at the State Training School at Boulder for 125 retarded 
residents. 


Montana is losing millions of dollars in gross income each year because 
of our citizens moving to other states when they reach retirement age. I 
suggest that it would profit Montana to offer special inducements in the 
way of housing and even tax and pension benefits to citizens who have 
earned their competence within Montana and remain here to join in the 
state’s activities. 


Incidentally, I request that the Committee be renamed the Commission 
on Aging. 


Two years ago, I vetoed a bill which would have created a legislative 
post audit of administrative agencies. I still believe such a proposal to be 
contrary to the constitutional division of power between the legislative and 
executive branches and that it would create another expensive department. 


In view of this, I would propose that, first, the duties of the State Ex- 
aminer, as set forth in the statutes, be amended so as to require the exami- 
nation of all state agencies, rather than only those which handle cash re- 
ceipts or disbursements. Second, I would propose the establishment of an 
auditing bureau within the State Examiner’s office to perform standard 
audits of selected agencies. 


The bureau would report its findings to the Governor, the Attorney 
General, the Legislative Council and to each legislative session. In this man- 
ner, I believe the state can obtain quality protection at a reasonable cost. 


As is easily apparent, “Operation Liftoff” is an expensive program. It 
is one calling for intelligent thought and the courage to achieve. Obviously, 
it is one calling, as well, for new revenue sources. 


I would point out to you that, throughout the United States today, 
there is growing concern about the role of the states in American govern- 
ment. Five years ago, proposals that the federal government share much 
needed revenues with the states received little or no attention. This is be- 
ginning to change with the realization that states are becoming only ad- 
ministrative agencies for federal authorities. The imbalance in our national 
he structure is leaving states, like the cities, starving in the midst of 
plenty. : 


The day is not far removed, I believe, when the national government 
will be required, by any of several means, to share revenue returns with the 
states. This lies in the future, however, and we are concerned with today. 


_ Nevertheless, I ask that you memoralize Congress urging it to speed 
action to provide a fair tax sharing plan between the federal government 
and the states. The strength of our nation lies in the strength of its states. 


The financial troubles which plague Montana and every other state are 
the unquestioned result of a national tax structure which has comman- 
deered almost every available revenue dollar. 


The people of the State of Montana pay annually $500 million in taxes. 
Of this amount, 65 per cent goes to the federal government; 20 per cent goes 
for the operations of political subdivisions of Montana and only 15 per 
cent remains. 


When that 15 per cent is to be used to operate the State of Montana 
and to match the grants that are offered out of the other 65 per cent, the 
mathematics become somewhat impossible. 


In 1962, the federal government collected about $149,339,000 more in 
taxes from Montanans that its direct expenditure in the state. In 1963, 
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federal taxes paid by Montanans over direct federal expenditures were 
about $121,000,000 and in 1964 they were $22 million. 


Much publicized statements that Montana receives more in federal 
ae each year than its people pay in federal taxes obviously are de- 
ceitful. 


It is of interest that during the three years from 1962 through 1964, 
the federal government’s increased tax revenues from Montana averaged 
$12,313,000 annually. By comparison, the increase in state taxes during the 
same period was an average of $1,349,000 annually. 


We have been left, as you see, with little recourse except to meet our 
financial obligations by increasing taxes here and there on a hodge-podge 
basis. No longer will such a program of expediency meet today’s demand- 
ing needs. No longer, either, can we continue to heap more and more taxes 
on property owners. 


We have one last untapped source of major revenue to which we can 
turn. It is one which has been adopted by 48 of the 50 states and which will 
be adopted by still more. 


That source is a sales tax. 


Almost weekly, the federal government makes available certain serv- 
ices ... but only if the states are willing to participate and provide match- 
ing funds with those coming from Washington, D.C. 


All of the states around us... every state west of the Mississippi 
River, except Nebraska, Oregon and Montana... have available for these 
matching funds the revenues from a sales tax. For Montana to continue 
without this ... the largest revenue producer of them all... puts us at 
serious disadvantage. 


My position on a sales tax in Montana is that is should be referred to 
the people of the state. I in no way deviate from that stand. This would be 
a drastic change in our tax policy and a decision of so much importance 
properly belongs with the people. 


My request of this assembly in this: 


I ask that you pass a referendum measure calling for a 3 per cent sales 
tax and that this go to the people for their vote in a special election during 
the month of May. 


If, by chance, the measure fails to achieve a majority, I will call you 
into special session to seek an alternate source of revenue for Montana or 
take what other action necessity demands. 


A 3 per cent sales tax, using the formula adopted by South Dakota, will 
bring the state about $77 million for the biennium after the cost of col- 
lection. 


In addition to providing the dollars necessary to Montana’s basic needs, 
this will bring about long overdue property tax relief and tax equity. It will 
allow the state to move forward in the following areas: 


1. It will provide $25.8 million for new foundation program schedules. 
It will allow the state to support 85 per cent of the foundation program, 
increasing substantially the equity of our financing of primary and sec- 
andary education. 


2. Without impairing other programs, it will allow $16.4 million of 
general fund support necessary to maintain the current position of the uni- 
versity system. 


3. It will eliminate the necessity for renewing the 6 mill university 
levy, thus directly relieving $10.1 million in property taxes. 
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4. It will permit an income tax credit of $10 per dependent, providing 
income tax relief in the amount of $9.8 million. 


5. It will make available additional general fund support for our 
public institutions in the amount of $5.6 million. 


6. It will provide nearly $3 million for the construction of new water 
projects and for the development of a comprehensive plan for the use of 
Montana’s water. 


7. It will make it possible for the state to provide $2 million in aid to 
our cities. 


8. It will make it possible for the state to begin a basic program of 
vocational education, with $1,500,000 initially available for this purpose. 


9. It will provide $1,619,500 to expand medical services to needy per- 
sons under the provisions of Medicaid or Title 19 of the Social Security Act. 


This, then, concludes my revenue approach to the problems of govern- 
ment in Montana. In a very short time, you will receive the State Budget 
Book ... the contents of which reflect the long hours and detailed work 
which the Budget Director and his staff have put into it. Within this book 
are outlined the other essential needs of the state, and you are certain to 
become extremely familiar with it during the next 60 days. 


At the beginning of this joint session, we paused to ask spiritual guid- 
ance in making decisions for the people of Montana. 


Let us remember that this responsibility is too great for any of us as 
individuals ... but that together, in a spirit of brotherhood and mutual 
understanding ... we can make these decisions with the wisdom and cour- 
age which our people have entrusted to us. 


I extend to all of you my personal best wishes. 


Following the Governor’s speech it was moved by Senator Mahoney 
and carried that one thousand copies of the Governor’s message be printed 
and distributed to the members of the House and Senate, and to other state 
offices and interested parties. Motion carried. 


Benediction was given by the Chaplain. 


The Governor having been escorted from the chamber, it was moved 
by Senator Mahoney that the joint assembly be dissolved and that the mem- 
bers of the Senate return to the Senate chambers. 


The joint assembly having been dissolved, the House resumed business. 
Mr. Speaker in the Chair.

Case No. 2848—Vera Beckett, who on the 25th day of September, 1926, was 
sentenced to One (1) to Two (2) Years in the Montana State Prison for 
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Forgery, was granted Full Pardon, March 8th, 1965, after investigation was 
made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2849—Ernest Gray, who on the 14th day of September, 1932, was 
sentenced to Three (3) Years in the Montana State Prison for Grand Lar- 
ceny and said sentence was suspended, was granted Full Pardon, March 8th, 
1965, after investigation was made into the facts of the case. 


Case No. 2850—Mark Souza, who on the 8rd day of November, 1959, was 
sentenced to One (1) Year in the Montana State Prison for Grand Larceny, 
and said sentence was suspended and was then revoked on February 3rd, 
1960, was granted Full Pardon, June 25th, 1965, after PIySstgA OR was 
made into the facts of the case.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 
January 20, 1967 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Education, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 838, respectfully report as follows: 


That House Bill No. 88 be amended as follows: 


Amend Section 1, subsection (5), lines 12 through 18, page 3 of the 
original bill by striking those lines in their entirety and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: ‘for a school having an ANB of more than three 
hundred (800) pupils, the maximum shall not exceed [three hundred forty- 
nine dollars and eighty cents ($349.80)] three hundred eighty-four dollars 
($384.00) for each pupil. This amount shall be decreased at the rate of two 
cents ($0.02) for each additional pupil until the ANB shall have reached 
six hundred seventy-five (675) pupils. For a school having an ANB of more 
than six hundred seventy-five pupils (675), the maximum of three hundred 
seventy-seven dollars ($877.00) shall be increased at the rate of one cent 
($0.01) for each additional pupil until the ANB shall have reached one 
thousand five hundred (1,500) pupils. For a school having an ANB of more 
than one thousand five hundred (1,500) pupils, the maximum of three 
hundred eighty-four dollars ($384.00) shall be increased at the rate of 
five cents ($0.05) until the ANB shall have reached two thousand (2,000) 
pupils. For a school having an ANB of more than two thousand (2,000) 
pupils, the maximum shall not exceed four hundred twelve dollars fifty 
cents ($412.50) for each pupil; provided that the maximum per pupil, for all 
pupils, ANB, shall figure on the basis of the amount allowed herein on 
account of the last eligible pupil, ANB, and provided further that all schools 
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operated within the incorporated limits of a city or town shall be treated 
as a school unit for the purposes of this schedule.”

Be It Enacted By The Legislative Assembly of The State of Montana: 
Section 1. Section 23-2502, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“93-2502. Definition of terms. As used in this act, unless otherwise 
specified. 


(a) “Atomatic tabulating equipment” includes apparatus necessary 
to automatically examine and count votes as designated on ballots and 
data processing machines which can be used for counting ballots and 
tabulating results. 


(b) “Ballot card” means a ballot which is voted by the process of 
punching. 


(c) “Ballot labels” means the cards, papers, booklet, pages or other 
material containing the names of offices and candidates and statements of 
measures to be voted on. 


(d) “Ballot” may include ballot cards, ballot labels and paper ballots. 


(e) “Counting location” means a location selected by the county clerk 
and recorder or city clerk for the automatic processing or counting, or 
both, of ballots which may be in the same county or in another county. 


(f) “Electronic voting system’ means a system of casting votes by 
use of marking devices and tabulating ballots employing automatic tabulat- 
ing equipment or data processing equipment. 


(zg) “Marking device” means either an apparatus in which ballots or 
ballot cards are inserted and used in connection with a punch apparatus 
for the piercing of ballots by the voter or any approved device for making 
a paper ballot with ink or other substance which will enable the ballot to be 
tabulated by means of automatic tabulating equipment.” 


Section 2. Section 23-2506, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“23-2506. Rules and regulations—specifications for devices and equip- 
ment. (a) The secretary of state may promulgate rules for the administra- 
tion of this section, and shall approve the marking devices and automatic 
tabulating equipment used in electronic voting systems, provided, however, 
that the governing body of any county, city or town is authorized to 
adopt, experiment with or abandon any electronic voting system which 
has been used for at least two (2) successive elections in a state other 
than Montana without the approval of the Secretary of State if the govern- 
ing body of the county, city or town finds that the marking devices and 
automatic tabulating equipment proposed to be used fulfill the requirements 
of subsection (b). 


(b) No marking device or automatic tabulating equipment shall be 
approved unless it fulfills the following requirements: 


(1) It shall permit and require voting in absolute secrecy. 


(2) It shall permit each elector to vote at any election for all persons 
and offices for whom and for which he is lawfully entitled to vote, and no 
others; to vote for as many persons for an office as he is entitled to vote 
for; to vote for or against any question upon which he is entitled to vote; 
and to vote, where applicable, for all candidates of one part or to vote a 
split ticket as he desires. 


(3) It shall permit each elector, at presidential elections, by one 
punch or mark to vote for the candidates of that party for presidential 
elector as a group. 
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(4) It shall comply with all other requirements of the election laws 
so far as they are applicable.”

WHEREAS, there is, therefore, a need to begin an intensified program 
of instruction for the youth and adults of Montana, and 


WHEREAS, in order to have in our high schools comprehensive instruc- 
tion about alcohol and narcotic, depressant, stimulant and hallucinogenic 
drugs, a course of study should be developed by the superintendent of public 
instruction, and 


WHEREAS, development and implementation of such a course of study 
could be best accomplished by special institutes on the campus of an insti- 
tution of higher learning and the subsequent introduction of instructional 
material in the high schools of our state; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE AND 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the legislative assembly of the state of Montana requests the 
state board of education to urge the schools of pharmacy and education of 
the University of Montana, beginning with the summer session, 1967, to 
conduct an institute for adults and youth, with special emphasis on assist- 
ing teachers, about the nature and effects of alcohol and narcotic, depressant, 
stimulant and hallucinogenic drugs, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that said institute(s) be planned co- 
operatively by the schools of pharmacy and education board of pharmacy, 
board of health and, if possible, the food and drug administration of the 
U. S. department of health, education and welfare, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that foundation or other private funds 
be sought to assist in supporting said institute(s), and 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that as soon as is justified, following 
the conduct of such institute(s), the superintendent of public instruction 
develop, for use in the public schools, guidelines for a program of instruc- 
tion about alcohol and narcotic, depressant, stimulant and hallucinogenic 
drugs, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the secretary of state is requested 
to send copies of this resolution to the state board of education, the super- 
intendent of public instruction, the president of the university of Montana 
and the deans of its school of pharmacy and education, the state board of 
pharmacy, the state board of health and the U. S. department of health, 
education and welfare.

Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 
Section 1. Section 75-5003, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“75-5008. Local boards of trustees—powers—determination of children 
requiring special education and type of education responsibility of state 
superintendent—reimbursement by state—computation. ‘(1)’ The board of 
trustees responsible for the operation of any school district maintaining a 
high school may establish special education classes when it appears there 
are not less than four (4) educable mentally retarded or not less than four 
(4) physically handicapped children in the district.’ 


‘(2)’ The board of trustees, responsible for the operation of any public 
school when it appears that there are not less than ten (10) educable men- 
tally retarded or not less than ten (10) physically handicapped children in 
the district must maintain at least one special class for educable mentally 
retarded children or at least one special class for physically handicapped 
Soak (and may provide classes for the trainable mentally retarded chil- 

ren). 


‘(3)’ In lieu of providing such special classes the board of trustees 
may arrange to use the services of such approved mentally retarded or 
physically handicapped children’s classes as may exist and may provide 
transportation services from home to school and return for-all handicapped 
children enrolled in a state-approved special education program of such ages 
as it deems wise; provided, that the local board has the right to exclude 
persons of severe delinquent behavior. The determination of the children 
requiring special education and the type of special education needed by 
these handicapped children shall not be the responsibility of local boards of 
trustees but shall be the responsibility of the state superintendent of public 
instruction in co-operation with appropriate medical, psychiatric and psycho- 
logical advice. Two (2) or more districts may combine to provide such 
educational facilities. 
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‘(4)’ Reimbursements on the part of the state for in-school [programs] 
‘classes of seven (7) or more students’ approved by the state superintendent 
of public instruction shall be computed on the basis of forty-five (45) in 
average number belonging. ‘For a class of less than seven (7) students the 
ANB shall be computed on the basis of the number of students at a rate not 
to exceed six (6) ANB per student, provided that no class of less than four 
(4) students shall be approved.’ For other special education programs ap- 
proved by the state superintendent of public instruction, including speech 
therapy, home or hospital tutoring, school-to-home telephone communica- 
tion, or other individual programs, the ANB shall be computed according to 
a schedule prepared by the state superintendent of public instruction on the 
basis of the time required and the degree of special education provided; in 
such cases the ANB shall not exceed three (38) for each exceptional child 
enrolled in such program. Transportation reimbursements shall be made 
on a schedule arrived at by the state superintendent of public instruction, 
and such expenditures shall be added to the transportation budget of the 
district. The state shall reimburse two-thirds of such approved transporta- 
tion and the county shall reimburse the remainder of such approved trans- 
portation according to said schedule. 


‘(5)’ .Whenever a new special education class or program, to be of- 
fered for the first time in the ensuing year, has been approved by the state 
superintendent of public instruction prior to the adoption of the preliminary 
budget, the board of trustees may include in the ANB for the budget a 
number anticipated to be the ANB eligible for special education computa- 
tion in the ensuing year, subject to the approval of the state superintendent 
of public instruction. 


‘(6)’ Any child who is mentally retarded, or physically handicapped, or 
both, who is enrolled in a state-approved elementary school special educa- 
tion program which is maintained by a district other than the district in 
which such child resides, shall be included in the computation of average 
number belonging to the district maintaining the special education program, 
according to the provisions herein. The district in which such child resides 
shall pay to the district where such child attends an amount of tuition 
based on two times the tuition rates established in section 75-1630, and such 
payment shall be made in the manner prescribed by section 75-1630. 


‘(7)’ Any such child who is enrolled in a state-approved high school 
special education program which is maintained by a high school located in a 
county other than the county in which such child resides, shall be included 
in the computation of the average number belonging to the high school 
maintaining the special education program, according to the provisions here- 
in. The county in which such child resides shall pay to the high school where 
such child attends an amount of tuition based on two times the tuition 
rates established in sectien 75-4230, and such payment shall be made in the 
manner prescribed by section 75-4230. 


‘(8)’ When children are sent to an institution supported solely by 
funds of the state of Montana the home district or county will not be re- 
quired to pay tuition for such child.” 


Section 2. Section 75-5005, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“75-5005. Petition of parents for establishment of special teaching 
program. The parents or guardians of [seven (7)] ‘four (4)’ or more 
‘educable’ mentally ‘retarded or four (4) or more physically’ handicapped 
children of one (1) type, living in one (1) town or in neighboring towns, 
which children can be taught together, may petition the district board or 
boards of trustees for the establishment of a special teaching program. The 
district board or boards of trustees shall request the state board of educa- 
tion for such advice and assistance as the state board of education considers 
appropriate in the organization of such a program.”

Amend by striking out all of said bill following the enacting clause, 
and substituting in lieu thereof, the following: 


Section 1. Section 82-1201, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1201. Creation of [office of state fire marshal] state fire pre- 
vention commission. 


(1) There is hereby created and established [the office of state fire 
marshal, which shall be a department of and under the supervision and 
control of the state auditor and commissioner of insurance ex officio.] 
a state fire prevention commission which shall consist of five (5) mem- 
bers appointed by the state auditor and commissioner of insurance ex 
officio. Members of this commission shall be qualified by experience and 
training to deal with the matters which are the responsibility of the com- 
mission. The term of office of the members shall be five (5) years. How- 
ever, the first members appointed under this act shall serve as follows: 
one (1) member for one (1) year, one (1) member for two (2) years, one 
(1) member for three (3) years, one (1) member for four (4) years, and 
one (1) member for five (5) years, and the state auditor and commissioner 
of insurance ex officio in making the appointment shall designate the time 
that each member of the first commission shall serve. Two (2) members 
of said commission shall be appointed from the fire service, two (2) mem- 
bers shall represent industry, and one (1) member shall represent the gen- 
eral public. 


(2) Members of the commission shall be paid twenty dollars ($20) 
per day for each day they are actually engaged in the work of the com- 
mission plus actual expenses, including mileage. 
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(3) Any member of the commission may be removed by the state 
auditor and commissioner of insurance ex officio for neglect of duty or 
other good cause. Any member appointed to fill the vacancy occurring 
prior to the expiration of the term for which his predecessor was appointed 
shall be appointed for the remainder of such term. 


(4) The state fire prevention commission shall select a chairman and 
vice-chairman from among its members. No business shall be transacted 
by the commission in the absence of a quorum which shall be three (8) 
members, one (1) of whom must be the chairman or vice-chairman. The 
commission shall meet at least once in every three (3) months on such date 
and in such place as it may deem necessary or when called by the chair- 
man or by any three (3) members. Complete minutes of each meeting 
shall be kept by and filed in the office of the state fire marshal and shall 
be available for public inspection during reasonable office hours. The 
commission shall report annually to the state auditor and commissioner 
of insurance ex officio. The state auditor and commissioner of insurance 
ex officio shall annually report to the governor on the affairs of the state 
fire prevention commission.” 


Section 2. Section 82-1202, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1202. Powers of state fire [marshal.] prevention commission— 
appointment of state fire marshal. [In addition to the powers heretofore 
granted, the state fire marshal shall have powers as per sections following: ] 


[1. The inspection and regulation of moving picture shows and 
theaters. ] 


[2. Overseeing the safety of and directing the means and adequacy of 
exit in case of fire from factories, asylums, hospitals, sanitariums, churches, 
schools, halls, gymnasiums, theaters, amphitheaters, stadiums, hotels, and 
rooming houses, dormitories, apartments, clubs, motor courts, tourist inns, 
restaurants, night clubs, and all other places where large numbers of persons 
work, sleep, live or congregate from time to time for any purpose. | 


[3. That the state fire marshal shall make at least one inspection dur- 
ing every year, of each state institution, and submit a copy of the report to 
the state department of institutions with recommendations in regard to fire 
prevention, fire protection and to the public safety. ] 


[4. The state fire marshal shall have authority to inspect public, busi- 
ness, or industrial buildings and to require conformance to standards of pre- 
vention and safety and of use of premises as promulgated by the national 
board of fire underwriters, or by the United States bureau of standards.] 


[5. The state fire marshal and the commissioner of insurance are here- 
by given power to do all things necessary and convenient for carrying into 
effect the laws of this state governing this act and may, from time to time, 
promulgate necessary rules and regulations for the better protection of the 
lives and propery of the public.] 


1. Promulgation of Rules. (a) The state fire prevention commission 
shall have the power to promulgate, amend and repeal rules for the safe- 
guarding of life and property from the hazards of fire and explosion, and 
the reporting and investigation of fires. These rules shall have the force and 
effect of law in the several counties, cities, and political subdivisions of the 
state. Such rules and amendments shall not apply to existing installations, 
plants or equipment unless the state fire. prevention commission has duly 
found that the continuation thereof constitutes a hazard so adverse to the 
public welfare and safety as to require correction. 


(b) In their interpretation and application the rules promulgated 
under this chapter shall be held to be the minimum requirements for the 
safeguarding of life and property from the hazards of fire and explosion. 
Whenever the provisions of any other statute or local regulations are more 
stringent or impose higher standards than are required by any rules pro- 
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mulgated under this article, the provisions of such statute or local regulation 
shall govern, provided they are not inconsistent with the state code and are 
not contrary to recognized standards and good engineering practices. In any 
question, the decision of the state fire prevention commission determines the 
relative priority of any such state and local regulations and determines com- 
pliance with the state fire rules by officials of the state and of the political 
subdivisions. 


(c) A copy of the state fire prevention code and any amendments 
thereto upon promulgation by the state fire prevention commission shall be 
made available for public information in each sheriff’s office in the state. 


2. (a). The state fire prevention commission shall appoint a full time 
fire marshal whose term of office shall be six (6) years. He shall adminis- 
ter and enforce the provisions of this act under the supervision of the com- 
mission. The fire marshal may not be removed except for cause. However, 
he shall be retired upon reaching age sixty-five (65). The state fire mar- 
shal shall be a person of good moral character, a resident taxpayer of Mon- 
tana and shall not have attained the age of fifty-five (55) years at the 
time of his original appointment. 


(b) The state fire marshal shall have: (a) at least ten (10) years of 
progressively responsible experience in fire protection, fire prevention or 
fire investigation which may include experience with any state, municipal, 
military or industrial agencies; or (b) a degree in engineering from a recog- 
nized institution of higher education and two (2) years experience in fire pro- 
tection technology; or (c) a degree from a recognized institution of higher 
education in fire protection engineering or fire protection technology. 


(c) The state fire marshal shall: (1) Make at least one (1) inspection 
during every year, of each state institution, and submit a copy of the re- 
port to the state department of institutions with recommendaions in regard 
to fire prevention, fire protection, and to the public safety. 


(2) Make at least one (1) inspection during every year, of each unit 
of the Montana university system, and submit a copy of the report to the 
executive secretary of the University system with recommendations in re- 
gard to fire prevention, fire protection and to the public safety. 


(3) Inspect public, business, or industrial buildings and require con- 
formance to law or regulations promulgated under the provisions of this 
act. 


(4) Do all things necessary and convenient for carrying into effect 
the fire prevention laws of this state and rules promulgated under the pro- 
visions of this act.” 


Section 3. There is a new section in Title 82, Chapter 12, R.C.M. 1947, 
numbered 82-1202.1 which reads as follows: 


“82-1202.1. (1) Rules promulgated by the fire prevention commission 
by authority of Section 82-1202, R.C.M. 1947, shall establish minimum stand- 
ards of fire protection requirements, including, but not limited to, require- 
ments for design, construction, installation, operation, storage, handling, 
maintenance or use of the following: structural requirements for various 
types of construction; building restrictions within congested districts; exit 
facilities from structures; fire alarm systems and fire extinguishing sys- 
tems; fire emergency drills; flue and chimney construction; heating devices; 
electrical wiring and equipment; air conditioning, ventilating and other duct 
systems; refrigeration systems; flammable liquids; oil and gas wells; appli- 
cation of flammable finishes; explosives; acetylene, liquefied petroleum gas 
and similar products; calcium carbide and acetylene generators; flammable 
motion picture film; combustible fibres; hazardous chemicals; rubbish; open 
flame devices; parking of vehicles; dust explosions; lightning protection; and 
other special fire hazards. 


(2) Standards of the National Fire Protection Association, or other 
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widely recognized organizations interested in fire protection may be adopted 
in whole or in part by reference.” 


Section 4. There is a new section in Title 82, Chapter 12, R.C.M. 1947, 
numbered 82-1202.2 which reads as follows: 


“82-1202.2. Notice of the time and place of the public hearing required 
by Section 82-1202, R.C.M. 1947, shall be published at least five (5) times in 
at least two (2) newspapers of general circulation throughout the state. 
The last published notice shall appear not less than fifteen (15) days prior 
to the public hearing. A copy of the notice of public hearing shall be fur- 
nished by mail to any person who files his address with the fire prevention 
commission together with a request for such notification. Any person may 
appear before the fire prevention commission and present testimony on pro- 
posed rules in the manner prescribed by the fire prevention commission. 
Following the public hearing, the fire prevention commission may approve, 
approve in modified form, or disapprove a proposed rule. The fire preven- 
tion commission shall specify the date when any new rule or change in an 
existing rule becomes effective.” 


Section 5. Section 82-1208, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1208. Special deputy fire [marshal] marshals—acting fire marshal 
—fire marshal’s employees. (1) In an emergency, or during the absence 
or disability of the state fire marshal, the [state auditor and] commissioner 
of insurance may appoint a [special deputy] an acting fire marshal, who 
shall perform the duties of the office, or any duty which may be assigned to 
him, such appointment to [be temporary and to] cease when the necessity 
therefor has been relieved. [Said special deputy shall be allowed and paid at 
the rate of five dollars per day for each day’s service performed in the 
interest of the state under said appointment during the period for which 
said appointment was authorized. His claim for per diem for such service, 
and for necessary traveling expenses incurred in the performance of said 
duties, properly attested and sworn to, shall be filed with the commissioner 
of insurance or state fire marshal, who shall certify to the correctness of 
the same, and refer said claim, so certified, to the state board of examiners, 
and upon their approval, as required by law, said claim shall be paid in the 
usual manner; provided, that the warrant issued in payment of said claim 
shall be charged against the amount appropriated for the expenses of the 
state fire marshal’s office; and provided, further, that the state auditor and 
commissioner of insurance may also appoint special deputy fire marshals 
without remuneration. ] 


(2) The state fire marshal may appoint five (5) special deputy state 
fire marshals throughout the state and define their duties. When perform- 
ing these duties or attending a training course conducted by the state fire 
marshal, special deputy fire marshals may be paid at a rate not to exceed 
twenty dollars ($20) per day plus per diem allowance for expenses and 
mileage at the same rates specified for state employees. 


(3) The fire marshal may appoint assistants and clerical employees to 
perform duties as specified by the marshal to assist in carrying out the 
duties assigned him by law.” | 


Section 6. Section 82-1209, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


82-1209. Investigation of fire. [The state fire marshal, the chief of the 
fire department of each city or village in which a fire department is estab- 
lished, the mayor of each incorporated village in which no fire department 
exists, and the justice of the peace of each organized township without the 
limits of a village or city, shall investigate] (1) The cause, origin, and cir- 
cumstances of each fire [ occurring in such city, village, or township] by 
which [such] property has been destroyed or damaged, [and] shall be [make 
an investigation] investigated to determine whether the fire was the result 
of carelessness or design. [The investigation shall be commenced within two 
days, not including Sunday, if the fire occurred on that day, and] The state

fire marshal may superintend and direct the investigation if he deems its 
necessary. 


(2) If the fire occurs within a municipality or organized fire district, 
the chief of the fire department shall make the investigation. If the fire 
occurs outside a municipality or organized fire district, the county sheriff 
shall make the investigation. If it appears that the fire was of suspicious 
origin, or if there was a loss of human life, the official responsible for the 
investigation shall notify the state fire marshal within twenty-four (24) 
hours, and shall file a written report of the cause with the state fire mar- 
shal within ten (10) days. 


(8) Ifa fire occurs and has insurance coverage, as soon as any adjust- 
ment has been made, a person representing the insurance company shall 

notify the official responsible for investigating the fire of the amount of 

adjustment and the apparent cause and circumstances of the fire. 


(4) On or before February 15 of each year, each official responsible 
for investigating fires shall file a fire loss report for the immediately pre- 
ceding calendar year with the state fire marshal. Reports shall be on forms, 
and shall contain information, prescribed by the state fire marshal.” 


Section 7. Section 82-1211, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1211. Penalty for violation of law. [An officer] Any person [named 
in the last two preceding sections] who [neglects] fails to comply with [any] 
the requirements of [this chapter] Section 82-1209, R.C.M. 1947, shall be 
fined not less than twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than two hundred 
dollars ($200).” 


Section 8. Section 82-1218, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1218. Entering of buildings for purpose of examination. The state 
fire marshal, his deputies and subordinates, the chief of the fire department 
of each [city or village] municipality or district where a fire department 
is established, or the [mayor of a city or village] county sheriff where no 
fire department exists, [or the justice of the peace of a township in terri- 
tory without the limits of a city or village,] at all reasonable hours may 
enter into all buildings and upon all premises within their jurisdiction for 
the purpose of [examination] determining whether the building or premise 
conforms to laws and rules relating to fire hazards and fire safety.” 


Section 9. Section 69-1801, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“69-1801. Purpose of act. The purpose and intent of this act is to pro- 
vide for the public safety in case of fire in those [buildings] occupancies 
specified in section 69-1802 [open to or used by the public]; to provide for 
fire escapes, fire-fighting apparatus, fire alarms; and to provide for inspec- 
tion of such buildings and premises by specified officers.” 


Section 10. Section 69-1802, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“69-1802. Application of act. [This act shall apply to hotels, night clubs, 
boarding or rooming houses, apartments, dormitories, office buildings, 
theaters, gymnasiums, any place of public amusement or used for public 
_ gatherings, colleges, schools, stadiums, amphitheaters, factories, hospitals, 
boarding and nursing homes for aged persons, motor courts, tourist inns, 
cabins, asylums, sanitariums, and all other places where large numbers of 
persons work, sleep, live, or congregate from time to time for any purpose 
but not to private residences.] Sections 69-1801 through 69-1810, R.C.M., 
1947, apply to the following occupancies: 


(1) Assembly Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building or 
structure or any portion thereof by a gathering of persons for civic, political, 
travel, religious, social or recreational purposes; including among others; 
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armories dance halls opera houses 
assembly halls exhibition rooms passenger stations 
auditoriums gymnasiums pool rooms 
bowling alleys lecture halls recreation areas 
broadcasting lodge rooms restaurants 
studios motion picture skating rinks 
chapels theatres television studios 
churches museums theatres 
club rooms night clubs taverns 


(2) Business Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building or 
structure or any portion thereof for the transaction of business, or the ren- 
dering or receiving of professional services; including among others; 


banks office buildings telephone exchanzes 
barber shops radio stations television stations 
beauty parlors petroleum dealers 


(3) Educational Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building 
or structure or any portion thereof by persons assembled for the purpose 
of learning or of receiving educational instruction; including among others; 


academies libraries schools 
colleges universities 


(4) Industrial Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building or 
structure or any portion thereof for assembling, fabricating, finishing, 
manufacturing, packaging or processing operations; including among others; 


assembly plants laboratories processing plants 
creameries laundries pumping stations 
electric substations manufacturing plants repair garages 
factories mills smoke houses 
ice plants power plants work shops 


(5) Institutional Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building 
or structure or any portion thereof by persons harbored or detained to re- 
ceive medical, charitable or other care or treatment, or by persons involun- 
tarily detained; including among others; 


asylums jails penal institutions 
homes for the aged nurseries reformatories 
hospitals orphanages sanitariums 
houses of correction day care facilities long-term care 
infirmaries nursing homes facilities 


boarding homes 


(6) Residential Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building 
or structure or any portion thereof by persons for whom sleeping accommo- 
dations are provided but who are not harbored or detained to receive medi- 
cal, charitable or other care or treatment, or are not involuntarily detained; 
including among others; 


apartments dormitories motels 
club houses dwellings multifamily houses 
convents hotels lodging houses 


but not including single-family private houses.” 
Section 11. Section 69-1808, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“69-1808. Inspection by fire chiefs, county sheriffs, deputy fire mar- 
shals—review of plans by fire marshal—permits—notice of inadequate 
equipment—compliance—enforcement. (1) Within incorporated municipali- 
ties an educational institutional occupancy, whether public or private, may 
not be constructed or alterations made costing fifteen hundred dollars 
($1,500) or more unless sketches or architectural plan, whichever are avail- 
able, are submitted for the construction or alteration to the state fire mar- 
shal and approved by him. Within ten (10) days after plans are submitted 
to the state fire marshal, the state fire marshal must give approval or iri- 
cate corrections to be made. If the state fire marshal fails to notify the 
county treasurer within the time specified, automatic approval is indicated 
and said county treasurer shall issue a permit.

(2) Outside incorporated municipalities an assembly, education or 
institutional occupancy may not be constructed or alterations made costing 
fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) or more unless a permit has been issued for 
the construction or alteration by the county commissioners. A fee of ten 
dollars ($10) shall be paid to the county treasurer for each permit. A copy 
of said permit shall be furnished to the county assessor. No permit shall 
be issued until sketches or architectural plans, whichever are available, are 
submitted for the alteration or construction of the above occupancies to the 
state fire marshal and approved by him. The fire marshal and county 
sheriffs are responsible for enforcing the provisions of this subsection. 
Within ten (10) days after plans are submitted to the state fire marshal, the 
state fire marshal must give approval or indicate corrections to be made. 
_ If the state fire marshal fails to notify the county treasurer within the time 
specified, automatic approval is indicated and said county treasurer shall 
issue a permit. 


(3) <A building designed for human occupancy owned or controlled by 
the state may not be constructed unless plans for the construction have been 
submitted to the state fire marshal and approved by him. 


(4) It shall be the duty of the chief of the fire department of each [city 
or village] municipality or district where a fire department is established and 
the [mayor of the city or village] county sheriff or deputy fire marshals 
where no fire department exists [or the justice of the peace of a township in 
territory without the limits of a city or village] at least once each six (6) 
months to enter into all buildings and upon all premises within his jurisdic- 
tion for the purpose of the examination of such premises for violations of 
this act. Such inspection shall include but shall not be limited to testing fire 
alarms, fire extinguishers, examining fire hose and attachments, and other 
fire. apparatus, and examining fire escapes provided for herein. Copies of 
such inspection shall be filed in the office of the state fire marshal on 
forms to be provided by him. 


(5) When any building shall be found which required the erection of 
fire escapes, and upon which fire escapes have not been erected according to 
the provisions of this act, or if fire hoses, fire extinguishers, fire alarms, 
or other fire apparatus is found to be lacking or defective or not in good 
working condition, the person making such inspection or the state fire mar- 
shal shall serve a written notice upon the party or parties whose duty it is 
to erect such fire escapes, or maintain such fire apparatus. Said notice shall 
specify the time within which said fire escapes shall be erected, or such de- 
fective conditions be remedied, and in no case shall be more than ninety (90) 
days; and said notice shall be deemed to have been served if delivered to the 
person to be notified, or if left with any adult person at the usual residence 
or place of business of the person to be notified, or if deposited in the post 
office, directed to the last known address of the person to be notified. In 
case of buildings within the term of this act, that are managed and con- 
trolled by a board of trustees, board of commissioners, or other governing 
body, to cause the erection of fire escapes on said buildings, as may be re- 
quired; provided, that the occupant or lessee of any building who is required 
to erect fire escapes under the provisions of this act, shall be entitled to re- 
imburse himself for the cost and expense of erecting said fire escapes out of 
the rent or lease money of said premises, and such reimbursement shall not 
be construed to be a breach of any existing lease, contract, or any covenant 
_thereof nor grounds for any action or damage ouster. 


(6) The state fire marshal shall have general charge and supervision 
of the enforcement of the provisions of this act and such officers as above 
enumerated shall act under the general charge and supervision of the state 
fire marshal. Said officer shall assist the state fire marshal in giving effect 
to the terms and provisions of this act and shall be subject to his direction 
and to the rules [and regulations] adopted for the enforcement of this act.” 


Section 12. Section 69-2101, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“69-2101. Doors on buildings accommodating the public to open out- 
ward. Every person who constructs, owns, controls, or has the custody of 
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any building erected, or to be erected, [to be used to accommodate public 
assemblies, including churches, schools, court houses, theaters, public halls, 
ballrooms, beer parlors, taverns, road houses, night clubs, or any other build- 
ing of like character,] which is defined as an assembly, educational, or insti- 
tutional occupancy in Section 69-1802, R.C.M. 1947, or any building owned or 
controlled by the state of Montana to be used for human occupancy [as an 
office building, dormitory, school or for penal or custodial purposes or any 
other building of like character,] shall have at least two separate exits or 
as many more as the fire marshal shall direct. These exits shall be placed as 
remote from each other as consistent with the construction of the building 
and shall be easily accessible from all parts of the building.” 


Section 18. Section 69-2103, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“69-2103. Duty of state fire marshal, his deputies, county sheriffs— 
notice of violation. It shall be the duty of the state fire marshal, his 
deputies and [subordinates] county sheriffs to enter into all assembly, edu- 
cational, or institutional occupancies as defined in Section 69-1802, R.C.M. 
1947, [buildings and upon all premises described in this act] for the purpose 
of examination of such premises for violations of this act, and when any 
building shall be found which has not been constructed or maintained ac- 
cording to the provisions of this act, he shall serve or cause to be served a 
written notice upon the person or persons who own or have under control 
such building. This notice shall specify the violation and the time given 
within which such violation shall be remedied. Upon the failure of any of 
the parties charged with the duty of correcting such violations, in accord- 
ance with this act, the state fire marshall shall transmit this information to 
the attorney general of the state, who shall refer said violation to the county 
attorney of the county wherein the violation occurs for prosecution, and the 
attorney general may assist the said county attorney to a determination 
of the matter. The said attorney general shall instruct the said county attor- 
ney to institute an action against the owner, lessee or occupant of such 
building for an injunction and abatement against the property.” 


Section 14. Sections 82-1203, 82-1204, 82-1210, 82-1227, and 82-1228, 
R.C.M. 1947, are repealed.

By striking out all of title of said bill following the names of the 
authors and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 26-202.1 and 
26-202.5, R.C.M., 1947, to provide for increased hunting and fishing license 
fees, to provide for a special grizzly bear license, to provide for a non- 
resident deer license, to provide for a nonresident antelope license, to 
require nonresidents to be twelve (12) years of age or older to purchase 
hunting licenses, to prohibit the purchase of more than one license of any 
class except temporary nonresident licenses, to correct a conflict of statutes 
dealing with landowner beaver permits, to provide a reduced hunting 
license fee for resident minors under fifteen (15) years of age, to repeal 
requirement for prerequisite license before purchasing other licenses, and 
to provide an effective date.” 


Be It Enacted By The Legislative Assembly of The State of Montana: 
Section 1. Section 26-202.1, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 26-202.1. Licenses—Fees—Classifications of Licenses—Fees 
and Powers Under Licenses. 


(1) Class A License—Resident Fishing License. Any resident as de- 
fined by Section 26-202.3, upon payment of a fee of [three ($3)] five dol- 
lars ($5) [the applicant who qualifies therefore] shall receive a Class A 
License which shall entitle the holder thereof to fish with hook and line 
or rod as authorized by regulations of the commission. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 
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(2) Class A-1 License—Resident Game Bird License. Except as herein 
provided, any resident [person of Montana] as defined by Section 26-202.3, 
who is twelve (12) years of age or older, may, upon payment of a fee of 
two dollars ($2) receive a Class A-1 license, which will entitle the holder to 
pursue, hunt, shoot and kill game birds and possess the dead bodies of game 
birds which are so authorized by regulations of the commission. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(a) [On and after January 1, 1964] No hunting licenses shall be issued 
to any resident person under the age of eighteen (18) years unless he 
presents to the person authorized to issue such license a certificate of 
competency as provided by this section. 


The Department of Fish and Game shall provide for a course of 
instruction in the safe handling of firearms and for the purpose may 
cooperate with any reputable association or organization having as one 
of its objectives the promotion of safety in the handling of firearms. The 
department may designate any person found by it to be competent to give 
instructions in the handling of firearms. A person so appointed shall give 
such course of instruction and upon the successful completion thereof shall 
issue to the person instructed a certificate of competency in the safe han- 
dling of firearms.

commission authorized to issue fishing and hunting licenses be entitled to 
a Class A-2 license, which shall authorize the holder thereof to pursue, 
hunt, shoot, and kill deer, antelope and elk with bow and arrow and to 
possess the carcass of deer, antelope and elk during a special season, as 
so licensed and in special areas, as may be designated by the fish and game 
commission.

(4) Class A-3, A-4, A-5 Licenses. [Any holder of a Class A-1 license] 
Any resident as defined by Section 26-202.3 who is twelve (12) years of 
age or older, may, upon payment of the proper fee or fees be entitled to 
[any] purchase one [or more] each of the following licenses: Class A-38, 
Deer A Tag, [one ($1)] three dollars ($3); Class A-4, Deer B Tag, 
[one dollar ($1)] for either white-tailed deer for one dollar ($1) or mule 
deer for five dollars ($5) but not both; Class A-5, Elk Tag, [one ($1) ] 
two dollars ($2), which will entitle the holder to pursue, hunt, shoot, 
and kill the game animal or animals authorized by the license held and to 
possess the dead bodies of game animals of the state which are so author- 
ized by the regulations of the commission. Any holder of a Class A-3, A-4, 
or A-5 license shall further be entitled to pursue, hunt, shoot and kill 
[game] black or brown bear and possess the dead bodies of [game] black 
or brown bear which are so authorized by regulations of the commission.

(5) Class B. License—Nonresident Fishing License. Any [nonresident 
of the state of Montana or any person who has been a resident citizen for 
less than six (6) months] person not a resident as defined in Section 26- 
202.38, upon payment of the sum of [ten ($10)] fifteen dollars ($15) to 
any agent of the Fish and Game Commission authorized to issue fishing 
and hunting licenses, shall be entitled to a Class B license, which shall 
entitle the holder thereof to fish with hook and line as authorized by the 
rules and regulations of the commission. 


(6) Class B-1 License—Nonresident Game Bird License. Any [non- 
resident of the state of Montana or any person who has been a resident 
citizen for less than six (6) months,] person not a resident as defined in 
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Section 26-202.3, but who is twelve (12) years of age or older, upon payment 
of the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25) to any agent of the Fish and Game 
Commission authorized to issue fishing and hunting licenses shall be en- 
titled to a Class B-1 license, which shall entitle the holder thereof to pursue, 
hunt, shoot, kill and possess game birds as authorized by the rules and 
regulations of the commission.

(7) Class B-2 License—Nonresident Big Game License. Any [non- 
resident of the state of Montana, or any person who has been a resident 
citizen for less than six (6) months,] person not a resident as defined 
in Section 26-202.3, but who is twelve (12) years of age or older, upon 
the payment of the sum of one hundred twenty-five dollars ($125) ($100) | 
for the license year from May 1, 1967 to April 30, 1968 and thereafter for 
subsequent license years upon payment of the sum of one hundred fifty 
dollars ($150) to any agent of the Fish and Game Commission authorized 
to issue fishing and hunting licenses, shall be entitled to a Class B-2 license 
which shall authorize the holder to pursue, hunt, shoot, and kill game 
animals in the area or areas designated in the license, as determined by the 
commission, and to possess the carcasses of same, and to pursue, hunt, 
shoot, kill and possess game birds, and to fish with hook and line as may 
hereinafter be authorized by the rules and regulations of the commission. 

(8) Class B-3 License—Temporary Nonresident or Tourist Fishing 
License. Any [nonresident of the state of Montana] person not a resident 
as defined in Section 26-202.38, upon payment of the sum of [three dollars 
($3)] five ($5) to any agent of the Fish and Game Commission author- 
ized to issue fishing and hunting licenses, shall be entitled to a temporary 
nonresident fishing license, which shall authorize the holder to fish with 
hook and line as authorized by the rules and regulations of the Fish and 
Game Commission for a period of six (6) days [from and after the issuance 
of such license] inclusive of the dates indicated on the license.

(9) Class B-5 License—Nonresident Deer License. Any person not 
a resident as defined in Section 26-202.3, but who is twelve (12) years of 
age or older, upon the payment of the sum of thirty-five dollars ($35) 
shall be entitled to a Class B-5 license which shall authorize the holder to 
pursue, hunt, shoot, and kill one deer in the area or areas designated in 
ue license, as determined by the commission, and to possess the carcass 
of same. 


Any person 
not a resident as defined in Section 26-202.3, but who is twelve (12) years 
of age or older, upon the payment of the sum of thirty-five dollars ($35) 
shall be entitled to a Class B-6 license which shall authorize the holder to 
pursue, hunt, shoot, and kill one antelope in the area designated in the

[(9)] (11) Special Licenses. Any applicant who is [the holder of a 
Class A-1 License] a resident as defined by Section 26-202.3, or any 
applicant who is the holder of a Class B-2 nonresident big game license 
may apply for a special license, which in the judgment of the Fish and 
Game Commission, is to be issued and shall pay the following fees therefor:

Mountain Goat, [five ($5) ] fifteen dollars ($15) 
Mountain Sheep, [fifteen ($15)] twenty-five ($25) 
Bison or Buffalo, twenty-five dollars ($25) 
Antelope, [one ($1)] three dollars ($3) 

Grizzly Bear, one dollar ($1) 
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In the event a holder of a valid special grizzly bear license kills a 
grizzly bear, he must purchase a trophy license for a fee of twenty-five 
dollars ($25) within ten (10) days after date of kill. Such trophy license 
shall authorize the holder to possess and transport said trophy.

In the event that the number of valid applications [received from

Any owner or tenant, or member of the immediate family of said 
owner or tenant, upon making application to the Fish and Game Commis- 
sion, and upon payment of the sum of one dollar ($1) shall be entitled 
to a land owner’s [trapper’s] trapping license which shall entitle the 
holder thereof to trap any fur-bearing animal, except beaver, on land 
owned or leased by him or his immediate family, at such times and in such 
manner as may be lawful so to do under the laws of the state and the 
regulations of the Fish and Game Commission and at such places as may 
be designated in said licenses.

(e) The commission, by rule or regulation, may prescribe the number of 
Class B-5 and B-6 licenses to be issued in each of the hunting districts 
designated by it. 
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(15) Only one license of any one class, except Class B-3 and B-4 
licenses, shall be issued to any one person, provided, however, that the 
commission may prescribe rules and regulations for the issuance or sale 
of a replacement license of the same class in the event the original license 
is lost, stolen or destroyed upon payment of the sum of one dollar ($1).” 


Section 2. Section 26-202.5, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 26-202.5. Provision for Nonresident Bear License. The State 
Fish and Game Commission may issue special licenses in the manner 
provided in subsection 15 of Section 26-104, R.C.M. 1947, to nonresidents 
to hunt black or brown bear, including any color phase of black bear. Such 
special nonresident license shall be valid only for the area designated on 
the license and shall expire on the thirty-first (8lst) day of August of 
each year. The fee for such special nonresident license shall be [twenty 
($20) ] thirty-five dollars ($35). There shall be a permit included with 
such special nonresident license, to authorize the holder thereof to ship, 
transport or remove out of state any bear or part thereof taken under 
authority of said license.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


January 30, 1967 


Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Public Health, Welfare and 
Safety, having had under consideration House Bill No. 8, respectfully re- 
port as follows: That House Bill No. 8 be amended by striking out all of 
said bill following the enacting clause, and substituting in lieu thereof, the 
following amendments: 


Section 1. Short title. This act shall be known and may be cited 
as the “Clean Air Act of Montana.” 


Section 2. Declaration of policy and purpose. (1) It is hereby de- 
clared to be the public policy of this state and the purpose of this act to 
achieve and maintain such levels of air quality as will protect human health 
and safety, and to the greatest degree practicable, prevent injury to plant 
and animal life and property, foster the comfort and convenience of the 
people, promote the economic and social development of this state and 
facilitate the enjoyment of the natural attractions of this state. 


(2) It is also declared that local and regional air pollution control 
programs are to be supported to the extent practicable as essential instru- 
ments for the securing and maintenance of appropriate levels of air quality. 


(3) To these ends it is the purpose of this act to provide for a co- 
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ordinated statewide program of air pollution prevention, abatement and 
control; for an appropriate distribution of responsibilities among the state 
and local units of government; to facilitate cooperation across jurisdictional 
lines in dealing with problems of air pollution not confined within single 
jurisdictions; and to provide a framework within which all values may be 
balanced in the public interest. 


Section 3. Definitions. As used in this act: (1) “Air contaminant” 
means dust, fumes, mist, smoke, other particulate matter, vapor, gas, odor- 
ous substances, or any combination thereof. 


(2) “Air pollution” means the presence in the outdoor atmosphere of 
one or more air contaminants in such quantities and duration as is or tends 
to be injurious to human health or welfare, animal or plant life, or prop- 
erty, or would unreasonably interfere with the enjoyment of life or prop- 
erty, or conduct of business. 


(3) “Emission” means a release into the outdoor atmosphere of air 
contaminants. 


(4) “Person” means any individual, partnership, firm, association, 
municipality, public or private corporation, subdivision or agency of the 
state, trust, estate or any other legal entity. 


(5) “Advisory council” means the air pollution control advisory coun- 
cil created by this act. 


(6) “Director” means the director of air pollution control, a position 
created by this act. 


(7) “Board” means the state board of health. 


Section 4. Administration—state board of health. The state board of 
health shall have responsibility for the administration of this act and shall 
appoint a director of air pollution control to assist the board in its admini- 
stration hereunder. 


(1) The director shall be a person with at least two (2) years’ experi- 
ence or training in the field of air pollution control, experienced in admini- 
strative work and procedures, and he must be a graduate in engineering, 
medicine, or in physical, chemical or biological sciences. 


(2) The salary of the director will be set and paid by the board. 


(3) The powers and duties of the director shall be established and 
prescribed by the board in its rules, regulations and standards. 


(4) The director may delegate to any employee of the board such 
duties and functions as he deems necessary for the proper and efficient 
administration of this act, and the director shall have authority, with the 
12a of the board, to hire additional employees and to discharge same 
or cause. 


Section 5. (1) There is hereby created an air pollution control ad- 
visory council. The advisory council shall consist of eleven (11) members 
as follows: 


The executive officer of the state board of health; and ten (10) mem- 
bers to be appointed by the governor as follows: a representative of labor; 
a representative of agriculture; a representative of the manufacturing in- 
dustry; a representative of the fuel industry; a practicing physician licensed 
in Montana; a practicing veterinarian licensed in Montana; a practicing reg- 
istered professional chemical or environmental engineer; a meteorologist; 
a conservationist; and an urban planning consultant. The chairman shall 
be elected by the advisory council from among this number. 


(2) Members are appointed by the governor with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate. The terms of members shall be four (4) years except 
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that of the initially appointed members, two (2) shall serve for one (1) 
year, two (2) shall serve for two (2) years, three (8) shall serve for three 
(3) years and three (3) shall serve for four (4) years as designated by the 
governor at the time of making the appointment. 


(3) No additional compensation shall be allowed any members of the 
advisory council for services rendered who are employed by the state gov- 
ernment. The ten (10) members appointed by the governor to serve on the © 
advisory council shall be paid in addition to actual travel expenses, twenty- 
five dollars ($25) per day for each day of actual services in the perform- 
ance of their duties, and all members of the advisory council shall be re- 
imbursed for travel and other necessary expenses incurred in their offi- 
cial duties as members of the advisory council. All expenses of members 
who are otherwise in the employ of the state government shall be paid 
from the appropriation to their respective agencies. The expenses and per 
diem of the members who are appointed by the governor shall be paid from 
funds made available to the state board of health. 


(4) The advisory council shall hold at least two (2) regular meetings 
each calendar year and shall keep a summary record of its proceedings 
which shall be open to the public for inspection. Special meetings may be 
called by the chairman and must be called by him upon receipt of a writ- 
ten request signed by two (2) or more members of the advisory council. 
Notice of the time and place for all meetings shall be given in advance to 
each members of the advisory council by the secretary. A majority of the 
members of the advisory council shall constitute a quorum. 


(5) The secretary of the advisory council shall be a member of the 
staff of the state board of health, designated by the executive officer of 
the board. The secretary shall keep all records of meetings of, and actions 
taken by, the council. He shall keep the advisory council advised as to 
actions taken by persons in response to recommendations and orders issued 
under authority of this act and shall perform other duties as determined 
by the advisory council, not inconsistent with rules, regulations, and poli- 
cies adopted by authority of this act or specific authority otherwise given 
the advisory council. 


(6) The advisory council may consider standards, rules, and regula- 
tions as provided in Section 10 of this act and any other matter related to 
the purposes of the act, which may be submitted to it by the board. It 
may make recommendations to the board on its own initiative concerning 
the administration of this act. 


Section 6. Powers of board. In addition to any other powers con- 
ferred on it by law the board may: (1) Adopt, amend, and repeal rules 
implementing and consistent with the provisions of this act. 


(2) Hold hearings relating to any aspect of or matter in the admini- 
stration of this act, at any place or places designated by the board. The 
board may designate the director as the hearing officer at any hearing set 
by the board and authorize him to make rulings on evidence and conduct of 
the hearing. The board or the director as hearing officer may compel the 
attendance of witnesses and the production of evidence at hearings. The 
board shall designate an attorney to assist in conducting hearings and shall 
appoint a reporter who shall be present at all hearings and take full steno- 
graphic notes of all proceedings thereat, transcripts of which will be avail- 
able to the public at cost. . 


(3) Issue such orders as may be necessary to effectuate the purposes 
of this act and enforce them by all appropriate administrative and judicial 
proceedings. 


(4) Require access to records relating to emissions. 


_ (5) Secure necessary scientific, technical, administrative, and opera- 
tional services, including laboratory facilities, by contract or otherwise. 





: 
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(6) Prepare and develop a comprehensive plan or plans for the pre- 
vention, abatement, and control of air pollution in this state. 


(7) Encourage voluntary cooperation by persons and affected groups 
to achieve the purposes of this act. 


(8) Encourage tocal units of government to handle air pollution prob- 
lems within their respective jurisdictions on a cooperative basis, and to 
provide technical and consultative assistance therefor. If local programs are 
financed with public funds, the board may contract with the local govern- 
ment to share the cost of the program. However, the state share may not 
exceed thirty percent (80%) of the total cost. 


(9) Encourage and conduct studies, investigations, and research re- 
lating to air contamination and air pollution and their causes, effects, pre- 
ventions, abatement, and control. 


(10) Determine by means of field studies and sampling the degree 
pf air contamination and air pollution in the state and the several parts 
thereof. 


(11) Make a continuing study of the effects of the emission of air 
contaminants from motor vehicles on the quality of the outdoor atmosphere 
of this state and the several parts thereof, and make recommendations to 
appropriate public and private bodies with respect thereto. 


(12) Establish ambient air quality standards for the state as a whole 
and for any part thereof. 


(18) Collect and disseminate information and conduct educational and 
training programs relating to air contamination and air pollution. 


(14) Advise, consult, contract, and cooperate with other agencies of 
the state, local governments, industries, other states, interstate and inter- 
local agencies, the United States, and any interested persons or groups. 


(15) Consult, upon request, with any person proposing to construct, 
install, or otherwise acquire an air contaminant source or device or system 
for the control thereof, concerning the efficiency of such device or system, 
or the air pollution problems which may be related to the source, device, or 
system. Nothing in any such consultation shall be construed to relieve any 
person from compliance with this act, rules in force pursuant thereto, and 
any other provision of law. 


(16) Accept, receive, and administer grants or other funds or gifts 
from public or private agencies, including the United States, for the pur- 
pose of carrying out any of the functions of this act. Funds received by 
the board pursuant to this section shall be deposited in the state treasury to 
the account of the board. 


Section 7. Classification and reporting. (1) The board may classify 
air contaminant sources which in its judgment may cause or contribute to 
air pollution according to levels and types of emissions and other character- 
istices which relate to air pollution, any may require reporting for any such 
class or classes. Such classifications shall be made with special reference to 
effects on health, economic and social factors, and physical effects on prop- 
erty, and may be applied to the state as a whole or to any designated area. 


(2) Any person operating or responsible for the operation of air con- 
taminant sources of any class for which the rules of the board may require 
reporting shall make reports containing such information as may be re- 
quired concerning location, size and height of contaminant outlets, proces- 
ses employed, fuels used, and the nature and time periods or duration of 
emissions, and any other matter relevant to air pollution which is available 
or reasonably capable of being assembled. 


Section 8. Permits. (1) The board may by rule or regulations, pro- 
hibit the installation, alteration, or use of any machine, equipment, device 
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or other article which it finds may cause or contribute to air pollution or 
which is intended primarily to prevent or control the emission of air pollu- 
tants, unless a permit therefor has been obtained from it. 


(2) The board may require that applications for such permits shall 
be accompanied by plans, specifications, and such other information as it 
deems necessary. 


(3) The board shall provide for the issuance, suspension, revocation, 
and renewal of any permits which it may require pursuant to this section. 


(4) If a permit is required, the board must decide within ninety (90) 
days after receiving application therefor, whether or not the permit will 
issue. If no decision is rendered within that time, permission shall be deemed 
to have been granted. 


Section 9. Inspections. (1) Any duly authorized officer, employee, 
or representative of the board may enter and inspect, at any reasonable 
time, any property, premises, or place, except a private residence, on or 
at which an air contaminant source is located or is being constructed or in- 
stalled for the purpose of ascertaining the state of compliance with this 
act and rules in force pursuant thereto. 


(2) No person shall refuse entry or access to any authorized repre- 
sentative of the board who requests entry for purposes of inspection, and 
who presents appropriate credentials. No person shall obstruct, hamper, or 
interfere with any such inspection. 


(3) At his request, the owner or operator of the premises shall re- 
ceive a report setting forth all facts found which relate to compliance status. 


Section 10. Emissions prohibited. (1) The board may establish the 
limitations of the levels, concentrations, or quantities of emissions of various 
pollutants from any source necessary to prevent, abate or control air pollu- 
tion. Except as otherwise provided in or pursuant to this section, such 
levels, concentrations, or quantities shall be controlling throughout the state 
and no emission in excess thereof shall be lawful. 


(2) In any area where the concentration of air pollution sources, or of 
population, or where the nature of the economy of, or land and its uses so 
require, the board may fix more stringent requirements governing the emis- 
sion of air pollutants than those in effect pursuant to subsection (1) of this 
section. 


(8) The board may by rule use any widely recognized measuring sys- 
tem for measuring emission of air contaminants. 


(4) Should federal minimum standards of air pollution be set by fed- 
eral law, the board may, if necessary in some localities of this state, set 
more stringent standards by rule or regulation. 


Section 11. Enforcement. (1) Whenever the board has reason to be- 
lieve that a violation of any provision of this act or rule made pursuant 
thereto has occurred, it may cause written notice to be served upon the al- 
leged violator or violators. The notice shall specify the provision of this act 
or rule alleged to be violated, and the facts alleged to constitute a violation 
thereof, and may include an order to take necessary corrective action within 
a reasonable period of time stated in the order. Any such order shall be- 
come final unless, no later than thirty (80) days after the date the notice 
is received, the person or persons named therein request in writing a hear- 
ing before the board. Upon receipt of such request, the board shall hold a 

earing. 


(2) If, after a hearing held pursuant to subsection (1) of this section, 
the board finds that a violation or violations have occurred, it shall either 
affirm or modify any order previously issued, or issue an appropriate order 
or orders for the prevention, abatement, or control of the emissions involved 
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or for the taking of such other corrective action as it may deem appropriate. 
If, after hearing on an order contained in a notice the board finds that no 
violation is occurring, it shall rescind the order. Any order issued as part 
of a notice or after hearing may prescribe the date or dates by which the 
violation or violations shall cease and may prescribe time limits for particu- 
lar action in preventing, abating, or controlling the emissions. 


(3) In leu of issuing the order provided for in subsection (1) of this 
section, the board may either: 


(a) Require that the alleged violator or violators appear before it 
for a hearing at a time and place specified in the notice, and answer the 
charges complained of; or 


(b) Initiate action pursuant to Section 16 of this act. 


(4) Nothing in this act shall prevent the board from making efforts to 
obtain voluntary compliance through warning, conference, or any other ap- 
propriate means. 


(5) In connection with any hearing held pursuant to this section, the 
board may, and upon application by any party shall, compel the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of evidence on behalf of all parties. 


Section 12.. Emergency procedure. (1) Any other provisions of law 
to the contrary notwithstanding, if the director finds that a generalized 
condition of air pollution exists and that it creates an emergency requiring 
immediate action to protect human health or safety, the director shall order 
persons causing or contributing to the air pollution to reduce or discontinue 
immediately the emission of air contaminants. Upon issuance of any such 
order, the director shall fix a place and time, not later than twenty-four 
(24) hours thereafter, for a hearing to be held before the board. Not more 
than twenty-four (24) hours after the commencement of such hearing, and 
without adjournment thereof, the board shall affirm, modify, or set aside 
the order of the director. 


(2) In the absence of any such generalized condition as that referred 
to in subsection (1) of this section, if the director finds that emissions 
from the operation of one or more air contaminant sources is causing im- 
minent danger to human health or safety, he may order the person or per- 
sons responsible for the operation or operations in question to reduce or dis- 
continue emissions immediately, without regard for the provision of Section 
11 of this act. In such event, the requirements for hearing, and affirmance, 
modification, or setting aside of orders set forth in subsection (1) of this 
section shall apply. 


(3) Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit any power 
which the governor or any other officer may have to declare an emergency 
and act on the basis of such declaration, whether such power is conferred 
by statute or constitutional provisions or inheres in the office. 


Section 138. Variances. (1) Any person who owns or is in control 
of any plant, building, structure, process or equipment may apply to the 
board for an exemption or partial exemption from rules or regulations gov- 
erning the quality, nature, duration or extent of emissions of air pollutants. 
The application shall be accompanied by such information and data as the 
board may require. The board may grant such exemption or partia! exemp- 
tion if it finds that: 


(a) The emissions occurring or proposed to occur do not constitute 
a danger to public health or safety; and 


(b) Compliance with the rules or regulations from which exemption 
is sour would produce hardship without equal or greater benefits to the 
public. 


(2) No exemption or partial exemption shall be granted pursuant to 
this section except after public hearing on due notice and until the board 
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has considered the relative interests of the applicant, other owners or prop- 
erty likely to be affected by the emissions, and the general public. 


(3) No exemption or partial exemption pursuant to this section shall 
be granted for a period to exceed one (1) year, but any such exemption or 
partial exemption may be renewed for like periods if no complaint is made 
to the board on account thereof or if, such complaint having been made and 
duly considered at a public hearing held by the board on due notice, the 
board finds that renewal is justified. No renewal shall be granted except 
on application therefor. Any such application shall be made at least sixty 
(60) days prior to the expiration of the exemption or partial exemption. 
Immediately prior to application for renewal the applicant shall give public 
notice of such application in accordance with rules and regulations of the 
board. Any renewal pursuant to this subsection shall be on the same grounds 
and subject to the same limitations and requirements as provided in sub- 
section (a) of this section. 


(4) An exemption, partial exemption or renewal thereof shall not be 
a right of the applicant or holder thereof but shall be in the discretion of 
the board. However, any person adversely affected by an exemption, partial 
exemption or renewal granted by the board may obtain judicial review 
thereof as provided by Section 14 of this act. 


(5) Nothing in this section and no exemption, partial exemption or 
renewal granted pursuant hereto shall be construed to prevent or limit the 
application of the emergency provisions and procedures of Section 12 of 
this act to any person or his property. 


Section 14. Hearings and judicial review. (1) No rule and no amend- 
ment or repeal thereof shall take effect except after public hearing on due 
notice, and after the advisory council has been afforded not less than thirty 
(30) days prior to publication of the proposed text to comment thereon. 
Such notice shall be given by public advertisement not less than twenty (20) 
or more than thirty (30) days prior to the date set for such hearing. 


(2) Nothing in this section shall be construed to require a hearing 
prior to the issuance of an emergency order pursuant to Section 12 of this 
act. 


(8) Any person aggrieved by any order of the board or local control 
authority may apply for rehearing upon one or more of the following 
grounds, and upon no other grounds: 


(a) The board or local control authority acted without or in excess 
of its powers; 


(b) The order was procured by fraud; 
(c) The order is contrary to the evidence; 


(d) The applicant has discovered new evidence, material to him, which 
he could not, with reasonable diligence, have discovered and produced at 
the hearing; 


(e) Competent evidence was excluded to the prejudice of the appli- 
cant. The petition must be in such form and filed in such time as the board 
shall prescribe. 


(4) (a) Within thirty (30) days after the application for rehearing 
is denied, or, if the application is granted, within thirty (30) days after the 
decision on the rehearing, any party aggrieved thereby may appeal to the 
district court of any judicial district of the state which is the citus of prop- 
erty affected by the order. 


(b) The appeal shall be taken by serving a written notice of appeal 
upon the executive officer of the board, which service shall be made by the 
delivery of a copy of the notice to such officer, and by filing the original 
with the clerk of the court to which the appeal is taken. Immediately upon 
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service upon the board, the board shall certify to the district court the entire 
record and proceedings, including all testimony and evidence taken by the 
board. Immediately upon receiving the certified record, the district court 
shall fix a day for filing of briefs and hearing arguments on the cause, and 
as cause a notice of the same to be served upon the board and the appel- 
ant. 


(c) The court shall hear and decide the cause upon the record of the 
board. The court shall determine whether or not the board regularly pur- 
sued its authority, whether or not the findings of the board were supported 
by substantial competent evidence and whether or not the board made errors 
of law prejudicial to the appellant. 


(5) Either the board or the person aggrieved may appeal from the 
decision of the district court to the supreme court. The proceedings before 
the supreme court shall be limited to a review of the record of the hearing 
before the board and of the district court’s review of that record. 


Section 15. Confidentiality of records. (1) Any records or other in- 
formation concerning air contaminant sources which are furnished to or ob- 
tained by the board, and which, as certified by the owner or operator, re- 
late to production or sales figures or to processes or production unique to the 
owner or operator or which would tend to affect adversely his competitive 
position, shall be only for the confidential use of the board in the administra- 
tion of this act, unless the owner shall expressly agree to their publication 
or availability to the general public. 


(2) Nothing contained in this section shall be construed to prevent 
the use of such records or information by the board in compiling or publish- 
ing analyses or summaries relating to the general condition of the outdoor 
atmosphere, provided that such analyses or summaries do not identify any 
owner or operator or reveal any information made otherwise confidential 
by the provisions of this section. 


Section 16. Local air pollution control programs. (1) Any munici- 
pality or county may establish a local air pollution control program upon 
being petitioned by fifteen percent (15%) of the qualified electors within 
its jurisdiction, and may thereafter administer within its jurisdiction said 
air pollution control program which: 


(a) Provides by ordinance or local law for requirements compatible 
with more stringent, or more extensive than those imposed by Sections 11, 
13 and 14 of this act and rules issued thereunder; 


(b) Provides for the enforcement of such requirements by approriate 
administrative and judicial process; 


(c) Provides for administrative organization, staff, financial and other 
resources necessary to effectively and efficiently carry out its program; and 


(d) Providing such program is consistent with the intent and pur- 
poses of this act and is approved by the board after a public hearing con- 
ducted according to the provisions of Section 6 of this act. 


(2) If the board finds that the location, character, or extent of particu- 
lar concentrations of population, or air contaminant sources, or geographic, 
topographic, or meteorological considerations, or any combinations of any of 
the foregoing, are such as to make impracticable the maintenance of appro- 
priate levels of air quality without an areawide air pollution control pro- 
grams, the board may determine the boundaries within which such program 
is necessary and require it as the only acceptable alternative to direct state 
administration. 


(3) (a). If the board has reason to believe that an air pollution con- 
trol program in force pursuant to this section is inadequate to prevent and 
control air pollution in the jurisdiction to which such program relates, or 
that the program is being administered in a manner inconsistent with the 
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requirements of this act, the board shall, on due notice, conduct a hearing 
on the matter. 


(b) If, after the hearing, the board determines that the program is in- 
adequate to prevent and control air pollution in the jurisdiction to which it 
relates, or that it is not accomplishing the purposes of this act, it shall 
require that necessary corrective measures be taken within a reasonable 
time, not to exceed sixty (60) days. 


(c) If the jurisdiction fails to take such measures within the time re- 
quired, the board shall administer within such jurisdiction all of the pro- 
visions of this act. The board’s control program shall supersede all munici- 
pal or county air pollution laws, regulations, ordinances, and requirements 
in the affected jurisdiction. The cost of such a program shall be a charge 
on the municipality or county. 


(4) If the board finds that the control of a particular class of air 
contaminant source because of its complexity or magnitude is beyond the 
reasonable capability of the local jurisdiction or may be more effeciently and 
economically performed at the state level, it may assume and retain control 
over that class of air contaminant source. No charge shall be assessed 
against the jurisdiction therefor. Findings made pursuant to this subsection 
may be either on the basis of the nature of the sources involved or on the 
basis of their relationship to the size of the communities in which they are 
located. 


(5) <Any jurisdiction in which the board administers its air pollution 
control program pursuant to subsection (8) of this section may with the 
approval of the board establish or resume an air pollution control program 
which meets the requirements of subsection (1) of this section. 


(6) Any municipality or county may administer all or part of its air 
pollution control program in cooperation with one or more municipalities or 
counties of this state or of other states. 


(7) Nothing in this act shall be construed to supersede or oust the 
jurisdiction of any local air pollution control program in operation on the 
effective date of this act, provided that within two (2) years from such date 
any such program meets all requirements of this act for a local air pollu- 
tion control program. 


Section 17. State and federal aid. (1) Any local air pollution con- 
trol program meeting the requirements of this act and rules made pursuant 
thereto shall be eligible for state aid in an amount equal to thirty percent 
(30%) of the locally funded annual operating cost thereof. 


(2) Subdivisions of the state may make application for, receive, ad- 
minister, and expend any federal aid for the control of air pollution or the 
development and administration of programs related to air pollution con- 
trol, provided that any such application is first submitted to and approved 
by the board. The board shall approve any such application if it is consistent 
with this act and any other applicable requirements of law. 


Section 18. Penalties. (1) Any person who violates any provision 
of this act, or any rule in force thereunder or any order made pursuant 
thereto, other than Section 15, shall be guilty of an offense and subject on 
account thereof to a fine not to exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000). Each 
day of violation shall constitute a separate offense. 


(2) Any person who wilfully violates Section 15 of this act shall be 
guilty of an offense and subject on account thereof to a fine not to exceed 
one thousand dollars ($1,000). 


(3) Action pursuant to subsections (1) or (2) of this section shall not 
be a bar to enforcement of this act, or of rules or orders made pursuant 
thereto, by injunction or other appropriate remedy. The board may institute 
and maintain in the name of the state any and all such enforcement proceed- 
ings.

(4) Nothing in this act shall be construed to abridge, limit, impair, 
create, enlarge, or otherwise affect substantively or procedurally the right 
of any person to damage or other relief on account of injury to persons or 
could and to maintain any action or other appropriate preceeding 
therefor. 


(5) All fines collected shall be deposited to the state general fund. 
Section 19. Limitations. Nothing in this act shall be construed to: ° 


(1) Grant to the board any jurisdiction or authority with respect to 
air contamination existing solely within commercial and industrial plants, 
works, or shops. 


(2) Affect the relations between employers and employees with re- 
spect to or arising out of any condition of air contamination or air pollu- 
tion. 


38) Supersede or limit the applicability of any law or ordinance re- 
lating to sanitation, industrial health, or safety. 


Section 20. Classification of property for taxation. (1) Facilities, 
machinery or equipment, attached or unattached to real property, utilized 
to reduce, eliminate, control or prevent air pollution, shall be classified as 
Class Seven (7) for the purpose of taxation under the provisions of Section 
84-301. 


(2) The decision, whether the facilities, machinery or equipment are 
utilized to reduce, eliminate, control or prevent air pollution, shall be made 
by the director and approved by the state board of equalization. 


Section 21. Severability. It is the intent of the legislative assembly 
that if a part of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are severable from 
the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of this act is invalid in one or 
more of its applications, the part remains in effect in all valid applications 
that are severable from the invalid applications. 


Section 22. Appropriation. Seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000) is 
appropriated from the general fund for the purpose of paying salaries, ad- 
ministrative expenses, and other cost necessary to carry out provisions of 
this act during the biennium beginning July 1, 1967. 


Section 23. Sections 69-3901, 69-3902 and 69-3903, R.C.M. 1947, are 
hereby repealed.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEE OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES IN THE 40TH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF 
MONTANA, APPOINTED FOR THE PURPOSE OF STUDYING THE 
Sania AND WAGES OF STATE, COUNTY AND CITY OFFI- 


MR. sae Se AND MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVES: 


The members of the select committee, appointed for the purpose of 
studying the salaries and wages of state, county and city officials do respect- 
fully report as follows: 


STATE 


The pay of state employees is set in each department by the department 
head. The rate of pay depends upon the budget of the various departments. 
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Those whose funds come from the general fund, in general, do not fare as 
well as those departments which receive federal grants, matching money or 
other fees and funds outside the general fund. As a result there is no uni- 
formity in duties or rate of pay in the various departments of the state. 
Also employees of the general fund departments, as soon as they are trained, 
tend to move on to other departments at an increase in pay for the same work 
which creates a training problem and employee turnover problem in the 
various departments of the state. 


There is also no uniformity in the policies of the different departments 
on sick leave, vacation, overtime and the like. Some are able to pay overtime, 
others grant days off for overtime worked. There is a difference in the 
amount of sick leave and vacation time that can be accumulated with each 
department making its own policy depending on its budget. 


The budget submitted by the Governor recommends raises for state em- 
ployees at the rate of twenty-five dollars ($25) per month for the biennium 
or five percent (5%) of the gross salary, which ever is the lesser, providing 
the revenue to allow these increases is available. Although this is probably 
the only way now available to grant raises it does tend to compound the 
problems rather than solve them. 


This condition must continue until some job or salary classification study 
is made. This could be done either by the office of the State Budget Direc- 
tor or by an outside firm skilled in such studies. It would be our opinion 
that the study should be made, and should be conducted by an outside firm 
whose capabilities would be best suitable to the needs of the state of Mon- 
tana. But, in any event, such a study should be made since it is probably the 
only way to achieve any order and uniformity in the pay, job classification 
and benefits of state employees. Legislation to accomplish this purpose has 
been introduced. 


It would also be our opinion that some adjustments should be made in 
the salaries of the state administrative and judicial offices. Some of our 
officers are the lowest paid of the states. 


We believe that the salaries of the state administrative offices should 
not be arbitrarily limited by statute. Statutory limitations tend to prevent 
the realistic adjustment of those salaries that are now too low and makes 
aleealicy the future reappraisal of such salaries as changing times makes 
desirable. 


We recommend that the statutory limitation on the salaries of the state 
administrative offices be eliminated and that such salaries in the future be 
fixed by legislative enactment. We recommend also that the salaries of 
these officers be raised in about the proportion that raises may be granted 
to the state elective officers. Legislation has been introduced to accomplish 
these objectives. 


COUNTY 


The Constitution of Montana prohibits the state legislature from delegat- 
ing to the counties the authority to set the salaries of couny officers and of- 
ficials. For this reason we make no such recommendation although we be- 
lieve that this authority should reside in the counties. 


Legislation concerning the salaries of county officers and officials has 
already been introduced and is now receiving consideration and we do not 
recommend additional legislation. 


CITY 


The cities of our state have problems and capabilities so diverse that 
none can or should be treated uniformly. 


Our municipal officers and administrators are for the most part dedi- 
cated and capable men, who have a far greater understanding of the prob- 
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lems that can exist at the level of the state legislature. In most instances, 
their pay is in no way commensurate with their capabilities or responsibilities, 
and we do not believe that the state legislature can adequately adjust these 
inequities on any basis that can apply uniformly to all cities. 


Having confidence in the administrators of our cities, we recommend 
that the fixing of the compensation of town and city officers and employees 
be given to the cities with all salary restrictions on municipal officers at 
iets level being removed. Legislation to accomplish this has been in- 
troduced. 


CONCLUSION 


We believe that the recommendations made by our committee begin to 
recognize the changed conditions in our governmental and poltical struc- 
tures. 


The transition of our nation from an agrarian to an industrial economy 
has brought about many changes in our social and economic institutions, 
but many phases of our political and governmental bodies are still geared 
to a social and economic system that no longer exists. Time was when our 
people entered politics only after they were financially secure and political 
office was the recognized way to cap a successful business career and render 
a public service. It was accepted that political office was a financial sacri- 
fice to be engaged in largely by those of substantial wealth who could 
afford to serve for personal satisfaction and a gratification of a desire for 
service. 


The salaries we pay to many of our government officers and officials 
is still based upon this philosophy. This means that the young, energetic 
men who have been educated to a career in government cannot afford to 
run for the high offices for which they are so highly qualified. 


We believe that this condition will continue until salaries are estab- 
lished which will correct it. Legislation has been introduced recommending 
salaries which we believe are more in reality with our changing times.

promotions. (a) The board shall designate captains, [not to exceed six

cient operating funds. Reserve patrolmen shall then be used for future 
replacements in the permanent patrol. 


(d) Captains, lieutenants and sergeants shall be selected from the 
patrolmen by the chief, subject to the approval of the highway patrol board. 
The duties and jurisdiction of the captains, lieutenants and sergeants shall 
be outlined, defined and under the control of the chief subject to the ap- 
proval of the Montana highway patrol board. 


(2) Salaries. (a) The Montana highway patrol board shall, within 
the limits of appropriations made available for such purpose prepare a 
schedule of compensation and expenses for all patrolmen and submit it to 
the state board of examiners for their approval. 


(b) The base salary of the captains, lieutenants, sergeants and patrol- 
men shall be fixed by the board, with the approval of the state board of 
examiners[,]. [provided that the base salary for captains shall be four 
hundred twenty-five dollars ($425.00) per month; the base salary for serg- 
eants shall be four hundred dollars ($400.00) per month, the base salary 
for patrolmen shall be three hundred seventy-five dollars ($375.00) per 
month, the base salary for probationary patrolmen shall be three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) per month.] In the event that a [said] probationary patrol- 
man is appointed permanently, he shall, at the time of such appointment, 
receive the base salary of patrolmen. These salaries shall be increased one 
percent (1%) per year for each additional year of service. [Captains and 
sergeants shall be selected from the patrolmen by the supervisor, subject 
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to the approval of the highway patrol board. The duties and jurisdiction of 
the captains and sergeants shall be outlined, defined and under the con- 
trol of the supervisor, subject to approval of the Montana highway patrol 
board. Provided, however, that when patrolmen work a forty-eight (48) 
hour week the base salaries shall be as follows: Captains, four hundred 
seventy-five dollars ($475) per month: Sergeants, four hundred fifty dol- 
lars ($450) per month: Patrolmen, four hundred twenty-five dollars ($425) 
per month: Probationary patrolmen, three hundred fifty dollars ($350) :per 
month. | 


(3) Qualifications. (a) Patrolmen shall possess the following quali- 
fications: 


[(1).] (i) Sound and active physical and mental condition. 
[(2).] (i) Good moral character. 


[(8).] (iti) Resident of Montana for at least [three (3)] one (1) 
[years last past.] year immedately prior to appointment. 


[(4).] (iv) Pass a satisfactory test in the operation of automobiles. 


[(5). Not over fifty-five percent (55%) of the patrol shall belong 
to one political party. ] 


[(6).] (v) Citizens of the United States and state of Montana. 


(b) Not over fifty-five percent (55%) of the patrol shall belong to one 
political party. 


[For the purpose of this act, the supervisor, captains, sergeants and 
patrolmen shall be deemed patrolmen. The Montana highway patrol board 
shall prepare a schedule of compensation and expenses for all patrolmen 
and submit it to the state board of examiners for their approval, in con- 
formity with this act.] 


(4) Probationary training. (a) All new patrolmen shall be placed 
under probationary training and service for a period of six (6) months to 
one (1) year, during which time the highway patrol [supervisor] chief must 
recommend to the highway patrol board for permanent appointments [or] 
paras the probationary patrolmen will automatically be [dismissed] dis- 
charged. 


(b) All newly appointed captains, lieutenants and sergeants shall be 
placed under probationary training and service for a period of six (6) 
months to one (1) year, during which time the highway patrol [supervisor ] 
chief must recommend to the highway patrol board for permanent appoint- 
ments [or] otherwise the captains, lieutenants and sergeants will automa- 
tically revert to their previous ranks without prejudice. [Patrolmen filling 
vacancies caused by the incumbents’ entrance into the armed forces of the 
United States, shall, on the return of the incumbents be placed in the patrol 
reserve, without pay; otherwise they shall hold their permanent appoint- 
ments while there are sufficient operating funds. Reserve patrolmen shall 
then be used for future replacements in the permanent patrol. ] 


(5) Tenure of office. Every person employed or appointed and des- 
ignated as a [supervisor,] chief, captain, lieutenant, sergeant, or patrol- 
man under and pursuant to the provisions of this act, except as [above] 
provided in subsection (4) above, shall continue in service and hold his po- 
sition without demotion until suspended, demoted, or discharged in the 
manner hereinafter provided, for one (1) or more of the causes specified 
in the following [paragraph] subsection. 


(6) Suspension, demotion or discharge. [(b)] Cause for suspension, 
demotion or discharge will be: 


[(1).] (a) Conviction of any crime involving moral turpitude in any 
court of competent jurisdiction subsequent to the commencement of such 
employment. 
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[(2).] (b) Gross neglect of duty or willful violation or disobedience 
of orders or regulations. 


[(3).] (ce) Loitering about or entering places of ill fame, ill repute, 
or where gambling is known to be conducted or to be in progress, except 
in the immediate discharge of duty. 


[(4).] (d) Conduct unbecoming an officer. 


[(5).] (e) Drinking intoxicating liquor while using state-owned cars 
or in uniform, or being intoxicated in a public place. 


[(6).] (f£) Sleeping while on duty. 


[(7).] (g) Incapacity, or partial incapacity, materially affecting his 
ability to perform his official duties. 


[(8).] (h) Gross inefficiency in performing duties. 


[(9).] (i) Active participation in any political campaign by support- 
ing or opposing, directly or indirectly, any political candidate, or contribu- 
ting financially or otherwise, directly or indirectly, to the success or defeat 
of any political party or candidate. 


[(10).] (j) Willful disobedience of rules and regulations adopted 
by the board, governing the conduct and discipline of members of the patrol. 


(7) Method of preferring charges. (a) The charge or charges 
against any [such employee] patrolman shall be made in writing and shall 
be signed and sworn to by the person making the [same,] charge or charges. 


(b) [which] The written charge or charges shall be filed with the 
[supervisor] chief of the Montana highway patrol. 


(c) <Any charge or charges [involving] which could result in the sus- 
pension or [dismissal] discharge of the [supervisor] chief or a captain shall 
be filed directly with the highway patrol board. 


(d) [Upon the filing of the same, if the supervisor, in his opinion,] 
When charges are filed and the chief believes that such charge or charges 
constitute grounds for suspension, demotion or discharge, he shall order a 
hearing to be had thereon before the highway patrol board and fix a time 
for such hearing[,]. [otherwise] 


(e) When charges are filed and the chief believes such charge or 
charges do not constitute grounds for suspension, demotion or discharge he 
shall dismiss such charges. 


(f) The highway patrol board shall have the authority to order the 
chief to file charges with the board when the chief in his judgment does not 
believe the charge or charges warrant a hearing. 


(8) Authority to suspend, demote or discharge. (a) When the high- 
way patrol chief has cause to believe that any member of the highway 
patrol has violated any of the hereinabove grounds for suspension, demotion 
or discharge, or his conduct has warranted reprimanding, he may, with the 
approval of the Montana highway patrol board, suspend, demote or repri- 
mand the member. 


(b) If the chief orders a hearing he may suspend such patrolman 
pending the rendition of the decision made in such case. 


(9) Length of suspension — demotion pay status. (a) Any member 
under suspension shall be on leave without pay and for a period not to ex- 
ceed thirty (80) days in time. 


(b) In cases of disciplinary action resulting in demotion, the mem- 
ber shall receive the pay of the rank to which he is demoted. 
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(10) Notification of hearing. (a) The chief shall, [(c)] at least 
ten (10) days before the time appointed for [said] a hearing, serve written 
notice specifying the charge or charges filed and stating the name of the 
person or persons making the charge or charges, [shall be served] on [said 
employee] the accused patrolman personally, if his whereabouts is known, 
in the state of Montana. 


(b) If at the time, the whereabouts of the [said] accused [employee] 
patrolman is unknown, or if he be outside of the state of Montana, service 
may be made upon him by mailing the [said] written notice to him at his 
last known place of residence in Montana. 


[If the supervisor orders a hearing he may suspend such employee 
pending the rendition of the decision made in such case. ] 


(11) Hearing. (a) The highway patrol board shall be the authority 
to hear such charge or charges and render a decision and appropriate order. 


(b) The highway patrol board shall have the power to compel the at- 
tendance of witnesses at any such hearing and to examine them under oath 
and to require the production of books, papers, and other evidence at such 
hearing and for that purpose issue subpoenas and cause the same to be 
served and executed in any part of the state. 


(c) The [employee] accused patrolman shall be entitled to be con- 
fronted with the witnesses against him and have an opportunity to cross- 
examine the same and to introduce at such hearing testimony in his own 
behalf and shall be entitled to be represented by counsel at such hearing. 


(d) The highway patrol board shall within fifteen (15) days after 
such hearing render its decision in writing and file same in its office with 
the [supervisor] chief and with the [employee] patrolman accused also. 


(12) Disciplinary action. (a) If, after [such] a hearing, the high- 
way patrol board finds that any such charge or charges, made against the 
[employee] patrolman [are] be true, it may punish the offending party by 
reprimand, suspension without pay, demotion, or [dismissal] discharge. 


(b) If after the hearing, the highway patrol board finds that the 
charge or charges made against the patrolman not be true, the board shall 
reinstate the accused patrolman to his position and rank and shall order 
the payment of any salary withheld pending the determination of the charge 
or charges. 


(13) Right to appeal. [(d)] (a) Any [employee] patrolman who 
is [so] suspended, demoted, or [dismissed] discharged may have a right of 


' appeal to the district court of Lewis and Clark County[,]. 


(b) Such appeal must be made within ten (10) days after such de- 
cision or determination of the highway patrol board[,]. [and said] 


(c) The district court shall review such decision or determination in 
a summary manner and shall render its decision upon such appeal within 
ninety (90) days from the filing of such appeal in said court. 


(d) If [such] the decision or determination of the highway patrol 
board shall be finally reversed or modified by [said] the district court, the 
[said] accused [employee] patrolman shall be reinstated in his position and 
the highway patrol board shall pay to said [employee] patrolman any 
salary or wages withheld from him pending the determination of the 
charge or charges, or as may be directed by the court. 


[The highway patrol board shall have the authority to order the super- 
visor to file charges with the board if the supervisor in his judgment does 
not believe the charge or charges warrant a hearing. 


When the highway patrol supervisor has cause to believe that any mem- 
ber of the highway patrol has violated any of the hereinabove specified 
grounds for suspension, demotion or discharge, or his conduct has war- 
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ranted reprimanding, he may, with the approval of the Montana highway 
patrol board, suspend, demote or reprimand the member. Suspension shall 
be without pay and for a period not to exceed twenty (20) days in time. 
In cases of demotion, the member shall receive the pay of the classifica- 
tion to which he is demoted.]”

Be It Enacted By The Legislative Assembly of The State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 84-5602, Revised Codes of Montana 1947, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“84-5602. Manufacturers’ Representatives, distributors’ and dealers’ 
license-application-fees. Every such cigarette manufacturer’s representa- 
tive domiciled in the state of Montana, distributor or dealer shall secure 
[a license] an annual license from the board before engaging in the busi- 
ness of [distributor or dealer] distributing cigarettes to or in the state 
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of Montana. A separate application and a separate license shall be required 
for each place of business owned, controlled or operated by each distributor 
or dealer or manufacturer’s representative within the state of Montana. 
Cigarette vending machines shall not be considered to be places of busi- 
ness. [but a separate application and a separate license shall be required 
for each cigarette vending machine, owned, controlled or operated within 
the state of Montana.] Application for such licenses shall be made on 
forms prescribed by the board, which shall state the name and address 
of the applicant, the name, address and place of business to be licensed, 
the type of business, or such other information as the board may require 
for proper administration of this act and the Montana Cigarette Sales Act. 
[Each application for a distributor’s license shall be accompanied by a 
fee of fifteen dollars ($15.00). Each application for a dealer’s license 
shall be accompanied by a fee of five dollars ($5.00).]

The license fees herein prescribed shall be paid annually on or before 
the 1st day of July of each year, commencing with the lst day of July, 
1967. All licenses issued to distributors and dealers prior to the effective 
date of this act shall lapse on the last day of June 1967. 


The annual license fees herein prescribed shall be as follows: 


1. Upon each manufacturer’s representative domiciled in the state of 
Montana who directly, indirectly delivers cigarettes or arranges for delivery 
to any distributor or dealer within the state of Montana; the annual license 
fee shall be fifty dollars ($50.00). 


2. Upon every distributor or wholesaler who distributes cigarettes 
within the state of Montana, or dealer who is authorized by the board 
to use a tax insignia meter machine, as provided in Section 84-5609, the 
annual license fee shall be fifty dollars ($50.00). 


3. Upon every dealer or person who owns, operates, or controls 
cigarette vending machines, the annual license fee shall be five dollars 
($5.00) per machine. 


4. Upon every retail dealer who sells cigarettes manually or across 
the counter, the annual license fee shall be five dollars ($5.00) for each 
premise owned, operated or controlled by the same person or company. 


No dealer shall be granted a distributor’s license except a dealer who 
also performs, in the usual course of business, a distributor’s function. 


Each license so issued shall be [permanently and] prominently dis- 
played on the premises [(or cigarette vending machine)] covered by the 
license. Each licensee distributor-vendor operator shall furnish the board 
on or before the ist day of July, 1967, and on or before the ist day of 
July each year thereafter a list of locations of vending machines, listed 
by identifiable serial number, name of machine, manufacturer and any 
other specific or general description as the board shall prescribe in a 
form for such reporting. Distributors and dealers licensed under this act 
may buy, sell or have in their possession, only cigarettes which have the 
tax insignia provided for in this act on each individual package. The 
insignia provided for in this act shall be sold to, and affixed by, licensed 
distributors and licensed dealers only. A distributor’s license shall not 
authorize the holder thereof to make sales of cigarettes at retail in less 
than carton lots.”

Section 2. Section 84-5604, Revised Codes of Montana 1947, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“84-5604. Revocation or suspension of license. The board may revoke 
or suspend for a period of less than one (1) year, the license of any 
dealer or distributor for failure to comply with any provision of this act, 
for any violation of the Montana Cigarette Sales Act as therein provided, 
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or for failure to comply with any lawful rule or regulation of the board 
made pursuant hereto. Any person aggrieved by such revocation or sus- 
pension may apply to the board for a hearing, and may further appeal 
to the court, as hereinafter provided. When a license has been duly 
revoked, no license shall again issue to such licensee for a period of one 
(1) year thereafter. Any person who shall sell cigarettes after his license 
has been revoked or while suspended is guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall 





be punished as hereinafter provided, and all cigarettes in his possession — | 


shall be seized and forfeited to the state.” 


Section 8. Section 84-5613, Revised Codes of Montana. 1947, is 
amended to read as follows: 


“84-5613. Unlawful to transport unstamped cigarettes. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to transport into, receive, carry or move from 
place to place within his state, except in the course of interstate com- 
merce by common carrier, any [unstamped] cigarettes which do not bear 
the insignia required by this act. Any person violating the provisions of 
this section is guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished as herein- 
after provided, and any motor vehicle, airplane, conveyance, vehicle or 
other means of transportation in which cigarettes are being transported, 
together with the cigarettes and other equipment or personal property 
used in connection with such transportation, and found in such means of 
transportation, shall be subject to seizure by the board, its duly authorized 
agent, or any sheriff, or deputy, or other police officer, with or without 
process, and shall be subject to forfeiture in he manner hereinafter 
provided.”

Section 4. Section 84-5603 and 84-5610, Revised Codes of Montana 
1947, and all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. For the mutual interests of the board and licensees, the 
board may conduct an accounting seminar every two (2) years for licensees 
for the purpose of maintaining uniform procedures under the Montana 
Cigarette Sales Act, and the board may collect a registration fee suf- 
ficient to cover actual costs of such seminar. 


Section 6. (1) There is created within the earmarked revenue fund 
a cigarette sales act account for the period July 1, 1967, to June 30, 1969. 
The first twenty-nine thousand dollars ($29,000.00) received under this 
act for each fiscal year shall be deposited o this account. The amount 
exceeding twenty-nine thousand dollars ($29,000.00) received in each fiscal 
year shall be deposited to the general fund.

FORTH IN THE MONTANA CIGARETTE SALES ACT.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 51-303, R.C.M. 1947, is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


“51-3808. Definitions. When used in this act, the following words and 
phrases shall have the meaning ascribed to them in this section, except 
where the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 


(1) “Person” shall mean and include any individual, firm, association, 
company, partnership, corporation for profit or non-profit corporation, joint 
stock company, club, agency, syndicate, co-operative, municipal corporation 
or other political subdivision of this state, trust, receiver, trustee, fiduciary 
and conservator. 


(2) “Wholesaler” shall include any person who: 
(a) purchases cigarettes directly from the manufacturer; or 


(b) purchases cigarettes from any other person who purchases from 
the manufacturer and who acquires such cigarettes solely for the purpose of 
bona fide resale to retail dealers; or 
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(c) services retail outlets by the maintenance of an established place 
of business for the purchase of cigarettes, including, but not limited to the 
maintenance of warehousing facilities for the storage and distribution of 
cigarettes. 


Nothing contained herein shall prevent a person from qualifying in dif- 
ferent capacities as both “wholesaler” and “retailer” under the applicable 
provisions of this act. 


| (3) “Retailer” shall mean and include any person who operates a 
store, stand, booth or concession for the purpose of making sales of cig- 
arettes at retail. 


(4) “Administrative agency” or “board” shall mean the state board of 
equalization of Montana, and where the meaning of the context so requires, 
all deputies and employees duly authorized by such board. 


(5) “Cigarettes” shall mean any roll for smoking made wholly or in 
part of tobacco, irrespective of size or shape and whether or not such to- 
bacco is flavored, adulterated or mixed with any other ingredient, the 
wrapper or cover of which is made of paper or any other substance or 
material except tobacco. 


(6) “Sale” shall mean any transfer for a consideration, exchange, 
barter, gift, offer for sale and distribution, in any manner, or by any means 
whatever. 


(7) “Sell at wholesale’, “sale at wholesale” and “wholesale” sales 
shall mean and include any bona fide transfer of title to cigarettes for a 
valuable consideration, made in the ordinary course of trade or in the usual 
conduct of the wholesaler’s business, to a retailer for the purpose of sale. 


(8) “Sell at retail’, “sale at retail’ and “retail sales” shall mean and 
include any transfer of title to cigarettes for a valuable consideration, made 
in the ordinary course of trade or usual conduct of the seller’s business, to 
the purchaser for consumption or use. 


(9) “Basic cost of cigarettes” shall mean the invoice cost of cigarettes 
to the retailer or wholesaler, as the case may be, or the replacement cost of 
cigarettes to the retailer or wholesaler, as the case may be, in the quantity 
last purchased, whichever is lower. 


(10) (a). The term “cost to wholesaler” shall mean the “basic cost 
of cigarettes” to the wholesaler plus the “cost of doing business by the 
wholesaler” as evidenced [by accounting which shall include allocation of 
overhead costs and expenses, paid or incurred, and must include,] by the 
standards and methods of accounting regularly employed by the said whole- 
saler in his determination of costs for income tax reporting purposes for the 
total operation of his establishment and shall include within said costs, 
without limitation, labor costs (including salaries of executives and officers), 
rent, depreciation, selling costs, maintenance of equipment, delivery costs, 
all types of licenses, business taxes, insurance and advertising. The cost 
of doing business by a wholesaler shall also include any rebates, patronage 
dividends or concessions no matter how defined, and any and all other in- 
direct or overhead costs with respect to the operation of the establishment 
of the said wholesaler, expressed as a percentage and applied to the “basic 
cost of cigarettes.” 


(b) In the absence of the filing with the board of proof which the 
board declares to be satisfactory of a lesser or higher cost of doing business 
by the wholesaler making the sale, the ‘‘cost of doing business by the whole- 
saler” shall be presumed to be five per centum (5%) of the “basic cost of 
cigarettes” to the wholesaler, plus cartage to the retail outlet, if performed 
or paid for by the wholesaler, which cartage cost, in the absence of the 
filing with the board of satisfactory proof of a lesser or higher cost, shall 
be considered to be three-fourths of one per centum (%4 of 1%) of the 
“basic cost of cigarettes” to the wholesaler. 
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(11) (a) The term “cost to the retailer” shall mean the “basic cost of 
cigarettes” to the retailer plus the “cost of doing business by the retailer” as 
evidenced by the standards and methods of accounting regularly employed 
by [him in his allocation of overhead costs and expenses, paid or incurred, 
and must include] the said retailer in his determination of costs for in- 
come tax reporting purposes for the total operation of his establishment 
and shall include within said costs, without limitation, labor costs, (including 
salaries of executives and officers) rent, depreciation, selling costs, main- 
tenance of equipment, delivery costs, all types of licenses, business taxes, 
insurance, [and] advertising, including any rebates or concession no matter 
how defined, and any and all other indirect or overhead costs with respect 
to the operation of the establishment of the said retailer, expressed as a 
percentage and applied to the “basic costs of cigarettes”; provided, how- 
ever, that any retailer who[, in connection with the retailer’s purchases by 
the wholesaler shall] purchases from the manufacturer or from any other 
person at or at less than or about the price normally and usually charged 
for purchases in wholesale quantities shall in determining “cost to the re- 
tailer” pursuant to this subsection, add the “cost of doing business by the 
wholesaler”, [as defined] determined in [section 2 (this section) ] subpara- 
graph 10 (b) of this act, to the “basic cost of cigarettes” to said retailer as 
well as the “cost of doing business by the retailer.” 


(b) In the absence of the filing with the board of satisfactory proof 
of a lesser or higher cost of doing business by the retailer making the sale, 
the “cost of doing business by the retailer” shall be presumed to be ten per 
centum (10%) of the “basic cost of cigarettes” to the retailer. 


(c) In the absence of the filing with the board of satisfactory proof 
of a lesser or higher cost of doing business, the “cost of doing business by 
the retailer,” who, in connection with the retailer’s purchase, received not 
only the discounts ordinarily allowed upon purchases by a retailer, but also, 
in whole or part, the discounts ordinarily allowed upon purchases by a 
wholesaler, shall be presumed to be ten per centum (10%) of the sum of 
ie “basic cost of cigarettes” and the “cost of doing business by the whole- 
saler.”

(f) Semitrailer—as defined in section 32-2105, R.C.M. 1947. 


(g) Dolly or converter gear—a device consisting of one or two axles 
with a fifth wheel and trailer tongue used to support the forward end of a 
semitrailer, thereby converting a semitrailer into a full trailer as defined 
in section 32-2105, R.C.M. 1947. 


[(1)] (2) Width—No vehicle, unladen or with load, shall have a total 
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outside width in excess of ninety-six (96) inches, except buses which may 
have a total outside width not to exceed one hundred two (102) inches, 
and such bus width shall be allowed only on paved highways twenty (20) 
feet or more in width; provided, however, that this restriction does not 
apply to implements of husbandry moved or propelled upon the highway 
during daylight hours for a distance of not more than fifty (50) miles, if 
the movement is incidental to the farming operations of the owner of the 
implement of husbandry; provided, further, that with respect to such imple- 
ments of husbandry having a width in excess of twelve (12) feet, it shall 
be preceded and followed by flagmen escorts for the purpose of warning 
other highway users. 


[(2)] (8) _Height—No vehicle, unladen or with load, shall exceed a 
height of thirteen (138) feet, six (6) inches. 


[(3)] (4) Length—(a) No single truck, unladen or with load, shall 
have an over-all length, inclusive of front and rear bumpers, in excess of 
thirty-five (35) feet. 


(b) No single bus, unladen or with load, shall have an over-all length, 
inclusive of front and rear bumpers, in excess of forty (40) feet. 


[(c) No combination of (1) truck-tractor and semitrailer, (2) truck and 
trailer, or other combination of vehicles, shall consist of more than two 
units except that, at the discretion of the state highway commission, they 
may permit combinations of vehicles of not more than three units consist- 
ing of (8) tractor semitrailer semitrailer converted to full trailer by use of 
a dolly equipped with fifth wheel which shall be considered a part of the 
trailer for all purposes and not as a separate unit, or (4) tractor semitrailer 
full trailer, and no such combination of vehicles, unladen or with load, shall 
have an over-all length, inclusive of front and rear bumpers, in excess of 
sixty (60) feet, provided that when the combination consists of more than 
two (2) units the rear unit of such combination shall be equipped with 
breakaway brakes. ] 


(c) No combination of truck and trailer, tractor and semitrailer, 
tractor-semitrailer-full trailer, or tractor-semitrailer-semitrailer converted 
to a full trailer by use of a dolly equipped with a fifth wheel, shall have an 
over-all length, inclusive of front and rear bumpers, in excess of sixty-five 
(65) feet. The state highway commission may, at its discretion, based on 
evaluation of safety, highway capacity, and economics of highway main- 
tenance and vehicle operation, authorize by special permit notwithstanding 
the provisions of section 32-1127, R.C.M. 1947, the operation of a combina- 
tion of truck, trailer and trailer or tractor, semitrailer, trailer and trailer 
or tractor, semitrailer and semitrailer or truck, semitrailer and semitrailer 
for an over-all length, inclusive of front and rear bumpers, not to exceed 
one hundred five (105) feet. The combinations issued special permits shall 
comply fully with the highway routings designated by the state highway 
commission, the operational and safety standards adopted by the state high- 
way commission, and with the provisions of section 32-3310, subsections (a) 
and (b) enacted as chapter 6, section 6-210, chapter 197, laws of Montana 
1965, and subject to state highway commission regulations regarding length 
of component vehicles. For the purpose of this act, a dolly or converter 
gear shall not be considered a separate vehicle. All trailers and semitrailers 
operating in combinations under this permit shall be equipped with break- 
away brakes. The permit issued under this paragraph shall be for all such 
combinations of the owner or operator and shall expire March 1 of each 
year. 


(d) No motor vehicle shall tow more than one motor vehicle and no 
motor vehicle shall draw more than two motor vehicles attached thereto 
by the dual saddlemount method, that is by mounting the front wheels of 
one vehicle on the bed of another leaving the rear wheels only of such ve- 
hicle in contact with the roadway, nor shall such combination have an 
over-all length, inclusive of front and rear bumpers, in excess of [sixty 
(60)] sixty-five (65) feet. 
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(e) No passenger vehicle or truck of less than two thousand (2,000) 
pounds ‘manufacturers’ rated capacity’ shall tow more than one (1) trailer 
or semitrailer, nor shall such combination have an overall length, inclusive 
of front and rear bumpers, in excess of sixty (60) feet. 


[(4)] (5) Permissible Loads (a) No axle shall carry a load in 
excess of eighteen thousand (18,000) pounds. An axle load shall be de- 
fined as the total load transmitted to the road by all wheels whose centers 
may be included between two (2) parallel transverse vertical planes forty 
(40) inches apart, extending across the full width of the vehicle. 


(b) (i) The gross weight of any group of axles of any vehicle or 
~ combination of vehicles, when the distance between the first and last axles 
of any group of axles is eighteen (18) feet or less, and the gross weight 
of any vehicle when the distance between the first and last axles of all 
the axles of the vehicle is eighteen (18) feet or less, shall not exceed that 
set forth in the following table of weights:

(c) The state highway commission may, based on evaluation of safety, 
highway capacity, and economics of highway maintenance and vehicle op- 
eration, authorize by special permit at a fee of three dollars ($3), specify- 
ing highway routings, the operation of vehicles having two but not more 
than nine axles for which the maximum single axle load shall be twenty 
thousand (20,000) pounds and all axles forty (40) inches or less apart shall 
be considered a single axle, and for which no two (2) consecutive axles 
more than forty (40) inches or less than ninety-six (96) inches apart 
shall carry a load in excess of thirty-four thousand (34,000) pounds. The 
maximum gross weight allowed on any vehicle or combination so authorized 
shall be determined by the formula W equals 500 (LN/N minus 1 plus 
12N plus 36) in which W equals gross weight, L equals wheel base in feet 
and N equals number of axles, provided that the maximum allowable 
gross weight on any group of axles shall not exceed the following values: 


2 axles 40,000 pounds 
3 axles 60,000 pounds 
4 axles 80,000 pounds 
5 axles 85,500 pounds 
6 axles 90,000 pounds 
7 axles 105,500 pounds 
8 axles 105,500 pounds 
9 axles 105,500 pounds 


This subdivision shall have no application to highways which are a part 
of the National System of Interstate and Defense Highways (as referred 
to in Section 127 of Title 23, United States Codes) when such application 
would prevent this state from receiving any federal funds for highway 
purposes. 


(d) The distance between axles shall be measured to the nearest 
foot. When a fractional measurement is exactly one-half (%) foot the 
next larger whole number shall be used. 


(e) The maximum axle and axle group loads stated in paragraphs 
(a), (b) and (c) of clause [(4)] (5) above are subject to reasonable 
reduction in the discretion of the state highway commission during per- 
iods when road subgrades have been weakened by water saturation or other 
causes. 


(f) The operation of vehicles or combinations of vehicles having di- 
mensions or weights in excess of the maximum limits herein recom- 
mended shall be permitted only if and when authorized by special permit 
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issued by the state highway commission or its officers, supervisors or 
agents acting pursuant to duly delegated authority from said commission, 
including the Montana highway patrol. 


(g) Nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to authorize 
without a permit issued as provided by law, the operation of any combina- 
tion of vehicles having any gross weight, axle load or size in excess of that 
authorized in this section, or the operation of any combination of vehicles 
on the National System of Interstate and Defense Highways having any 
gross weight or size in excess of that permitted by operation of law in 
this state prior to July 1, 1956, or by federal law or regulation in excess 
_ thereof, which may be hereafter adopted. If federal law allows establish- 
ment of size and weight limits in excess of those permitted in this sec- 
tion, without penalty or denial of federal funds for highway purposes, the 
state highway commission may authorize the movement on highways under 
its jurisdiction of vehicles or combinations of vehicles of a size or weight 
in excess of the limits provided for in this section, but within the limits 
necessary to qualify for federal aid highway funds.” 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


Section 2. Section 32-1127, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“32-1127. Permits for excess size and weight. The state highway com- 
mission, and local authorities in their respective jurisdiction, may, in their 
discretion, upon application in writing and good cause being shown therefor, 
issue a special permit in writing, authorizing the applicant to operate or 
move a vehicle of a size or weight exceeding the maximum specified in this 
act upon any highway under the jurisdiction of and for the maintenance 
of which the body granting the permit is responsible; provided, however, 
that only the state highway commission shall have the discretion to issue 
permits for movement of vehicles carrying built-up or reducible loads in 
excess of nine (9) feet in width or exceeding the length, height, or weight 
specified in this act said permit shall be issued in the public interest; pro- 
vided, however, that any carrier receiving this permit must have public 
liability and property damage insurance for the protection of the traveling 
public as a whole. No permit shall be issued for a period of more than nine 
(9) months. 


The applicant for any special permit shall specifically describe the 
powered vehicle or towing vehicle and generally describe the type of ve- 
hicle or load to be operated or moved and the particular state highways 
over which the vehicle or load is to be moved and whether such permit is 
required for a single trip or for continuous operation. All fees collected 
under this act shall be forwarded to the state treasurer for deposit in the 
state highway general fund. 


(a) Special Permits — Discretion of Issuer — Conditions. The state 
highway commission or local authority is authorized to issue or withhold 
such special permit at its discretion, or, if such permit is issued, to limit 
the number of trips, or to establish seasonal or other time limitations within 
which the vehicle described may be operated on the public highways in- 
dicated, or otherwise to limit or prescribe conditions of operation of such 
vehicle or vehicles when necessary to assure against damage to the road 
foundation, surfaces or structures or safety of traffic and may require 
such undertaking or other security as may be deemed necessary to com- 
pensate for injury to any roadway or road structure. 


(b) Special Permits—Fees. The following fees, in addition to the 
regular license and gross vehicle weight fees, shall be paid for all move- 
ments under special permits on the public highways under the jurisdiction 
of the state highway commission: 


Three dollars ($38.00) for each permit issued in excess of the size and 
weight specified in this act; provided, however, that term or blanket per- 
mits shall not be issued for overwidth loads in excess of fifteen (15) feet, 
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overlength loads in excess of seventy (70) feet and combinations of vehicles 
in excess of one hundred five (105) feet, and overheight loads in excess 
of a limit determined by the state highway commission. Loads in excess of 
these dimensions will be limited to trip permits. 


In addition to the three dollar ($3.00) fee specified herein for over- 
weight permits, there shall be charged for single trip permits: five dollars 
($5.00) for distances to and including one hundred (100) miles; fifteen 
dollars ($15.00) for distances from one hundred one (101) to one hundred 
ninety-nine (199) miles; and twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for distances 
over two hundred (200) miles traveled, for such excess load over the 
gross allowable load specified in this section or the sum of the excess axle 
loads, whichever is greater. 


(c) Special Permits—Misrepresentations and Violations—Penalty— 
Display of Permit. Any person who knowingly and willfully misrepresents 
the size or weight of any load in obtaining a special permit or does not 
follow the requirements and conditions of the special permit or who oper- 
ates any vehicle, the gross weight of which is in excess of the maximum 
for which such vehicle may be eligible for license, without first obtaining 
a special permit, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Every special permit issued hereunder shall be carried in the vehicle or 
combination of vehicles to which it refers and shall be open to inspection 
by any peace officer, officer of the Montana highway patrol, or employees 
of the state highway commission. 


A peace officer, officer of the Montana highway patrol, or employees 
of the state highway commission who shall find any person operating a 
vehicle in violation of the conditions of a special permit issued hereunder 
may confiscate such permit and forward the same to the state highway 
commission which may return it to the permittee or revoke, cancel, or sus- 
pend it without refund. The state highway commission shall keep a record 
of all action taken upon permits so confiscated and if a permit shall be 
returned to the permittee, the action taken by the commission shall be en- 
dorsed thereon. Any permittee whose permit is suspended or revoked may, 
upon request, receive a hearing before the commission or person designated 
by the commission. The commission, after such hearing, may reinstate any 
permit or revise its previous action.” 


Section 3. This act is effective January 1, 1968.

[Thirty (80) months 
after the date when contributions first accrue under this act from the em- 
ployer,] Benefits [shall become] are payable from the fund to any indi- 
vidual, who [thereafter] is or becomes unemployed and eligible for benefits 
as is herein prescribed; provided, however, that wages earned for services 
performed as an employee representative as defined in the Railroad Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act (52 Stat. 1094), or for services performed for an

(a) If he has left work without good cause attributable to the em- 
ployment [for a period of not less than two (2) or more than five (5) 
weeks (in addition to and immediately following the waiting period), as 
determined by the commission according to the circumstances in each case] 
unless he immediately accepts other employment in good faith to improve 
his employment status or to lengthen his employment opportunity. Such 
disqualification shall continue for the duration of his unemployment fol- 
lowing such leaving work and thereafter until he is employed by the same 
or another employer for a period in excess of three (3) consecutive work 
weeks. No benefit payments or amounts paid any individual after having 
left work without good cause attributable to the employment shall ever 
be charged under Section 87-109 against any employer (whose employment 
the individual left) on account of that particular employment. 


(b) If he has been discharged: 


(1) For misconduct connected with his work, or affecting his em- 
ployment, for a period of not less than two (2) nor more than nine (9) 
weeks (in addition to and immediately following the waiting period), as 
determined by the commission in each case according to the seriousness 
of the misconduct. 


(2) For gross misconduct connected with his work or committed on 
the employer’s premises, as determined by the commission, for a period 
of twelve (12) months. 


No benefit payments or amounts paid any individual after having been 
discharged for misconduct shall ever be charged under Section 87-109 
against any employer (from whose employment the individual was dis- 
charged for misconduct as above provided) on account of that particular 
employment. 


(c) If he failed, without good cause, either to apply for available 
and suitable work when so directed by the employment office or the com- 
mission or to accept suitable work offered to him which he is physically 
able and mentally qualified to perform, or to return to his customary self- 
employment (if any) when so directed by the commission. Such disquali- 
fication shall continue for the week in which such failure occurred and for 
not less than two (2) nor more than five (5) weeks in addition to the 
waiting week which immediately follow such week as determined by the 
commission according to the circumstances in each case. 


(1) In determining whether or not any work is suitable for an in- 
dividual, the commission shall consider the degree of risk involved to his 
health, safety, and morals, his physical fitness and prior training, his ex- 
perience and previous earnings, his length of unemployment and prospects 
for securing local work in his customary occupation, and the distance of 
the available work from his residence. 


(2) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this act, no work shall 
be deemed suitable and benefits shall not be denied under this act to any 
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otherwise eligible individual for refusing to accept new work under any 
of the following conditions: 


(A) If position offered is vacant due directly to a strike, lockout, 
or other labor dispute; 


(B) If the wages, hours, or other conditions of the work offered are 
substantially less favorable to the individual than those prevailing for 
similar work in the locality; 


(C) If as a condition of being employed the individual would be re- 
quired to join a company union or to resign from or refrain from joining 
any bona fide labor organization. 


(d) For any week with respect to which the commission finds that 
his total unemployment is due to a stoppage of work which exists because 
of a labor dispute at the factory, establishment, or other premises at which 
he is or was last employed, provided that this subsection shall not apply 
if it is shown to the satisfaction of the commission that— 


(1) He is not participating in or financing or directly interested in 
the labor dispute which caused the stoppage of work; and 


(2) He does not belong to a grade or class of workers of which im- 
mediately before the commencement of the stoppage, there were mem- 
bers employed at the premises at which the stoppage occurs, any of whom 
are participating in or financing or directly interested in the dispute; 


Provided, that if in any case separate branches of work which are 
commonly conducted as separate businesses in separate premises are con- 
ducted in separate departments of the same premises, each such depart- 
ment shall, for the purpose of this subsection, be deemed to be a separate 
factory, establishment, or other premises; provided, further that if the 
commission, upon investigation, shall find that such labor dispute is caused 
by the failure or refusal of any employer to conform to the provisions of 
any law of the state wherein the labor dispute occurs or of the United 
States pertaining to collective bargaining, hours, wages or other condi- 
tions of work, such labor dispute shall not render the workers ineligible 
for benefits. 


(e) For any week with respect to which he is receiving or has re- 
ceived payments in the form of— 


(1) Wages in lieu of notice or seperation or termination allowance; 


(2) Compensation for disability under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Law or the Occupational Disease Law of this or any other state or under 
a similar law of the United States; 


(3) Benefits under the Railroad Unemployment Insurance Act or any 
state unemployment compensation act or similar laws of any state or of 
the United States. This disqualification does not apply to any week with 
respect to which an individual is receiving or has received benefits under 
an unemployment compensation law of another state or of the United 
States, if any such benefits are paid pursuant to Section 87-129. 


Receipt of any wages, compensation or benefits as set forth in sub. 
sections (1), (2), or (8) above, after payment of unemployment benefits, 
and with respect to the same week for which unemployment benefits were 
received, will thereupon require such individual to repay such unemploy- 
ment benefits and the commission may collect such unemployment benefits 
in the ee manner as provided for collection of benefits under Section 
87-145 (d). 


(f) During the school year (within the autumn, winter and spring 
seasons of the year) or the vacation periods within such school year or 
during any prescribed school term if claimant is a student regularly at- 
tending an established educational institution. 
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(g) For any week wherein claimant leaves her most recent work to 
be married. Such disqualification shall cancel all existing wage credits 
and shall continue until such time as subsequently to such week additional 
wage credits shall have been earned so as to be eligible for benefits under 
Section 87-105. 


(h) Where retired and entitled to receive retirement compensation 
in excess of one hundred dollars ($100.00) per calendar month paid in 
whole or in part from funds furnished by an employing unit, such dis- 
qualification to be applied as follows: All wages earned by such individual 
in the employment from which he has been retired shall not be considered 
or included in determining his wage credits or weekly benefit amount under 
Sections 87-103 or 87-105. No benefit payments or amounts paid any retired 
individual shall ever be charged under Section 87-109 against any employ- 
ing unit from whose employment the individual is retired and entitled to 
receive retirement compensation, on account of that particular employment, 
unless and until the commission shall determine (upon hearing, if requested 
by employer, and after at least ten (10) days’ written notice of such hear- 
ing to said employer) that the individual was not retired by the employer 
acting in good faith. This disqualification does not extend to the receipt 
of benefits under the Federal Social Security Act, as amended. 


(i) For any week wherein claimant leaves her most recent employ- 
ment during pregnancy, and due to such pregnancy, and such disqualifica- 
tions shall continue through the period of pregnancy unless claimant pre- 
sents evidence of her physical ability to work at such employment. At any 
time after the seventh month of pregnancy a claimant, to establish eligibil- 
ity must present evidence of physical ability to work at such employment. 
Further, at any time during the first two (2) months following childbirth, 
a claimant, to establish eligibility, must present evidence of her physical 
ability to work at such employment. In any of the cases set forth here- 
inbefore, such evidence of eligibility must be in the form of a certificate 
of a duly licensed physician that such claimant is physically able to work 
at her most recent employment, and such evidence must be presented as 
often as requested by the commission. No benefit payments or amount 
paid any individual after having left work because of pregnancy or child- 
birth shall ever be charged under Section 87-109 against the employer 
(whose employment the individual left because of pregnancy or because 
of childbirth) on account of that particular employment. 


(j) For any week wherein claimant leaves her most recent work to 
change her place of residence in order to remain with her husband or rela- 
tive. Such disqualification shall cancel all existing wage credits and shall 
continue until such time as subsequently to such week additional wage 
credits shall have been earned so as to be eligible for benefits under Section 
87-105.’ 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 
Section 4. Section 87-109, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“87-109. Contributions. (a) Payment. (1) [On and after January 
1, 1937,] Contributions shall accrue and become payable by each employer 
for each calendar year in which he is subject to this act, with respect to 
wages as defined in Section 87-149 (c), paid for employment (as defined in 
this act) occurring during such calendar year. Such contributions shall 
become due and be paid by each employer to the commission for the fund 
in accordance with such regulations as the commission may prescribe and 
shall not be deducted, in whole or in part, from the wages of individuals in 
his employ. 


(2) In the payment of any contributions, a fractional part of a cent 
shall be disregarded unless it amounts to one-half (4%) cent or more, in 
which case it shall be increased to one (1) cent. 


(b) Rate of Contribution. (1) Each employer shall pay contribu- 
tions [equal to the following percentage] at the rate of three and three- 
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tenths (3.3) per centum of wages, as defined in Section 87-149 (c), paid by 
him with respect to such employment[:]. 


[(A) One and eight-tenths (1.8) per centum with respect to employ- 
ment during the calendar year 1937;] 


[(B) Two and seven-tenths (2.7) per centum with respect to em- 
ployment during the calendar years 1938, 1939, 1940, 1941, and for each 
calendar year thereafter,] except as [herein] provided in subsection (c) 
of this section. 


(c) Experience rating. The commission shall for [the calendar year 
1947 and for] each calendar year [thereafter], classify employers in accord- 
ance with their actual contribution and unemployment exeprience and 
shall determine for each employer the rate of contribution which shall apply 
to him throughout the calendar year in order to reflect said experience and 
classification. The commission shall apply such form of classification or 
experience rating system which is best calculated to rate individually and 
most equitably the employment for each employer and to encourage the 
stabilization of employment. In making such classification, the commission 
shall take account, each to an equal extent, of the following factors relat- 
ing to the unemployment hazard shown by each employer on the basis of 
(1) average annual net percentage declines in taxable payrolls for the last 
three (3) years prior to computation date; (2) number of years the em- 
ployer has paid contributions; and (8) chargebacks to the individual em- 
ployer account upon the last employer basis. The computation date is 
hereby fixed as of the close of business on June 30th of the preceding calen- 
dar year. 


The rates for the second calendar quarter of calendar year [1961] 1967 
and thereafter, except as hereinafter provided, shall be so fixed that they 
would, if applied to all employers and their total taxable annual payrolls 
for the preceding calendar year, have yielded total paid contributions equal- 
ing approximately [one and five-tenths (1.5)] one and sixty-five hun- 
dredths (1.65) per centum of the total of all such payrolls. 


The commission shall determine the contribution rate applicable to 
each employer for any calendar year subject to the following limitations: 


(1) [Each employer’s rate shall be two and seven-tenths (2.7) per 
centum unless and until there have been five (5) years prior to the com- 
putation date throughout which the employer has paid contributions at the 
rate of two and seven-tenths (2.7) per centum.] Each employer who has 
paid contributions for less than five (5) years prior to the computation 
date shall pay contributions at the rate of two and seven-tenths (2.7) per 
centum until completion of such five (5) year period, except that if at any 
time after the first two (2) years it is determined that benefit payments 
charged to such employer’s account during the years prior to any compu- 
tation date, exceeded the amount of his contributions for those years, then 
his contribution rate shall increase to three and three-tenths (3.3) per 
centum for the balance of the five (5) year period, unless he makes a 
voluntary contribution as provided in Section 87-109 (c) (4). Such volun- 
tary contribution must be applied first to the earliest of the five (5) years 
and then to subsequent years in the order provided in Section 87-109 (c) (4). 


(2) The classified contribution rates [for the calendar year 1947, and 
thereafter, except as hereinafter provided, shall be: one (1.0) per centum, 
one and one-half (1.5) per centum, two (2.0) per centum, two and one-half 
(2.5) per centum, and two and seven-tenths (2.7) per centum. The classi- 
fied contribution rates] for the calendar year [1953] 1967 and thereafter, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall be: five-tenths (.5) of one per centum, 
seven-tenths (.7) of one per centum, nine-tenths (.9) of one per centum, 
one and one-tenth (1.1) per centum, one and three-tenths (1.3) per centum, 
one and five-tenths (1.5) per centum, one and seven-tenths (1.7) per 
centum, one and nine-tenths (1.9) per centum, two and one-tenth (2.1) per 
centum, two and three-tenths (2.3) per centum, two and five-tenths (2.5) 
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per centum, two and seven-tenths (2.7) per centum, two and nine-tenths 
(2.9) per centum, three and one-tenth (3.1) per centum and three and three- 
tenths (38.8) per centum. 


(3) No employer shall be assigned a classified contribution rate 
higher than the second classified rate above the rate which was assigned 
to him for the last preceding calendar year except for the year [1961] 1967 
and further as hereinafter provided. 


(4) No employer’s rate shall be fixed below [two and seven-tenths 
(2.7) ] three and three-tenths (3.8) per centum whose benefit payments 
charged as most recent employer have, in the last three (3) years pre- 
ceding the computation date, exceeded the amount of his contributions for 
those years, provided, that [for the calendar year 1957 and thereafter, ] 
any employer may, for the purpose of avoiding the provisions of this sub- 
section, have the option of making a voluntary contribution to the unem- 
ployment compensation fund to cancel the amount by which the benefit 
payments charged to him under Section 87-109 (c) during the last three 
(3) completed fiscal years exceed his contributions for the same three (3) 
years. Such voluntary contribution shall be applied first to cancel the 
amount by which benefits exceed contributions in the earliest of the three 
(3) years preceding the computation date, any remaining to cancel the ex- 
cess in the second earliest year preceding the computation date, and any 
further remaining to cancel the excess in the most recent year preceding the 
computation date. Whenever the benefit payments charged to an eligible 
employer in the last three (3) fiscal years exceed his contributions for the 
same period, the commission shall notify him of the amount of such excess 
and the rate which would be applicable to him for the ensuing calendar year, 
if he exercises the option. Such employer must exercise the option of mak- 
ing the voluntary contribution allowed by this section within thirty (30) 
days after receipt of such notice; otherwise his rate for the ensuing cal- 
endar year shall be fixed at [two and seven-tenths (2.7)] three and three- 
tenths (3.3) per centum. 


(5) Rates as fixed by the commission shall stand and be in effect 
unless and until the cash reserves in the unemployment compensation trust 
fund at any time in the future fall below, and remain below, eighteen mil- 
lion dollars ($18,000,000.00) continously for a period of one (1) year, then 
employer rates effective at the beginning of the next succeeding calendar 
quarter shall be so fixed that they would, if applied to all employers and 
their total taxable annual payrolls for the preceding calendar year, have 
yielded total paid contributions equalling approximately two (2) per centum 
of the total of all such payrolls, and shall continue at the two (2) per 
centum average rate until cash reserves in the unemployment compensa- 
tion trust fund exceed twenty-six million dollars ($26,000,000.00) at which 
time all employer rates shall again be so fixed to bring an average return 
of [one and five-tenths (1.5)] one and sixty-five hundredths (1.65) per 
centum as in this section hereinabove provided; if reserves remain below 
eighteen million dollars ($18,000,000.00) continously for a period of two (2) 
years, then the contribution rate of all employers subject to this act shall 
return to a uniform rate of [two and seven-tenths (2.7)] three and three- 
tenths (8.8) per centum effective at the beginning of the next succeeding 
calendar quarter, and shall continue at the [two and seven-tenths (2.7) | 
three and three-tenths (3.3) per centum rate until cash reserves in the un- 
employment compensation trust fund exceed twenty-six million dollars 
($26,000,000.00) at which time all employer rates shall again be so fixed 
to bring an average return of [one and five-tenths (1.5)] one and sixty-five 
hundredths (1.65) per centum as in this section hereinabove provided. 


(6) The commission shall by regulation adopt such procedures as may 
be necessary for the substitution, merging or acquisition of any employer 
account by an employing unit, and the transfer of such employer account 
rights, contributions, benefit experience and ratings to the successor em- 
ploying unit or units. 


_ (7) The commission shall by regulation provide for the proper noti- 
fication of employers of the classification and rate of contributions applic- 
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able to their accounts. Such notification shall be final for all purposes 
unless and until such employer files a written request with the commission 
for a redetermination or hearing thereon within thirty (30) days after 
receipt of such notice. The provisions of Section 87-107 applicable to appeals 
under claims procedure shall apply with like purpose and effect, and be 
applicable to hearings and request for redeterminations of classifications 
and rates of contribution filed by employers hereunder. 


(8) ‘Annual taxable payroll’ means the total of the four (4) quar- 
ters of taxable payrolls of an employer preceding the computation date as 
fixed herein. 


(9) No employer’s account shall be charged with benefits paid to 
any claimant in determining the contribution rate of such employer unless 
the employer has had notice of the claim for benefits and has been given 
opportunity for hearing as an interested party in the manner provided in 
Sections 87-107 and 87-108. Written notice of any hearing shall be mailed 
to employer not less than ten (10) days prior to the date set. 


(d) Wages in excess of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00). [Com- 
mencing January 1, 1941,] The provisions of this act requiring the payment 
of contributions by employers subject to this act shall apply only to wages 
paid up to and including three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) by an employer 
to an employee with respect to employment during any calendar year.”

If any clause, sentence, section, paragraph or part of this 
act shall for any reason be adjudged by any court of competent jurisdiction

Be It Enacted By The Legislative Assembly of The State of Montana: 
Section 1. Section 75-1630, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“75-1630. Transfer of funds. Children may attend public elementary 
schools in districts in the county outside of the district in which they 
reside, or in a district in an adjoining county, or in a district in a county 
in another state when the district in such other state adjoins the district 
in which they reside, or is situated in a county in such other state, 
which county adjoins the state of Montana, when written permission is

secured from the board of trustees of the district in which they reside, 
the board of trustees of the district in which they are to attend school, 
and when written permission has been given by the county superintendents 
of schools of the counties concerned [county in which the children reside. ] 
Permission must be granted for such attendance in another district within 
or without the county of such children’s residence when the following 
conditions exist: 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


1. When a child lives less than three (8) miles from a public ele- 
mentary school in another district or county and three (3) or more miles 
from a public elementary school in the district or county of his own 
residence. 


2. When a child resides more than three (8) miles distance from a 
public elementary school within his own district or county and no trans- 
portation is furnished by the home district or county to such school. 


3. When regular bus transportation is furnished by a public elemen- 
tary school in another district or county and his own district or county 
does not furnished transportation. 


Such distances mentioned above shall be measured from the point 
where the private family dwelling house is situated to the schoolhouse by 
the shortest traveled route. 


4, When a family has children who must attend high school outside 
of its own district or county and such family also has elementary school 
children who can more conveniently attend the elementary grades in the 
same district where the high school is located, provided such elementary 
children live more than three (8) miles from the home school or that a 
pereut must move to town to provide high school education for his chil- 

ren. 


5. When the county superintendent of schools of the county where 
the child resides, for any other reason than stated above shall approve 
the attendance of any child in a public elementary school in another 
county. In approving such attendance in another district or county, the 
county superintendent shall take in consideration such items as distance 
to school, road conditions, trading center of parents, opportunity to live 
with relatives, dormitory facilities, living conditions, transportation and 
type of educational program. 


If the board of trustees of the district to be attended shall find that, 
due to insufficient room and overcrowding the accreditation of the receiv- 
ing school in the ensuing school year would be adversely affected by ac- 
ceptance of a transfer pupil from another school district, the board may 
disapprove the attendance provided it mails written notice of disapproval to 
the parents or guardian of the pupil within fifteen (15) days after written 
notification by the county superintendent of the proposed attendance. 


In the event that the residence, for determining tuition obligations, of 
such child is in dispute, then the rules for determining residence as outlined 
in section 83-303, shall be used by the county superintendent of the county 
of the child’s residence, or in case the dispute is between districts of two 
counties by the county superintendents of such counties, to finally deter- 
mine the residence of such child. 


When approval of attendance in another district within or without 
the county has been granted, the district in which such child resides shall 
pay to the school district where such child attends, an amount based on 
the following tuition rates: in the case of attendance at an elementary 
school with an average number belonging up to one hundred (100), the 
tuition to be paid shall be two hundred seventy-five dollars ($275); where 
the school attended has an average number belonging between one. hundred 
one (101) and three hundred (300), the tuition shall be two hundred fifty 
dollars ($250); and where the school attended has an average number be- 
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longing over three hundred (800), the tuition rate shall be two hundred 
twenty-five dollars ($225) per pupil. 


It is hereby made the duty of the board of school budget supervisors 
in approving the budgets, to include therein an item to care for the above 
tuition, if this has not already been done by the board of trustees in pre- 
paring the budget for the district. 


Applications for permission to attend a school outside the district or | 
county shall be made to the county superintendent before July 1, previous 
to the year of attendance, excepting in those cases where circumstances 
prevent such application. These applications are to be approved or dis- 
approved, except as otherwise provided by law, by the county superinten- 
dents concerned by the trustees of the district in which the pupil resides, 
and by the trustees of the district the pupil wishes to attend. However, 
nothing in this section shall be so construed as to deny a parent whose 
children cannot qualify under this section the right to send his children, at 
his own expense, to a public elementary school of any other district willing 
to accept them. Such parent must pay to the receiving district, tuition in 
the amount set forth herein. 


At the close of the school term of the year in which such pupil attends 
this school outside the district, the clerk of such district shall transmit 
to the county superintendent the names of pupils from other districts 
attending his school, together with the number of days attended. This in- 
formation in turn shall be transmitted by the county superintendent to the 
districts affected and such district shall reimburse the school attended for 
all pupils of its district; provided such pupil has attended at least forty 
(40) days. This amount of reimbursement shall be made an item of the 
budget for the coming year and reimbursement shall be made to the district 
of attendance out of the first funds available to the budget; provided, 
however, that the trustees of the district receiving pupils from another 
district may waive any or all tuition; provided, however, that such waiver 
must apply equally to all pupils, and provided, further, that the amount 
of this tuition shall not reduce the foundation program of the school 
paying it, but shall be an additional item added to it to be raised without 
a vote of the people; and provided further, that the district receiving the 
tuition may apply it against the needs of the budget after the regular 
district, county and state aid have been received... 


In the case of a district which does not operate a school, the amount 
of this tuition can be raised without a vote of the people if the five (5) mill 
sabe levy and other local revenue is insufficient to raise the amount 
needed. 


It shall be the responsibility of the superintendent of schools and the 
boards or trustees of the public elementary schools sending and receiving 
the pupils and the county superintendents of the schools concerned [of the 
county of the pupils’ residence] to determine and agree upon eligibility of 
pupils transferring under the provisions of this act; provided, that an 
appeal may be taken to the state superintendent of public instruction. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


Whenever elementary pupils residing in Montana are approved for 
attendance in an elementary school in an adjoining state; and whenever 
elementary pupils in an adjoining state are approved for attendance in 
an elementary school in Montana, the above schedule of tuition payments 
may be waived and payments arrived at on a reciprocal basis with the 
state involved. The state superintendent of public instruction is hereby 
authorized to negotiate with the state superintendent of public instruction 
of each state involved in arriving at tuition payments, which may either 
be on a per pupil basis of a flat amount or on an actual cost basis. 


Whenever a child has been declared by a district court of the state of 
Montana a dependent and neglected child as defined in section 10-501, 
or a juvenile delinquent child, as defined in section 10-602, and has been 
ordered to be placed in a duly licensed child care institution in the state 
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of Montana, which institution is approved by the state department of public 
welfare, and as a result of such order such child is required to attend a 
public elementary school in a school district outside of the district in 
which he resides the district receiving such pupil shall be entitled 
to receive tuition on the basis of the schedule established in this act, 
provided that the geographical relationship of the receiving district to the 
district of residence shall be of no consequence.

Be It Enacted By The Legislative Assembly of The State of Montana: 
Section 1. 


1. It is the public policy of the state to safeguard the health and 
well-being of citizens of the state with reference to the use of blood in 
the treatment of many human diseases, as well as its use in treatment of 
injuries as result of casualties or disasters. Use of blood in this manner 
has increased to such proportions that, in the public interest there is need 
for establishing minimum standards for the control and licensing of the 
activities of blood banks. 


2. For the purposes of this act, unless otherwise required by the 
context; 


(a) “Act” means this act and any rule or regulation adopted here- 
under; 


(b) “Person” means a natural person, partnership, association, cor- 
poration, institution, agency, or other similar type of entity; 


(c) “Blood” means human blood or human plasma; 


(d) “Blood bank” means any commercial or non-commercial activity 
involving the handling of blood or plasma, intended to be used for thera- 
peutic or prophylactic purposes, which participates in any of the following 
operations: collection, processing, storage or distribution of blood; 


(e) “Collection” means the obtaining of blood by the bleeding of 
donors; 


f) “Processing” means the technical stages required to prepare and 
identify the blood as to its suitability; 


(g) “Storage” means the holding of blood in connection with collection 
or processing prior to distribution or transfusion; 


(h) “Distribution” means the removal of blood from a blood bank 
to any location for processing or storage or for the purpose of providing 
the blood for therapeutic or prophylactic purposes; 


(i) “Licensee” means a person holding a license under the provisions 
of this act; 


(j) “Board” means the state board of health. 


3. No person shall hereafter operate or conduct a blood bank in this 
state unless duly licensed by the state board of health under the pro- 
visions of this act. The licenses required by this act shall be in addition 
to any other license or permit required by any board of health or other 
body exercising the powers of such a board in any municipality or district 
in this state. Licenses hereunder shall not be transferrable and a new 
license is required whenever location, ownership, or medical director of a 
bank is changed. 
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All such licenses shall expire on December 31 in each calendar year 
and applications for renewal therefor shall be made on or before November 
10 on forms provided by the board of health. A fee of twenty-five dollars 
($25) shall accompany the original application for a license and ten dollars 
($10) for each renewal thereof. The original or a certified copy of the 
license shall be conspicuously displayed by the licensee at the premises oc- 
cupied as a blood bank. 


4. A license shall be issued to any person who has been conducting 
a blood bank prior to the effective date of this act upon submission of a 
properly completed application form and payment of an application fee of 


_ twenty-five dollars ($25). Said license shall be renewable as provided in 


this act and shall be subject to all the provisions of this act. 


5. No licensee shall collect blood hereafter unless he has first obtained 
from the prospective donor a completed registration statement which shall 
set forth the name and address of the donor and shall contain such other 
information as the rules and regulations adopted hereunder shall require. 


Section 2. 


1. The standards of operation for blood banks, including standards 
for the collection, processing, storage, and distribution of blood for thera- 
peutic or prophylactic purposes shall be established by rules and regula- 
tions adopted and promulgated by the State Board of Health. Such rules 
and regulations shall be incorporated in and made a part of the rules and 
regulations of the State Board of Health. 


2. The rules and regulations so promulgated shall include but not be 
limited to provision for: 


(a) Qualifications for personnel employed in a blood bank, including 
but not limited to provision for qualified medical supervision. 


(b) Restrictions upon the use of blood donors, including but not 
limited to identification, qualification, record of medical history, physical 
limitations for the protection of the donor and ultimate donee. 


(c) Standards for collection, processing, storage, and distribution of 
blood, including but not limited to methods, labeling and container identifi- 
cation, necessary laboratory tests, inspections and dating. 


(d) Evaluation of performance of blood banks. 


3. In making any such rules and regulations the State Board of 
Health shall take into account any limitations which may result from 
local conditions or problems arising from the geographical location, or the 
medical, paramedical, or personnel problems and needs of the locality. 


Section 3. 


1. Any license issued in accordance with the provisions of this act 
may be suspended or revoked by the State Board of Health, or its agent 
duly authorized to act, for a violation of any of the provisions of this act. 


2. The board, before refusing to grant a license, or before suspending 
or revoking a license previously granted, except as hereinafter provided 
in subsection 4 hereunder, shall give or cause to be given notice to the 
applicant or licensee personally, or by mail addressed to him at his last 
known address, and afford him an opportunity to be heard with respect 
thereto at a time and place specified in such notice. Such applicant or 
licensee shall have the right to be heard in person or by attorney, and to 
offer evidence pertinent to the subject of the hearing. A duly certified 
copy of the order of the board issued as a result of such hearing shall be 
served on the applicant or the licensee by mail personally addressed to him 
at his last known address, except if such applicant or licensee be a corpora- 
tion then the order shall be served in the same manner upon any officer or 
registered agent of the corporation. 
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3. The board, or its duly authorized agent, shall enforce the pro- 
visions of this act and may make complaints against persons violating its 
provisions or the rules or regulations issued thereunder and prosecute 
violations of the same. 


The board, or its duly authorized agents, shall have the power and 
authority to enter and inspect any blood bank and to make such investi- 
gation of the premises and the books and records as is reasonably necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this act. 


It shall be the violation of this act for any person to obstruct, hinder, 
delay or interfere, by force or otherwise, with the performance by the 
board or its duly authorized agents, of any duty under the provisions 
of this act. 


4. If the board, or its executive officer, shall have reason to believe 
that a condition exists or has occurred at a blood bank, in violation of the 
provisions of this act, which is dangerous to the public health, it may 
order such blood bank to correct such violation and may suspend the license 
of the blood bank until such correction is completed. If a licensee shall 
deny that a violation exists or has occurred, he shall have the right to 
apply to the board for a hearing which hearing may be held before the 
executive officer of the board or some agent duly authorized by the board 
to hold such. Such hearing shall be held and a decision rendered within 
forty-eight (48) hours of the receipt of said request. If the board, the exe- 
cutive officer, or a duly authorized agent for such, shall rule against the 
licensee, the licensee shall have the right to apply for injunctive relief 
against such order. Jurisdiction for such injunctive relief shall be in the 
district court. 


5. Any person who violates the provisions of this act or any order 
of the board shall be liable for the first offense to a penalty, to be estab- 
lished by the board, of not less than one hundred dollars ($100) nor more 
than one thousand dollars ($1,000) and for the second and each succeed- 
ing offense for a penalty of not less than five hundred dollars ($500) nor 
more than five thousand dollars ($5,000). Each day of continued operation 
shall constitute a separate offense. The penalties herein provided shall 
be enforced by the board as plaintiff in a summary proceeding in the 
district court.

A bill for an act entitled: “An act to provide for the zoning by the 
legislature of certain lands adjacent to the interstate and primary system 
highways as commercial and for zoning and rezoning in certain cases by 
the boards of county commissioners, or through their authority in accord- 
ance with presently existing or hereafter enacted statutes; to provide that 
the zoning hereby effected shall not, in itself, affect any taxes levied 
against real property or any assessment or assessment classification; to 
provide for the control of outdoor advertising adjacent to the interstate 
and primary systems; to provide for the administration of such outdoor 
advertising controls; all in conformity with the Federal Highway Beautifi- 
eation Act of 1965; and containing a severability clause.” 


Be It Enacted By The Legislative Assembly of The State of Montana: 


Section 1. Declaration of policy. The legislature recognizing the 
public investment in highways and in justification of these expenditures, 
particularly the cost of maintenance which is borne wholly by state funds, 
finds and declares that it is necessary to promulgate a public policy of 
the state zoning with uniform application adjacent to the interstate and 
primary systems within this state to promote their maximum utilization 
by encouraging the development of roadside businesses to serve the needs 
and pleasures of the travelling public, as well as to stimulate tourism, 
commerce, and for purposes of planning the general growth of the state’s 
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economy. Further, desiring to insure reasonable compliance with the 
Highway Beautification Act of 1965, it is the intention of the legislature 
in this act to provide a statutory basis for the regulation of outdoor adver- 
tising consistent with the public policy relating to areas adjacent to the 
interstate and primary systems as declared herein and by Congress in 
Title 23, United States Code, “Highways”. 


Section 2. Definitions. As used in this act: 


(a) “Interstate system” means that portion of the national system 
of interstate and defense highways located within this state, as officially 
designated, or as may hereafter be so designated, by the state highway 
commission, and approved by the secretary of commerce or secretary of 
transportation, pursuant to the provisions of Title 23, United States Code. 


(b) “Primary system” means that portion of connected main high- 
ways, as officially designated, or as may hereafter be so designated, by 
the state highway commission, and approved by the secretary of commerce 
or secretary of transportation, pursuant to the provisions of Title 23, 
United States Code. 


(c) “Sign” or “outdoor advertising’? means an outdoor sign, display, 
light, device, figure, painting, drawing, message, plaque, poster, billboard, 
or other thing which is designed, intended or used to advertise or inform, 
any part of the advertising or informational contents of which is visible 
from any place on the main-travelled way of the interstate or primary 
systems. 


(d) “Erect” means to place, construct, create, or bring into being 
a sign, display or device, but does not include changing copy upon, or the 
repair or replacement of, an existing legal sign, display or device. 


(e) “Maintain” means to allow to exist. 


(f) “Unzoned commercial or industrial area’? means an area as defined 
and determined under section 5. 


“Municipality” means an incorporated city, town, or village, but 
does not include counties, townships, or other rural areas. 


Section 8. Limitations on outdoor advertising. Subject to the pro- 
visions for the removal of nonconforming signs and the payment of just 
compensation therefor, contained in sections 8 and 9 herein, no sign shall, 
after January 1, 1968, be erected or maintained within 660 feet of the 
nearest edge of the right-of-way and visible from the main-travelled way 
of any highway which is a part of the interstate or primary system in 
this state, except the following: 


(a) Official signs, including directional signs and notices, which 
shall include, but not be limited to, signs and notices pertaining to natural 
wonders, scenic and historic attractions, as authorized or required by law, 
subject to national standards to be promulgated by the secretary of 
commerce or the secretary of transportation. 


(b) Signs advertising the sale or lease of property upon which they 
are located. 


(c) Signs advertising activities conducted, services rendered, goods 
sold, stored, produced or mined, or the name of the enterprise on the 
property upon which they are located. 


(d) Signs in areas which are now or hereafter zoned industrial, com- 
mercial, or the like, under section 4 or otherwise, subject to the regulations 
set forth in section 6 concerning size, lighting and spacing. 


(e) Signs in unzoned commercial or industrial areas, which now or 
hereafter qualify as such, as defined in, and determined under section 5, 
subject to the regulations set forth in section 6 concerning size, lighting 
and spacing. 
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Section 4. Areas hereby zoned commercial. 


(a) The legislature, to the extent hereinafter provided, and to effectu- 
ate the declared purposes of this act, hereby zones all of the following 
described lands located outside of municipalities and lying within 660 feet 
of the nearest edge of the right-of-way of any highway which is part of 
the interstate and primary system, as commercial, effective as of the 
effective date of this act: 


(1) For a distance of ten (10) miles directly along, and without 
deviation from, the routes thereof outside of and beyond the corporate 
eat of municipalities of the first class as defined in section 11-201, 

.C.M., 1947; 


(2) For a distance of five (5) miles directly along, and without devia- 
tion from, the routes thereof outside of and beyond the corporate limits of 
municipalities of the second class as defined in section 11-201, R.C.M., 1947; 


(3) For a distance of five (5) miles directly along, and without devia- 
tion from, the routes thereof outside of and beyond the corporate limits of 
municipalities of the third class as defined in section 11-201, R.C.M., 1947; 


(4) For a distance of three (3) miles directly along, and without 
deviation from, the routes thereof outside of and beyond the corporate 
limits of municipalities classified as towns in section 11-201, R.C.M. 1947; 


(5) For a distance of three (3) miles directly along, and without 
deviation from, the routes thereof outside of and beyond the limits of 
unincorporated cities or towns. 


The zoning, which is effected hereby, is subject to the exceptions speci- 
fied in subsection (b) and to zoning by the several boards of county com- 
missioners, or under their authority, as provided in subsection (e). 


(b) Lands not so zoned. No lands are hereby zoned commercial, as 
aforesaid, which are: 


(1) Within 500 feet of any building used primarily as a residence, 
unless the owner of the building consents in writing to the particular com- 
mercial use or uses to be made of such lands; 


(2) In, or within 500 feet of, any official park, garden, or forest 
preserve, publicly owned, controlled, and maintained, or within 500 feet 
of a church or school; 


(3) In, or within 500 feet of, any officially designated historical 
battlefield, or within 500 feet of any museum, publicly owned, controlled 
and maintained; 


(4) In, or within 500 feet of, any official picnic grounds or swimming 
beach, publicly owned, controlled, and maintained, or any golf course, 
publicly or privately owned or maintained; 


(5) In, or within 500 feet of, any safety rest or recreation area, 
publicly owned, controlled, and maintained pursuant to Section 319 of 
Title 23 of the United States Code; 


(6) Within 500 feet of any sanitary or other facility for the accom- 
modation of the motorist, publicly owned, controlled, and maintained pur- 
suant to Section 319 of Title 23 of the United States Code; 


(7) In, or within 500 feet of, any strip of land, an interest in which 
has been acquired by this state for the restoration, preservation, or en- 
hancement of scenic beauty, and which is publicly controlled and main- 
tained, pursuan to Section 319 of Title 23 of the United States Code; 


(8) Specifically zoned non-commercial or non-industrial under the 
authority of presently existing zoning statutes or zoning statutes hereafter 
enacted in this state. 
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The foregoing provisions of this subsection shall be so interpreted as 
to protect the uses, activities and features above specified, whether now in 
existence or hereafter established. In addition, any area zoned commer- 
cial, as hereinbefore provided, which is otherwise inappropriate for the 
commercial uses specified in subsection (c) shall be promptly rezoned in 
such a manner as to prohibit such uses therein, as provided in subsection 
(e), but subject to the protection of agricultural activities and private 
residential uses as therein specified. 


(c) Permitted uses. The following uses and activities, subject to the 
regulations specified in subsection (d) concerning reasonable zoning regu- 
lations by the several boards of county commissioners, shall be permitted 
in areas zoned as commercial under this section. 


(1) Agricultural, grazing, ranching, horticulture, uses and activities, 
and the growing of timber, and all other uses and activities reasonably 
or customarily related thereto, or generally permitted in areas zoned for 
agriculture, grazing, ranching, or the like (herein collectively referred to 
as “agricultural activities’’) ; 


(2) Buildings used for private residences; 
(3) Motels and hotels; 


(4) Restaurants and similar establishments serving prepared foods 
on-premise; 


(5) Grocery stores; 

(6) Gasoline stations; 

(7) Sporting goods stores; 

(8) Golf clubs and courses; 

(9) Agricultural produce stands; 


(10) Resorts, and recreational facilities reasonably related to the 
topography and nature of the land; 


(11) Outdoor advertising, whether on-premise or off-premise and 
regardless of its content; and 


(12) Such other uses and activities as the several boards of county 
commissioners may in their discretion deem suitable therein. 


(d) Zoning and building regulations. Outdoor advertising shall be 
subject to the regulations specified in section 6 concerning size, spacing 
and lighting and to none other. All other uses and activities specified in 
subsection (c), except the agricultural activities and private residential 
uses aforesaid, shall be subject to such reasonable regulations as may be 
enacted by the several boards of county commissioners, or under their 
authority, in the manner provided by presently existing or hereafter 
enacted planning and zoning statutes. 


(e) Rezoning by counties. The several boards of county commission- 
ers, or those acting under their authority, in accordance with presently 
existing or hereafter enacted planning or zoning statutes, are hereby 
authorized to rezone any commercial zone or part thereof, hereby created, 
in accordance with applicable zoning principles, in either a more or less 
restrictive manner; provided, that no restrictive rezoning shall prohibit 
the agricultural activities and private residential uses, aforesaid. In so 
acting, such boards, or those acting under their authority, shall utilize 
their presently existing or hereafter authorized planning and zoning pro- 
cedures. Nothing in this section shall affect any authority of any political 
phe Yt to zone lands not zoned or rezoned by the legislature here- 
under. 


A 
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(f) Zoning principles. The zoning principles which are relevant to 
land-use planning and zoning outside of municipalities and which govern 
in this state are as follows: 


(1) Lands, whether vacant or used or not, shall be so zoned as to 
permit the uses thereof which are appropriate thereto, and to prohibit the 
uses thereof which are inappropriate thereto. 


(2) The present and future needs of the economy of the state for a 
particular kind of activity and the convenience which it would afford to 
the citizenry can in themselves render some lands appropriate therefor 
which might otherwise be inappropriate therefor. 


(3) Zoning shall not, contrary to the desires of the affected parties, 
be unreasonably discriminatory as between the owners of substantially 
similar parcels of land to similar uses. 


(4) Agricultural, horticultural, grazing, and ranching uses and pur- 
poses, and the growing of timber, shall always be deemed appropriate upon 
the lands herein zoned and all other activities specified in subsection (c) 
shall also be deemed appropriate for the lands herein zoned and lands 
having a population of low density except where such lands are of un- 
common natural beauty, and except as provided in subsection (b). 


In zoning as, aforesaid, the legislature has complied with and duly con- 
sidered its said zoning principles in light of the developing economy, the 
desirability of lessening commercial congestion within municipalities, the 
desirable trend towards decentralization of commercial activities, the in- 
creasing needs of the motoring public, the economic necessity confronting 
businesses both inside and outside of municipalities of advertising to the 
motoring public, and the public interest in protecting areas of uncommon 
natural beauty. 


(¢g) Effect on taxation. The zoning and rezoning effected and au- 
thorized by this section shall not in itself affect any taxes levied against 
real property or any assessment or assessment classification, but actual 
increases in value of any parcel of land by reason of the construction or 
erection of a building or structure thereon shall be taken into account 
in thereafter assessing the value thereof and in levying any ad valorem 
tax thereon. 


(h) Future existing uses. The commercial zoning affected by this 
section shall be without prejudice to the right of the legislature hereafter 
to rezone and further rezone. The legislature further declares its intent 
to periodically review and, when deemed necessary, to modify or otherwise 
alter the zoning established by this section based on considerations of 
economic, physical, social, governmental and other conditions relating to 
the development of the state. Any sign, display or device used for outdoor 
advertising, in any such commercial zone, which shall become illegal by 
reason of zoning by a board of county commissioners under subsection 
(e), or rezoning by the legislature, as herein provided, shall be required 
to be removed or brought into compliance as provided in section 8. 


Section 5. Unzoned areas. Unzoned commercial and industrial areas 
are defined for the purposes of this act as follows: 


(a) Definition. An “unzoned commercial or industrial area’, con- 
sistently with and subject to the principles and standards set forth in 
subsection (f) of section 4, means any of the following unzoned areas 
adjacent to an interstate or primary highway: 


(1) All land on the same side of the highway as, and within 1,000 
feet of, any commercial or industrial activity other than outdoor advertis- 
ing, measured from the boundaries of the land used or occupied by such 
activity, including its parking, storage and service areas, its driveways, 
and its established front, rear and side yards constituting an integral part 
of such activity, except land within 300 feet of a building used primarily 
as a residence without the consent of the owner thereof; 
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(2) All land on the other side of the highway which is directly op- 
posite from, and of the same dimensions as, any area defined under the 
preceding paragraph, to the extent that such land is appropriate for out- 
door advertising; 


(8) All land within 200 feet of the nearest edge of the right-of-way 
of the highway, measured perpendicularly to such edge, to the extent that 
such land is traversed by a railroad right-of-way and is appropriate for 
outdoor advertising; 


(4) All pockets of land lying between any commercial or industrial 
areas (whether so zoned or whether unzoned as defined in this subsection) 
which are not more than 1,000 feet apart, to the extent that such land is 
appropriate for outdoor advertising; and 


(5) In addition, pursuant to the exercise of an informed discretion, 
all other unzoned lands appropriate for outdoor advertising which are 
determined to be unzoned commercial or industrial areas by any board of 
county commissioners. 


(b) Determinations and redeterminations. The several boards of 
county commissioners shall determine the additional unzoned commercial 
or industrial areas provided for by paragraph (5) of subsection (a), and 
shall also redetermine unzoned commercial and industrial areas defined 
under paragraphs (2), (3), and (4) thereof to be non-commercial and non- 
industrial unzoned areas to the extent that same are not appropriate for 
outdoor advertising. In so acting such boards shall utilize the procedures 
authorized in subsection (e) of section 4, and shall apply the zoning 
principles set forth in subsection (f) of section 4. 


Section 6. Regulations; customary usages. Subject to the provisions 
for the removal of nonconforming signs and the payment of just compen- 
sation therefor, contained in sections 8 and 9 herein, and after January 1, 
1968, signs subject to this act, but permitted under subsections (d) and (e) 
of section 3, shall comply with the regulations of this section governing 
the size, lighting and spacing thereof, which regulations are consistent 
with customary usages of this state. 


(a) Regulations as to size. 


(1) The maximum area of a sign face shall be 650 square feet, in- 
cluding border and trim, but not supports. 


(2) In the case of double-faced, back-to-back and V-type signs, said 
size limitation shall be 650 square feet, applicable to each separate face. 


(b) Regulations as to lighting. 


(1) No revolving or rotating beam of light simulating an official 
emergency device shall be permitted. Signs with flashing red, green or 
amber incandescent lights shall not be permitted, except in illuminated 
signs giving such public service information as time, date, temperature 
or direction. 


(2) External lighting, such as floodlights, slimline and gooseneck 
reflectors, shall be permitted, provided that it is shielded so as to prevent 
the direction of rays of light to any part of the main-traveled way. 


(8) No lighting shall interfere with the effectiveness of any official 
traffic control device or official warning sign. 


(c) Regulations as to spacing. 


(1) Within municipalities, signs shall be erected and maintained in 
conformity with any applicable building codes and ordinances relating to 
spacing. 


_ , (2) Outside of municipalities, no sign shall be erected adjacent to a 
limited access highway within 500 feet, nor adjacent to a non-limited access 
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highway within 500 feet, of an existing off-premise sign unless separated 
therefrom by a building, structure, highway or roadway. 


(8) Neither inside nor outside of municipalities shall any sign be 
erected or maintained in such a location as to prevent the driver of a 
vehicle from having an effective view of any official traffic control device 
applicable to him or of approaching, merging or intersecting traffic within 
500 feet of such sign. 


(4) For the purposes of the spacing regulations aforesaid, double- 
faced, back-to-back, and V-type signs shall be considered as a single sign. 


(d) Legislative finding. The legislature has conducted hearings and 
received evidence as to customary usage in outdoor advertising in this state, 
and, based thereon, and upon its own knowledge thereof, does hereby find 
and determine that the regulations in this paragraph set forth as to size, 
lighting and spacing are consistent with customary usage in this state. 


Section 7. Permits. After January 1, 1968, no private off-premise 
sign shall be maintained without a permit. Applications for permit shall 
be made to the state highway commission or, within municipalities, to the 
municipal authority designated by its legislative body, on forms furnished 
by said commission, and calling for reasonable information, including a 
statement that the owner or occupant of the land in question has consented 
to the erection or maintenance of the sign thereon, and shall be accompa- 
nied by a fee in accordance with the following schedule: 


(a) $0.50 if the advertising area does not exceed 50 square feet; 


(b) $1.00 if such area exceeds 50 but does not exceed 300 square 
feet; 


(c) $2.00 if such area exceeds 300 square feet. 


Permits shall be for the calendar year, shall be assigned a permanent 
number, and shall be renewed annually upon payment of said fee for the 
new year without the filing of a new application. Fees shall not be pro- 
rated for fractions of the year. Two permits shall be required for a 
doubie-faced, back-to-back, or V-type sign. Advertising copy may be 
changed at any time without the payment of an additional fee. 


The commission or municipal authority shall issue a permit for the 
sign covered by application duly made as aforesaid unless it is in violation 
of this act and, upon the initial issuance of a permit, shall also issue a 
permanent identification tag, not larger than six square inches, carrying 
the permit number, which tag the permittee shall affix to the sign. Not- 
withstanding the foregoing, and despite any such violation, a permit and 
identification tag shall be issued for any sign in existence on the effective 
date of this act and the permit shall thereafter be renewed for the periods 
of time prescribed in section 8. 


A permit may be revoked after hearing upon thirty (30) days notice 
if the state highway commission finds that any statement made in the 
application therefor was false or misleading or that the sign covered 
thereby is not in good general condition and in a reasonable state of repair, 
or is otherwise in violation of this act, provided that such false or mislead- 
ing information has not been corrected and that the sign has not been 
brought into compliance with this act within thirty (30) days after written 
notification thereof. 


Section 8. Removal of nonconforming signs. Any sign lawfully in 
existance along the interstate system or the primary system on October 
22, 1965, and which is not then in conformity with the provisions contained 
herein shall not be required to be removed until July 1, 1970. Any other 
sign lawfully erected which does not on January 1, 1968, or at any time 
thereafter, conform to this act, shall not be required to be removed until 
the end of the fifth year after it becomes nonconforming. 
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Section 9. Compensation for removal of signs. The state highway 
commission is directed to acquire by purchase, gift or condemnation and 
shall pay just compensation when and insofar as signs are required to be 
removed by this act, as follows: 


(a) Any such removal, by whomever effected, shall be deemed a 
taking and appropriation by this state of the following: 


(1) From the owner of such sign: all right, title, and interest in 
such sign, and in his leasehold, license or other interest, including purely 
contractual interests, in or related to the land; and 


(2) From the owner of the real property on which the sign is 
located: the right to erect and maintain the sign thereon, whether or not 
a contractual arrangement for the erection and maintenance of such sign 
exists. 


(b) In cases of purchase, compensation shall be paid in the amount 
and at the time mutually agreed upon. In cases of condemnation, compen- 
sation shall be paid in the amount computed as aforesaid, and the person 
or persons entitled thereto shall have the same rights in respect to the 
time of payment, procedures, and resort to the courts of this state as 
those of a record owner whose fee in lands has been condemned and taken 
for highway right-of-way. 


(c) In addition, the state highway commission may voluntarily pur- 
chase from any sign owner or landowner the rights, titles, interests and 
elements of value aforesaid prior to the time when the sign’s removal is 
required by this act, or whether or not its removal is required by this act, 
upon such terms as to price, removal, date of removal, and otherwise, as 
are mutually agreeable to it and to the owners of the sign and land. 


Section 10. Unlawful advertising. Any advertising sign which vio- 
lates the provisions of this act is hereby declared to be illegal. Subject to 
sections 8 and 9, the state highway commission shall give thirty (380) days 
notice, by certified mail, to the owner thereof to remove same if it is a 
prohibited sign or cause ‘it to conform to regulations if it is an authorized 
sign. If the owner fails to act within thirty (80) days as required in the 
notice, the state highway commission shall proceed to cause the removal 
of the sign under section 11 at the owner’s expense. 


Section 11. Enforcement. The state highway commission shall en- 
force the provisions of this act through the remedy of injunction or other 
appropriate legal proceedings, and shall not act except through such pro- 
ceedings. Neither the state highway commission nor any other agency nor 
political subdivision of this state shall by plantings or otherwise obstruct 
the view, or in any other way interfere with the effectiveness, of any sign 
legally in place under the provisions of this act. 


Section 12. Agreements with the United States. The state highway 
commission is hereby authorized and directed in behalf of this state to seek 
agreements with the secretary of commerce or the secretary of transporta- 
tion as to the matters specified for agreement in subsection (d) of section 
131 of Title 23, United States Code. Said commission’s authority so to act 
is hereby limited, consistently with constitutional principles, to seeking and 
if possible making agreements embodying the provisions and only the pro- 
visions of sections 5 and 6, on the basis that they are in conformity with 
said Section 131. 


If such agreement or agreements cannot be achieved, the attorney 
general of this state shall promptly imitiate proceedings under the pro- 
visions of said Section 131 with respect to hearings, stay-of-penalties, and 
judicial review in order to resolve the disagreement by judicial determina- 
tion. He shall also initiate such proceedings in the event of a determination 
to withhold any funds from this state for any alleged failure of this state 
to comply with any provision of said Section 131, in order to obtain a ju- 
dicial determination of whether this act provides’ effective control of out- 
door advertising in conformity with said Section 131. 
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Section 18. Guarantee against loss of funds. It is the overriding in- 
tent of this Act, while asserting the rightful independence of this State 
in regard to the regulation of land usage within its borders, to ensure 
in all events against the withholding of any Federal-aid highway funds 
from this State under the Federal Highway Beautification Act of 1965. 
Accordingly, in the event that a United States District Court for this 
State or, in case of further appeal or review, the United States Court of 
Appeals or Supreme Court should hold any part of this Act, or any action 
taken hereunder, to be in noncompliance with said Federal Act, the State 
Highway Commission shall, when all possibilities of review have been 
exhausted, promulgate such regulations as are minimally necessary to 
avoid the loss, of any such funds, which regulations shall govern to the 
extent of any inconsistency between them and this Act and shall be retro- 
actively effective from January 1, 1968, if necessary to achieve the ob- 
jective of this section, and until modified or superseded by further action 
by the Legislature. Such regulations may suspend or supersede any pro- 
vision of this Act or any action taken hereunder, including any zoning 
action, but only to the extent necessary to achieve the objective of this 
section. In so acting the State Highway Commission shall be guided by 
and conform to the judgment and instructions of the highest court to rule 
on this Act’s compliance or not, and, in the case of the two matters speci- 
fied for agreement with the Secretary of Commerce or Transportation in 
subsection (d) of Section 131 of said Title 23, by the position of such 
Secretary to the extent that it may not have been set aside, modified or 
disapproved by such court. 


Section 14. Congressional action or non-action. In the event that the 
congress should fail prior to January 1, 1970, to make an appropriation 
for compensation purposes in such an amount that this state’s share thereof 
will be sufficient to pay seventy-five per cent (75%) of the compensation 
provided for in section 9, to the extent payable under the highway beautifi- 
eation act of 1965, and as estimated by the state highway commission, 
this act shall on January 1, 1970, become automatically null and void. 
In any event, if at any time in the future congress should amend Section 
131 of Title 28, United States Code, or whatever law might then provide for 
federally required control of signs by the several states, in such manner 
as to no longer require control of signs in areas adjacent to the primary 
system, or any part or parts thereof, this act shall automatically be deemed 
amended as of the effective date of such congressional action in such 
manner that it will thenceforth in no way whatsoever control, restrict, 
regulate, or in any way affect the erection or maintenance of signs in areas 
adjacent to the primary system, or to such part or parts thereof; provided, 
however, that nothing herein shall diminish the rights of any sign owner to 
compensation under section 9 for signs which may theretofore have been 
removed from areas adjacent to the primary system. 


Section 15. Repeals. All statutes and regulations promulgated there- 
under governing outdoor advertising adjacent to the federal interstate 
and primary highway systems are hereby repealed. 


Section 16. Severability clause. It is the intent of the legislative 
assembly that if a part of this act is invalid, all valid parts that are sever- 
able from the invalid part remain in effect. If a part of the act is invalid 
in one or more of its applications, the part remains in effect in all valid 
applications that are severable from the invalid applications.

HOUSE BILL NO. 27 


INTRODUCED BY JENSEN, NORTHEY, WORDEN, LOMAN, HALL, 
BARDANOUVE AND BAILEY. 


A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: “AN ACT TO SUBMIT TO THE 
QUALIFIED ELECTORS OF MONTANA AN AMENDMENT TO 
THE CONSTITUTION OF MONTANA AMENDING SECTION 9, 
ARTICLE XIX TO ALLOW SIX PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO 
THE CONSTITUTION TO BE SUBMITTED AT ONE ELECTION.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 9, article XIX of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 9. Amendments to this constitution may be proposed in either 
house of the legislative assembly, and if the same shall be voted for by two- 
thirds (%) of the members elected to each house, such proposed amend- 
ments, together with the ayes and nays of each house thereon, shall be 
entered in full on their respective journals; and the secretary of state shall 
cause the said amendment or amendments to be published in full in at least 
one (1) newspaper in each county (if such there be) for three (3) months 
previous to the next general election for members to the legislative assem- 
bly; and at said election the said amendment or amendments shall be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the state for their approval or rejection 
and such as are approved by a majority of those voting thereon shall be- 
come part of the constitution. Should more amendments than one (1) be 
submitted at the same election, they shall be so prepared and distinguished 
by numbers or otherwise that each can be voted upon separately; provided, 
however, that not more than [three] six (6) amendments to this constitu- 
tion shall be submitted at the same election.”

INTRODUCED BY CRUM, SCHYE, HAINES 


A BILL FOR AN ACT ENTITLED: “AN ACT TO SUBMIT TO THE 
QUALIFIED ELECTORS OF MONTANA AN AMENDMENT TO

ARTICLE V, CONSTITUTION OF MONTANA.” 


Be It Enacted By The Legislative Assembly of The State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section 5, Article V of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. [Each member of the first legislative assembly, as a 
compensation for his services shall receive six dollars ($6) for each day’s 
attendance, and twenty cents ($.20) for each mile necessarily traveled in 
going to and returning from the seat of government to his residence by the 
usually traveled route, and shall receive no other compensation, perquisite, 
or allowance whatsoever. | 


No session of the legislative assembly [, after the first, which may be 
ninety (90) days,] shall exceed [sixty (60)] one hundred eighty (180) days. 


[After the first session,] The compensation of the members of the 
legislative assembly shall be as provided by law; provided, that no legis- 
lative assembly shall fix its own compensation.”

WHEREAS, since 1934, domestic gold producers have been required to 
sell their product only to the Federal Government at the established price 
of $85 per ounce, and 


WHEREAS, costs of producing this precious metal have continued to 
increase at an alarming rate reflecting the impact of inflation upon the 
economics of gold mining and milling operations with the result that vir- 
tually plpeold producers in the United States have closed down their prop- 
erties, an 


WHEREAS, domestic gold production, which amounted to approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 ounces in 1940, has now dropped to an annual rate slightly 
in excess of 1,500,000 ounces while current domestic gold consumption for 
defense and space needs, industrial requirements, the arts and crafts, and 
dental use has rapidly risen to a significant rate of approximately 6,000,000 
ounces per annum, over three times our U. S. production rate, and 


WHEREAS, the continuing outflow of gold and failure to solve our 
balance of payments deficit continues to be of ever greater national con- 
cern, and 


WHEREAS, the disparity between domestic consumption and produc- 
tion imposes an additional substantial drain upon the monetary gold re- 
serves of the United States, and 


WHEREAS, federal relief legislation revitalizing the U. S. gold mining 
industry could well end continuing substantial depletion of our monetary 
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gold reserves to supply U. S. internal domestic gold consumption which 
should alleviate to some extent concern in foreign circles over our monetary 
policies, and 


WHEREAS, such legislation to stimulate domestic gold production is 
definitely in the national interest. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REP- 
RESENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That members of the House of Representatives of the State of Mon- 
tana respectfully request the Congress of the United States to investigate 
means of providing incentives to domestic gold producers to stabilize the 
few existing U. S. gold properties, to reopen dormant gold mines, and to 
encourage aggressive exploration for new gold ore reserves in this country.

STATE TO ENFORCE THE LAW AGAINST SELLING CIGARETTES 
OR OTHER TOBACCO PRODUCTS TO MINORS UNDER EIGHTEEN 
YEARS OF AGE, AND CALLING ON THE CITIZENS OF MON- 
TANA TO AID AND ASSIST THE PEACE OFFICERS. . 


WHEREAS, Section 94-35-208, R.C.M. 1947, provides that every per- 
son who sells or gives any tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, or cigarette paper 
to any minor under eighteen years of age is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty- 
five dollars ($25), nor more than five hundred dollars ($500), or imprison- 
ment not to exceed three (3) months in the county jail, or both such fine 
and imprisonment; and 


WHEREAS, this law is constantly and flagrantly violated; and 


WHEREAS, minors regard buying cigarettes from vending machines 
as a routine matter; and 


WHEREAS, clerks in stores and at tobacco counters disregard the 
law with impunity; and 


WHEREAS, the dangers of cigarette smoking have been well estab- 
lished; and 


WHEREAS, the health of our youth should be protected; and 


WHEREAS, the constant flouting of the law by our youth may estab- 
lish patterns of antisocial behavior with serious consequences at a later

WHEREAS, it is the duty and responsibility of all peace officers to

After being 
presented to the assembly by the President of the Senate, he delivered the 
following address: 


GOVERNOR BABCOCK’S MESSAGE TO JOINT SESSION 
February 27, 1967 


On an afternoon fifty-six days ago, at almost this same hour, I ap- 
pealed to you to set upon the monumental and important problems of 
government, in a spirit of partnership removed as far as possible from the 
influences of party and political differences. 


To assist in this hope, I have made every effort to avoid imposing 
my thoughts or beliefs into your deliberations. I have chosen to make no 
public utterances or personal appeals that could be interpreted as an 
ee to project my office unreasonably into the function of the legis- 
ature. 


It is with some regret then that I feel compelled to seek your indulgence 
today in a joint session. The turn of events appear to be so grave, so much 
that is needed appears in danger of not being done, that I feel it incum- 
bent for me in the position I occupy to make a most earnest appeal. 


The program submitted to this legislature for consideration was 
designed to project Montana into its appropriate place in the Sisterhood of 
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States. I think there has been little dissension regarding the worth of the 
program. Members of both parties, while finding fault with minor details, 
are in agreement on the need and the wisdom of a bold progressive plan of 
action for our people. 


While there is substantial agreement on the program itself, there are 
strong differences on the method or methods of financing it. 


Regrettably, there appears to be such strong differences that at this 
time the two bodies of the legislature have reached an impasse concerning 
revenues. It is with the deepest concern that I view the alternative. If 
some measure is not developed to furnish adequate revenues for the ser- 
vices that are needed, then the appropriations must be geared to the amount 
of money that is available under existing revenue accounts. 


This would deny the development we must have in our educational 
programs. This would deny the state participating adequately in our 
welfare and medical aid program. This would, in effect, heap still further 
property tax responsibility on the shoulders of those already overburdened. 
This would refuse to give consideration to a much-needed water develop- 
ment program. All of the services of state government would go under- 
nourished and restricted. There can only be one consequence. We would, 
as a state and a people, recede rapidly into the economic backwash from 
which recovery would at best be a long, slow and expensive project. 


The need for a sound and sensible revenue program is so great... 
the impasse created by conflict between the two houses so severe... 
and the time remaining so short . .. that I consider it essential to offer a 
suggestion that might bring us to a reasonable and mutually agreeable 
solution to our great problems. 


From the first, our proposal has included, as a basic element, sub- 
mitting to the voters the question of whether the sales tax should be 
included in our basic tax structure. Some of you have insisted that an in- 
crease in the income tax can meet our needs more equitably than a sales 
tax. 


Since the two houses have been unable to agree, I now propose that 
the legislature present to the people, at a special election in June of this 
year, a clear and fair choice between the sales tax and an increase in the 
personal and corporate income taxes to provide the needed additional 
revenues for the coming biennium. I must emphasize that the need is now 
... not two years from now. 


The sales tax measure, which was defeated last Saturday ... after 
refunding $14% million in income taxes, would have provided $56 million in 
revenue for needed state services and property tax relief. 


This would have included full participation by the state to meet its 
obligation to public schools. The money would have granted at least $40 
million in relief to the Montana property taxpayer, whose burden is now 
the highest in the nation. 


The additional $16 million would have been used in the areas of our 
greatest need .... the custodial institutions, the university system, public 
safety, vocational education, medicaid and water development. 


I make these points especially because the alternative to the sales tax 
which should be offered to the voters clearly should be an increase in 
income taxes which also will provide the $56 million needed. Unfortunately, 
that means that the income tax would have to be doubled, approximately, 
to accomplish what must be done. 


I would welcome sincere efforts by both parties in both houses to work 
out the details of a June referendum to let the people choose between these 
two solutions to our problem. 
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Once more, let me make clear that I am not suggesting a choice 
between a sales tax which will really meet our needs and a relatively lower 
income tax increase, which would not provide adequate financing. A 10 to 
12 percent increase in income taxes, which some legislators have sug- 
gested, could not possibly be a satisfactory alternative. Such a stop gap 
proposal would fail to meet the state’s obligation to the foundation pro- 
gram. Not only would no property tax relief be provided, but higher 
property taxes inevitably would result. 


Mention should be made that because of recent developments, equally 
unfortunate consequences appear eminent in our highway construction pro- 
gram. Two nights ago a telephone call from the White House assured me 
that a very substantial part ...if not all... of the federal cut in highway 
funds will be restored. 


This places more emphasis on the need to provide revenues to finance 
our portion of the highway program. 


It is hoped that you will re-examine the defeat of the highway revenue 
measures designed to provide nearly $3 million in state funds. Failure to 
enact these could mean a reduction of approximately $50 million in our 
highway construction program. 


The damage is obvious. 


Let me add, also, that because of reports, both published and unpub- 
lished, that action in the courts will be brought to enjoin the legislature 
from continuing its business after the 60th day of the regular session, I 
strongly suggest that your business be completed before midnight Thursday. 


I make all of these appeals to you in good faith and in the earnest 
hope that we put aside partisanship in the few days that are left to us. 
In the four days that follow, the measure of courage of each of us will 
have to be determined. 


But this is not a personal matter. More important is the fact that 
the destiny of this beloved state and all of its people will be determined 
during these next few days ... not just for this biennium but perhaps 
for decades ahead. 


I appeal to you to place the State of Montana and its people ahead of 
other considerations. If I may paraphrase .... “I would ask that you 
not love your party less, but that you love your state more.”

IN THE USE OF ITS WATERS AS AGAINST USES THEREOF IN 
OTHER AREAS. 


WHEREAS, the laws of Montana do not provide for any priority in 
the beneficial uses of water; and 


WHEREAS, the use of water in Montana is developing at such a pace 
that uses for domestic purposes, municipal water supply, and the produc- 
tion of food and fiber may well be threatened; and 


WHEREAS, the situation has resulted in a contest between groups to 
keep other groups from using water and has inhibited the development 
and use of water in Montana which might be obviated if a system of 
priorities were established; and 


WHEREAS, there is implicit in such a study the relationship and 
threat of downstream uses, of basin diversion, and the means for the 
protection of Montana’s waters from such threats. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Speaker of the House of Representatives of the State of 
Montana appoint six members of said House, three from each political 
party, to study the feasibility and desirability of establishing by law, 
priorities for the future use of the water of the state and possible means 
of protecting Montana in the use of its waters as against the use thereof 
in downstream areas, or the diversion of such waters from the basin of 
their origin. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Legislative Council is re- 
quested to furnish staff assistance to the persons appointed to conduct this 
study. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the chief clerk of the House is 
directed to send a copy of this resolution to the Executive Director of the 
Legislative Council.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the House of Representatives of the State of Montana of the Fortieth 
Legislative Assembly record the passing of the distinguished former mem- 
bers of this body; 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Representatives be placed on record in this 
Assembly, and the following facts relative to their careers are hereby 
noted: 


ORY ARMSTRONG 


Ory J. Armstrong, Kalispell, died August 25, 1966, at 73 years of age. 


Mr. Armstrong, lifelong Montanan, was born at Choteau on May 27, 
1893. He received his grade and high school education at Choteau and it 
was from there he enlisted in the 2nd Montana Infantry Regiment in 
May 1917. This regiment later became the 168rd infantry. 


In World War I, he served overseas for 19 months and was discharged 
as a Lieutenant in May 1919. 
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He was elected to the House of Representatives eight times from 
Flathead County. He was minority floor leader of the House in 1941, 
majority floor leader in 1947 and speaker of the House in 1951. 


Former Governor Sam C. Ford appointed Armstrong to the committee 
on Reorganization and Economy in 1941 and the Post-war Planning and 
Construction Commission in 1945. 


Former Governor J. Hugo Aronson appointed him to the Railroad and 
Public Service Commission in January 1957, and he served until his defeat 
in the general election of 1958. 


He was an insurance agent until retiring in 1953. He served as chair- 
man of the District 5 School Board and as a member of the Flathead 
County High School board. He also served on the city council. 


Mr. Armstrong was a past president of the Kalispell Rotary Club; 
and a past local, district and state commander of the American Legion, 
of which he was a charter member. He was a member of Kalispell Lodge 
42, A.F.&A.M.; Algeria Shrine; and was a 32nd degree Mason. 


He was married in 1922 to Eva Kittlerud and is survived by his widow; 
one son, Howard, Kalispell; one daughter, Mrs. Joan Deist, Route 3, Kalis- 
pell; eight grandchildren; two brothers, Robert, Phoenix, Arizona, and 
Neil, Columbia Falls. 


ARTHUR R. ATKINS 


Arthur R. Atkins was born May 18, 1910, at Spokane, Washington and 
since 1946 had lived in Libby where he was, at various times, in both the 
food and clothing business. 


He was elected state representative from Lincoln County on the Demo- 
cratic ticket in 1964. Atkins served on Labor and Compensation, Business 
and Industry, and Fish and Game Committees in the 1965 Legislative 
Session. He had filed for re-election in April. 


Mr. Atkins attended Audubon Elementary and North Central High 
School in Spokane and was trained as a meat cutter. He was employed 
by the Social Security Administration in Baltimore before World War II. 


A veteran of four years in the service, Atkins came to Libby to manage 
the meat department in Burgan’s. He operated a meat market in associa- 
tion with M. B. (Bud) Atkins in the grocery business from 1947 until 1950 
when he bought the old Sno-White Market and opened his own store. He 
later remodeled and re-opened the old South Libby Store which he sold. 
In 1961 he purchased Hillstead’s clothing store and changed the name to 
Arthur’s Apparel. Arthur’s was sold last year. 


He was elected to the city council in 1963 and served until 1965. He 
played a prominent role in the development of the Cabinet View golf 
course. 


Mr. Atkins died June 23, 1966, at Libby, and is survived by his widow, 
Ella Mae, Libby; his mother, Mrs. Anna L. Atkins, Spokane; a sister, Mrs. 
Avis L. Brown, Spokane; and two daughters, Mrs. Barbara Shockley, 
Spokane, and Mrs. Joseph Tagler, Phoenix, Arizona. 


GEORGE BELL 


George H. Bell, onetime Montana State Legislator, died February 20, 
1967, following a short illness. 


Mr. Bell served with the Montana Legislature from Meagher County 
in 1921. 


Originally from Harlowton, he lived in White Sulphur Springs before 
going to Redwood City, California, in 1922. 


He was 86 years old when he passed away. 
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ALBERT BESANCON 


Retired Judge Albert Besancon, 90, of the Fourth Judicial District, 
died December 26, 1965, at his home in Missoula. 


Mr. Besancon served five sessions in the Montana House of Represen- 
tatives both as minority and majority leader. He served from 1924 to 
1934. He served more than 21 years on the bench before retiring in 1956. 


He was appointed to fill the vacancy created by the death of Judge 
Theodore Lentz in 1935 and was elected to the post in 1936. 


Mr. Besancon was born near Cornwall Bridge, Connecticut, February 
21, 1875. He attended the University of North Dakota, graduating with a 
law degree in 1901. He moved to Missoula in 1909 and began a general 
practice of law. 


He married Selma A. Peterson in 1906 at Bismarck, North Dakota. 
She died in October 1956. 


Survivors include five children; Catherine B. Willis, Missoula, Montana; 
Albert P., Rochester, New York; Robert M., Dayton, Ohio; Doris E. Noyes, 
Berkeley, California, and James G., San Francisco, California, and eight 
grandchildren. 


LUCY A. CURRAN 


Mrs. Lucy A. Curran was born April 28, 1877, in Mills County, Iowa, a 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. William H. Isbell. She moved with her family 
to Kearney, Nebraska, and in 1894 to Culbertson, where she was _married 
to John Curran October 28, 1896. 


They moved in 1915 to Brockton, where she and a son operated a 
‘weekly newspaper until 1921, when they moved to Poplar. 


Mrs. Curran served three terms in the state legislature as a House 
Representative from Roosevelt County between 1927 and 1981. 


They moved to Billings in 1985, and Mr. Curran died in 1942.

John J. Obstarezyk, 55, legislator, alderman, civic leader and business- 
man, died December 9, 1965, in a Great Falls hospital.

He had served on virtually all of the council’s working commit- 
tees and a number of the boards and commissions.

Mr. Roll was an ardent proponent of better schools for his city and 
state and was instrumental in obtaining considerable school improvement 
and consolidation legislation during his nine years on the Great Falls 
School Board and four terms as a Republican State Representative from 
Cascade County in 1928 and through the early 1930’s. 


He also served as president of the Montana School Boards Association 
during that period. As for his own education, he was self-taught after the 
fourth grade. 


Mr. Roll was named superintendent of the City Boulevard Department 
in 1933 and a few months later was also made head of the City Garbage 
Department. 


He served on the City Council from 1947 to 1949 as Republican Fifth 
Ward alderman and in 1953 was a candidate for mayor. 


He was a 50-year member and a past president of the Montana State 
Florist Association and also affiliated with Florists Association of Great 
Falls. The state floral association honored him with a plaque in 1965 in 
recognition of 50 years of community beautification. 


He helped organize the Lower Sun River Community Club and also 
was an organizer and first president of the West Side Kiwanis Club. 


Mr. Roll was a member of Euclid Lodge of the Masonic Order, Algeria 
Shrine, Scottish Rite, Elks, Eagles and Moose Lodges.

He remained as editor and publisher of the Lewis- 
town Democratic News until it was sold in 1946. He returned to Billings 
as editorial writer with the Gazette in 1947. He was also the author of a 
multi-volume work “History of Montana” considered standard equipment 
for newspaper offices in the state. 


He received his formal education at Warrensburg State Normal School 
and the University of Missouri at Columbia. He studied law and was ad- 
mitted to the Missouri Bar in 1901, and to the Montana Bar in 1913. 


In 1904, he married Miss Lelah Wunderlin who preceded him in death. 
On August 12, 1986, he married the former Sybil Sherlock of Helena. He 
was 86 years old when he passed away December 27, 1965.

A RESOLUTION OF THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA REQUESTING THE CONGRESS OF THE 
UNITED STATES TO INVESTIGATE AND STUDY GRAIN RATES 
AND THE GRAIN RATE STRUCTURE, GENERALLY, IN THE 
WESTERN DISTRICT OF THE UNITED STATES. 


WHEREAS, Montana’s economy is dependent to a large extent upon 
the production and sale of agricultural products, particularly wheat and 
other small grains; and 


WHEREAS, the bulk of all small grains produced in Montana enter 
Interstate Commerce via the state’s network of railroad systems in order 
to reach markets for sale, processing, or consumption, and compete with 
similar grains of other states, and of foreign countries; and 


WHEREAS, the freight rates and charges prevailing for the trans- 
portation of these grains via said railway system have a definite influence

WHEREAS, during the intervening years since 1934 there have de- 
veloped substantial changes in market patterns; competitive conditions as 
between transportation agencies; improvements in transportation facilities 
and marketing of products of small grains; the manufacture of new and 
different products; and shifts in population; and 


WHEREAS, the present fregiht rates structure does not reflect the 
present day needs of the producer particularly, but also other interests 
marketing and processing small grains in the light of these changed 
circumstances and conditions, and this has resulted in numerous unreason- 
able and unduly prejudicial and preferential rates, and that where piece- 
meal revisions have been made, they have in many instances aggravated 
existing conditions; and 


WHEREAS, although they have been requested on numerous occasions 
to do so, the railroads serving Montana are unwilling, of their own accord, 
to make the necessary adjustments in domestic and export grain rates 
affecting Montana’s ability to compete favorably with grains and grain 
products produced in other states, to the detriment of Montana’s economy.

All expenses of the interim committee shall 
be paid out of the. earmarked revenue fund, state highway account.” 


Second: Section 9 of the enrolled bill in its entirety, which said sec- 
tion reads as follows: “Section 9. (1) Each member of the interim com- 
mittee, temporary members, and staff personnel shall be reimbursed for 
expenses for attending meetings at the rate of twenty dollars ($20) per day 
plus fifteen dollars ($15) per day plus mileage while in the state of 
Montana. (2) Each member of the interim committee, temporary mem- 
bers, and staff personnel, shall be reimbursed for travel and expenses as 
provided for state employees and elected officials in R.C.M. 1947, Sections 
59-538, 59-801, and 59-802.”
